Theatre Management Could 


| Have Averted Disaster

Chicago, Jan. 1.--For the first time 
since Chicigo las possessed bells to 
peal, whistles to shiek, and horns to 
blow, the old year was allowed silently 
to tuke its place in history and the | 
new year permitted to come with no 
evidence of joy at its birth. 


In an official proclamation by Mayor 
Harrison, he made the suggestion that 
the usual new year’s eve celebration be 
for this time omitted. The idea founda 
ready response in the hearts of the peo- 
ple and the mayor's words in fact only 
Rave utterance to the unexpressed | 
thoughts that had filled them all. 

The appalling calamity in the Iro- 
quols theatre Las cast Chicago into the | 
deepest grief and gloom and for the 
time being at least seems to have 
chilled and deadened all the ordinary | 
ambitions of life. Business is per- | 
formed with the sole view to actual | 
necessity and even that much is carried 
out in a perfunctory manner. 

For the second time in her life the 
city of Chicago las been stricken to 
the heart. Not only have many of her 
sons and duugbters met death in a 
variety of horrible and torturing forms, 
but the blow has fallen almost as} 
heavily upon the strangers within her 
gates. There is hardly a village or 
town within a radius of 100 miles of 
Chicago whose people are not directly 
or indirectly interested in the piles of 
dead or in the injured which fill the 
hospitals or in the fate of those who 
seein to have passed fromm human 
knowledge in the fact that it is believed 
they were in the illfated structure and 
of whom no word has since been heard. 

The list of dead continues in the neigh- 
borhood of 569. It is generally accepted 
at this time that the most accurute 
estimate is 564. This number will be 
increased somewhat, as there are people 
in the hospitals who cannot survive 
for any length of time. It Is believed, 
however, thei tte total number of dead 
will not In any event exceed 575. In- 
eiuding the missing, it is estimated that 
¢he total number of casualties at the 

resent time is approximately 1000. 

‘ There are among the missing the 
ames of many who are at their homes 
pnd of some who were not at the theatre 
atall. In the first excitement following 
the calamity these people were reported 
by their relatives as among the missing 
and numbers of them have since re- 
turned to their homes and no report 
of this fact has been made to police 
headquarters. 

Their names, however, swell the list 
of the missing. When the names of 
the dead who are till to be idcntified 
have been subtracted from the list of 
the missing, it is probable that the ex- 
tent of the catastrophe will be fully 
revealed.

oop AFTERNOON. 


It was thirty-one years ago on New 
Year’s that the first Scotch ball was 
held in Quincy, and each year since 
our Scottish citizens have celebrated. 
Many of those prominent in the earlier 
days have passed away, and a younger 
generation have had the arrangements 
in charge. Each year these entertain- 
ments have increased in attendance and 
popularity, so that Quincy* Music hall 
is now none too large. 


The amount of building contracts 
awarded in Boston in 1903 shows a 
decided falling off from 1902, and the 
same is true in New York city and 
elsewhere. It was also less in Boston 
than in 1901 and 1900. In 1900 there 
were over 2,100 permits amounting to 
$12,844,00@ and approximating $6,000 
per permit, while in 1903 there were 
only 678 permits amounting to $9,500, - 
000 and approximating $14,000 per per- 
mit 

There cannot be much adverse criti- 
cism of the financial management of 
our public schools when the expense 
per pupil is less than $21 per year, 
about ten cents per pupil per day. 
Brookline and Milton expend about $50 
per pupil; Wellesley and Newton about 
$40 per pupil; Boston, Malden and 
Dedham over $30 per pupil and so on, 
A recent report of the State Board of 
Edocation shows that it cost 141 Massa- 
chusetts cities and towns more per 
pupil. 


YEAR OF RETRENCHMENT 


Many Large Failures Marked 
Process of Readjustment--Ag- 
ricultural and Shoe Business 
Did Not Share In the Slump 


New York, Jan. 1—The annual re- 
view of trade of R. G. Dun & Co. says: 
Readjustieut is the one word that sums 
up the industrial and financial history 
of the United States during the year 
1903. From the lowest point of depres- 
sion in 1896-97 to the zenith of pros- 
perity and commercial activity in 1901- 
02, the course of business was well 
defined and uninterrupted, although 
numerous events occurred that were 
calculated to check even this great mo- 
mentum. 

But five years of expansion in trade 
and manufacturo brought financial and 
industrial excesses. The resu) was 
the “building of bigger barns,” the 
preparation for more business than ap- 
peared and the capitalization of the 
hopes and expectations of the future. 
The past year has chiefly been dcvoted 
te retrenchment. Assimilation of se- 
curities was only accomplished by the 
drastic reinedy of a 80 percent reduc- 
tion in prices. Accumulation of iren 
and stee] found a market only with the 
ald ef Jower prices and curtailed pro- 
duction. 

In the process of readjustment there 
were many failures, the number being 
especially large in the last quarter, but 
the set has reached such proportions 
that there is reason to look for recovery 
in 1904. Iv frou and steel, starting with 
the heaviest production on record, and 
furnace stocks of pig iron practically 
wiped out, the year 1903 bas brought 
some startling Jevelopments. Prices 
declined and produciion was curtailed. 
Labor troubles tied up work on build- 
ings costing many millions of dollars, 
and cautious investors cancelled many 
plans for work. 

Agviculturally, the year bas not fallen 
short of expectations. A smaller yleld 
of cotton was accompanied by more 
than an equivalent risc in prices, while 
the yield of cereals was abundant, and 
the live stock shortage of recent poor 
corn years was fully made up. 

Artificial quotations for meats were 
dissipated duriag the past year, many 
of the declines reaching striking 
amounts and restoring tle situation to

The last two years saw cotton ip a 
strong position, averaging 8 or 9 cents 
a pound for middling uplands in the 
New York market. Floodsand other 
climatic conditions proved adverse, and 
injury by insects was very severe, so 
that as the season advanced estimates 
of the crop were gradually reduced un- 
til about 10,500,000 bales were generally 
anticipated. Meanwhile speculators be- 
came active, and prices moved steadily 
upward unti] the highest figures since 
1879 were attained. 

Hides and leather during the year of 
19038 were characterized by a severe 
decline in hide yalues which, continuing 
into the late fall, carried prices down 
a lower point in the Chicago packer 
tnarset than had been reached at any 
time in several years. Since Novemi- 
ber rates have been advancing, and 
the market aithe close of the year was 
% to 1 cent higver than two months 
previous, 

The shoe business of 1908 exceeded in 
volume that of any year in the history 
of the industry. More shees were 
made and sold than eve: ‘efore, and this 
was rather unexpected, owing to the de- 
creased activity ir most of the other 
large trades.

ON PANAMA GROUND 


Colombian Troops Had Confer. 
ence With Indian Chief 


' 


NAVY TO INVESTIGATE 


Governor of New Republic. 


Claims to Have Sympathy of 
Ten Thousand Indians--Reyes 
Against Hostile Demonstration 


Colon, Jan. 1.—Information has just 
reached Governor Melendez from Carti, 
a village near the is!and of Fines, in 
Panama territory, that Colombian 
troops landed here Dec. 21 ard con 
ferred with the Indian chief, Inana 
quina, who afterwards was taken 
aboard a vessel and, it is thought, con 
veyed to Cartagena. 

Chief Inanaquina is regarded here as 
& syinpathizer with Colombiu, because 
be was made a colonel in the Colom- 
bian army during a visit to Rogota. He 
speuks English and is said to have 3000 
or more [Indian followers. 

The informant of Governor Melendez 
made the journey from Carti afoct to 
Culebra. ‘rhenee he went to Palenque, 
whence he took 2 small boat, reaching 
Colon Wednesday night. 

Tke man reported to the governor 
that he saw a steamer, probably the 
gunboat General Pinzon or Cartagena, 
1 long distance offshore Dec. 21, Boats 
from the guubeat were lowered and sub- 
sequentiy rowed in and landed those 
aboard, who conferred with Chief 
Inapaguina. After the conference the 
gunboat steamed out of Panamaian 
houndarics, 

The republicof Penama evidently has 
reliable sympathizers throughout the 
San Bias district. Governor Me!endez 
declares that at least 10,000 Indians 
favor Panama, but that their chiefs are 
unwilling to allow any persons besides 
their own tribes to cross their terri- 
tory. The governor does not believe 
that Chief Inanaqguina will allow Co- 
loubian troops to cross his land. 

Immediately after it became known 
here that Colombians had landed with- 
in the borders of Panama the United 
States gunboat Castine steamed out 
towards .Carti. She was followed 
Shortly afterwards by the cruiser 
Olympia. Admiral Coghlan did not ae- 
company the Olympia, but transferred 
his flag to the Mayflower, which is now 
the only warship in Colon harbor. 

It is not knowa what course the gun- 
boat and crulser intend to take. The 
ships will not bring full énformation 
regardips tho affate te Admiral Coghlan 
for » day or two. 

At Juanluna, near Rio Miel, Qauca, 
on the bordar of Panama, parties in 
sympathy with the new republic are 
closely watching every movement of 
the Colombian troops in that vicinity. 


Reyes’ Good Advice 

Washington, Jan. 1.—If the Colom- 
bian government follows the advice of 
General Reyes all idea of the breaking 
out of hostilities between that coun- 
try and the United States may be dis- 
sipated. Even though the reply of this 
zovernment to the note of Reyes may 
not be of a nature to afford him much 
comfort, be states that he will use all 
the influence in his power to preyail up- 
on his government to refrain from any 
hostile demonstration towards the 
Cnited States. A war with the 
United States, he declares, would result 
only in disaster to Colombia. Whether 
or not he will submit counter-proposi- 
tions to the reply of Mr. Hay, Generai 
lteyes is unable to say until he has re- 
ceived the document and gone over it in 
detail. He says, however, that should 
his original contentions not he gsus- 
tained, the probability is that he wiil 
continue the exchange of diplomatic 
notes with the view to obtaining as 
many concessions from the United 
States as possible. 


Colombians Remained Aloof 

Washington, Jan. 1.—Colombia was 
vot represented at the White House 
New Year's reception, nor did Presi- 
dent Roosevelt receive the good wishes 
of the Bogota government today. Gen- 
eral Reyes asked te be excused from 
attending in view of the preg it situa- 
tion, and Dr. Herran, the Colombian 
charge, who is not at ail well, also was 
absent. This decision of the Colombian 
officials, after » careful consideration 
of the matter, was thought the appro- 
priate course to pursue.

Has Not Yet Replied to the 


Japanese Proposals 


A RUMOR MEANING WAR 


Japanese Minister at Paris, From 


Whom It Was Credited With 
Having Emanated, Says There 


Is Nothing New In Situation 


Paris, Jan. 2.—AbsoJutely nothing is 
known in official circles of the advices 
said to have been sent from Paris to 
the Japanese minister in London to the 
effect that Russia has decided not to 
grant the Japanese proposals. Lt is 
pointed out, moreover, that Foreign 
Minister Deicasse left Paris iast night 
for Nice, which is thought he certainly 
would not have done if serious news 
had been received. 

At the Japanese Jegation Lere Minis- 
ter Montono authorized a categorical 
deniul of a report that advices had 
been sent fro:a the legution at Paris 
to the Japanese minister at London 
that Russia had decided not to grant 
the Japanese propusals. This report 
came to Paris from London 21d New 
York while officinIs generally were 
participating in a brilliant New Year's 
festivity centering at the Elysee palace. 

The foreign office and other govern- 
mental establisliments were closed and 
the umbassuders, ministers and dis- 
tinguished personages were taking part 
in a series of ofjicial functions. The 
general tone of official comment during 
these informal exchanges was some- 
what improved, President Loubet's 
address to the diplomatic corps taking 
international peace asa text. ‘The new 
Russian ambassador, M. Nelidoff, and 
Minister Montono were among the at- 
tentive listeners to the president's re- 
marks and consequently the report of 
Paris advices that Itussia had decided 
not to grant Japan’s proposals was 
somewhat inexplicable at the Japanese 
legation. 

Minister Montono last night received 
a number of his countrymen and of- 
ficials. The patriotic sentiment of the 
Japanese is shown in the decorating of 
the legation eutrance with large Japan- 
ese flags. Whenasked regarding the ut- 
terances of Barou Hayashi, Minister 
Mentono said that certainly no such 
report emanated from him, and that he 
was the usual medium for advices of 
that character to his colleagues in Lon- 
don. Tie remarked that, on the con- 
trary, the day had passed witiout ad- 
vices having been received, and that 
the status of the situation continued to 
be the awnsitins of Mussia’s reply. 
When asked for Lis views on the out- 
look for the maintenance of peace, Min- 
ister Montono asked to be excused from 
replying, saying that the situation was 
too delicate to permit him to express 
He said, 
however, that there were no advices to 
warrant a more serious view of the

St. Petersburg, Jan. 2.—The foreign 
office announces that nothing has been 
done in ‘connection with a reply to 
Japan. The Japanese minister here is 
unable to contirm or deny the advices 
received from Pavis by Baron Hayashi, 
Japanese minister to Great Britain, 
that Russia had decided not to grant 
the Japanese proposals. He says an 
answer to these proposals has not yet 
been made. It is generally accepted in 
diplomatic circies here as unlikely that 
&n answer will soon be delivered, and 
attention is now mainly directed to the 
Japanese war preparations.

COLLEGES TO TEACH HOME WORK. 


How Group of Women Would Train 
Girls For Management of Homes. 
Mrs. Henrotin Declares That Pres- 
ent Methods Are Educating Young 
Women Away From Their True 
Sphere. 


Domestic science taught in all schools 
and universities attended by women, 
with college degrees for managers of 
households and general recognition of 
the art of providing comforts and lux- 
uries for the home, is the dream of a 
group of Chicago women, says a Chica- 
go dispatch. 

These ladies say they do not wish to 
be looked upon as extreme propagan- 
dists who would found conservatories 
of cookery where professors of pastry 
and doctors of doughnuts would ex- 
pound theories, but they do desire to 
spread the doctrine that women in all 
grades of life ought to be learned in 
economics of the home—in the laws of 
hygiene as in the languages. 

The foundation of national life, the 
home, is declared to be in need of fos- 
tering care. The danger is said to be 
greatest in the so called educated 
classes “and among those who are 
striving to attain a false education 
which they consider higher.” 

It is proposed to form an association 
of expert housekeepers who will take 
up the question of domestic science 
with public educators and enlarge the 
scope of the School of Domestic Arts 
and Sciences established in Chicago 
three years ago. The promoters of the 
association hope then to go beyond 
the confines of the city and state and 
induce the great institutions where 
feminine students go to add to their 
curricula studies in chemistry of foods, 
bacteriology and sanitation. 

Particularly is it designed to save 
from a life of tea drinking and scandal 
mongering the girl who comes out of 
school, in which home management and 
home occupations have found little 
place. Such a girl, while taught to de- 
mand a reason for everything, is in 
many cases intrusted with the conduct 
of a household where she is given no 
reason for anything except usage. To 
the mind trained in the average uni- 
versity such an occupation is not worth 
while. It is too confining, and the pos- 
sessor of it too often turns to frivolities 
when she is not abusing her servants to 
her neighbors. 

The Chicago Woman's club as a body 
is championing the movement, and its 
president, Mrs. Charles Henrotin, is out- 
spoken in her advocacy. The club de- 
voted an afternoon recently to discus- 
sion of the subject after listening to a 


| paper by Mrs. Lynden Evans, who is 


the head of the School of Domestic Arts 
and Sciences. The fact that within the 
last few years the universities of Chi- 
eago, Wisconsin and Michigan had be- 
gun the teaching of chemistry of foods, 
bacterivlogy and kindred branches was 
hailed as a most encouraging sign. 

“I think domestic science should be 
taught in public and private schools,” 
said Mrs. Henrotin. “This idea, which 
was frowned upon by most educators 
at first, has been gaining ground in the 
last two years. An active educational 
movement along these lines has been 
going on in a quiet way, and now it has 
reached such proportions in Chicago 
that it is planned to take up the propo- 
sition with the board of education. This 
is not a fad, but a serious work along 


right lines.” 


“We have in the United States 15, 
000,000 private homes,” said Mrs. Ev- 
ans. “It is a safe conclusion that 
every home must have some kind of a 
housekeeper. Add to these 15,000,000 
housekeepers 2,000,000 domestic work- 
ers, and we have at least 17,000,000 
women engaged in homemaking as 
against 3,000,000 in outside occupa- 
tions. Homemaking, occupying as it 
does 17,000,000 women, who hold in 
their hands the comfort of and health 
of so many other millions, has no place 
in our census, and the future student 


| of these records may well suppose that 


only 5,000,000 out of the 24,000,000 
the sex were doing nothing. This labor 


| of maintaining a household, rearing 


children and struggling with the serv- 
ant problem is considered worthy of 
no record. Why? Because the women 
who pursue it have belittled it, have 
failed to organize, classify, uplift. 

“Our present educational system un- 
fits the woman for her home life by 
lowering her ideal of the home, while 
it does not as a rule fit her for any- 
thing else that is useful. The absolute 
incompetency of the average girl when 
she first comes from school is only 
fully realized by the parent who tries 
to fit her into usefulness in the home 


or the friend who seeks to find her em-|

The late Herbert Spencer used in his 
later years to pay visits to Mr. Grant

| ment scouts that ever worked with the 
‘army against the Indians, had been 


captured by the Cheyennes between 
Forts Wallace and Lyen as he earried 
dispatches. 

The tribe then had its headgtarters 


‘on the Smoky hill fork of the Repub- 


ican river. It was after dark when 
they reached the town, and Hal) was 
tied hand and foot and placed in a 
tepee and four guards stationed around 
it. A small raiding party had that day 
captured a man belonging to the Sey- 
enth cavalry wagon train. The Chey- 
ennes had determined not to spare 
man, woman or child who fell into 
their hands, but after a powwow last- 
ing an hour the teamster was brought 
out, and Roman Nose said to him: 

“We have captured the Flying Horse 
(Hall), and we want all white men to 
know it. They will not believe us, but 
they will believe you. Come and see 
him.” 

He was led to the tepee, and Hall ad- 
mitted his identity and charged him 
with some farewell messages to friends. 
He also gave him the dispatehes he 
was to deliver, or rather asked Roman 
Nose to do so, and the chief then said: 

“That your white brothers may know 
you have been a captive In our hands 
we will send them our mark.” 

The chief thereupon sliced off both of 
the teamster’s ears and handed them to 
him to put in his pocket. The direction 
of Fort Wallace was pointed out, and 
he was given one of the stage horses 
and started off, reaching the post next 
forenoon. 

There did not appear to be one 
chance in a hundred for Hall to escape, 
but the village had no sooner become 
quiet than he began to plan. He was 
so triced up that it was impossible to 
free himself. He worked at his Jash- 
ings for an hour or so and then gave 
up the attempt. 

He knew the situation of the village 
and the country around it, and he final- 
ly decided that his opportunity would 
come next day when taken out to run 
the gantlet. No matter what the rest 
of the programme was, this portion or 
preface was never omitted. ‘The In- 
dians seemed to get more amusement 
out of it than any other part. 

When morning came Hall’s arms 
were cast loose, and he was provided 
with a hearty breakfast. The Indians 
knew he was game, and they wanted 
him to keep his full strength and last 
as long as possible.

AJi his 
lashings were cast off, a rope tied 
around his waist, and he was exercised 
for fifteen minutes to limber blm up. 

There were about 400 bucks in the 
lines as they were presently formed. 
In most instances the warriors are al- 
lowed to strike with clubs, the handles 
of tomahawks or hickory bows, but 
in this case only switches were used. 

Hall was a swift runner, and his plan 
was to make a bolt as soon as he reach- 
ed the west end of the line. ‘To his 
chagrin he found a dozen mounted war- 
riors placed to head off any such at- 
tempt. He made it, however. Run- 
ning down the lines at the top of bis 
speed and receiving a cut from aimost 
every warrior as he passed, he broke 
out on the prairie and ran for his life. 

The pursuing Indians could have kill- 
ed him, but the idea was recapture. He 
got two full miles from camp and dodg- 
ed them for an hour before this was ac- 
complished. He was then made to pass 
up and down the lines four times, after 
which he was returned to the tepee for 
an hour's rest. Being stark naked, 
every blow of the switches had raised 
a welt, and he was scarred from head 
to heel. 

The next move on the programme 
was to bind him to a tree and throw 
knives and tomahawks at him. The 
idea was to torture his mind, but some 
of the weapons slightly wounded him, 
and those who threw them were 
laughed at as bunglers. Hall won the 
admiration of all the warriors by his 
display of nerve during the trying or- 
deal. 

At noon be was taken back to the 
lodge and given another hearty meal 


| and an hour later was brought out to 


be tied to the stake. Before this had 
been accomplished an old buffalo bull 
pursued by wolves dashed tnto the 
herd of ponies about half a mile away 
and started a panic and a stampede.

GOING BACK TO THE FARM. 


The Agricultural College as a Factor 
In Upbuilding of Country Life. 

One of the most serious problems 
that confronts the economic world to 
day is to keep the young men on the 
farms, says the Lewiston (Me.) Jour- 
nal. For many years there has been a 
tendency to congregate in the cities, 
and to such an extent bas this been 
carried that all the vocations of city 
life have been so overcrowded that to- 
day it is well nigh impossible for a 
stranger to get a foothold. For every 
situation there are a score of appli- 
eants, and the young man who has no 
influential friends to render him aid is 
indeed unfortunate. We have long be- 
lieved that this condition of affairs 
would correct itself. One of the rea- 
sons that our young men have been so 
willing to leave the old country bome 
bas been the lack of country attrac- 
tions. This can hardly be said to hold 
good today. The trolley car, telephone 
and free rural! delivery have well nigh 
wiped out the distinctions between city 
| and suburban life. Another powerful 
factor now working for the pubuilding 
of the country life is the agricultural 
college. Our young men are fast learn- 
ing that farming is no longer the hap- 
| hazard business of a former day, but is 


| one of the most exacting and scientific | 
knowledge | 


of pursuits. With this 
come a higher respect for the voca- 
tion and a stronger desire to enter the 
industry. The tide is thus gradually 
but surely turning, and the time is near 
at hand when farming will be held in 
| the same high regard here that it has 
long been in England. In that country 
when a man achieves financial success 
he at once seeks a country estate for 
a home. 

Here the reverse bas long held true, 
and the city home has been held up as 
| the ideal. This false system of ethics 
is rapidly going to the wall, and a more 
exalted idea of country life is taking 
its place. Rich and poor alike are be- 
ginning to take to the farm. It is the 
| ideal spot for a home.

J. Hammer Has an X Ray 

Tube That Sings. 

Dr. W. J. Hammer, an electrical en- 
gineer of New York city, whose stud- 
ies of the phenomena exhibited by vac- 
uum tubes have attracted attention on 
both sides of the Atlantic and who is 
the author of a book on radium, recent- 
ly made a novel observation whicn 
may possibly prove significant, says 
the New York Tribune. He noticed 
that one of these tubes after being ex- 
cited and then being removed from the 
influence of any recognized force emit- 
| ted a faint, continuous musical sound 
for several minutes. It might be sug- 
gested that the effect was purely ther- 
mal and came from two tiny disks of 
| metal close to each other and constitut- 
ing one of the terminals inside the 
tube. This terminal, the ‘“‘anticathode,” 
had been slightly damaged by over- 
heating, and a small hole had been 
burned thraugh it. 

Text books on physics describe a phe- 
nomenon similar to that here men- 
tioned. It is observed with apparatus 
known as “the Trevelyan rocker.” Dr. 
Hammer is convinced, however, that 
the sound from his tube is not produced 
in this manner. His own theory is that 
the tube is acted upon by a class of 
ether waves emitted from some distant 
source akin to those which have been 
suggested as a possible cause of the 
radiations of radium. Whatever Dr. 
Hammer's riper judgment in the mat-, 
ter or the opinions of other experts, the | 
incident is noteworthy.

NEW CORN AND COB RECORD 


Missouri Farmers Who Will Shell 
Their Corn Before Selling It. 

According to good authorities, the 
highesi average amount of corn to the 
cob thai can be raised is about 88 per 
cent corn and 12 per cent cob. But the 
high authorities had not heard from 
Missouri when they figured up their 
average, and two Cooper county farm- 
ers have recently made it look like 30 
cents, says the Kansas City Journal. 

W. J. MeFarland of near Boonville 
recently weighed seventy pounds of 
corn in the ear. He then shelled the 
corn and weighed corn and cobs sepa- 
rately. The corn weighed sixty-four 
and one-half pounds and the cobs five 
and one-half pounds, making 921-7 per 
cent corn and 76-7 per cent cob. The 
corn was eshibited at the Boonville 
corn show. R. B. Johnston of Clark's 
Fork, who made a display at the Boon- 
ville show of thirty-nine pounds of 
corn, found after shelling it that his 
corn weighed thirty-four and one-half 
pounds and his cobs four and one-half 
pounds—that is, he raised 886-13 per 
cent corn to 11 7-13 per cent cob. 

In almost all the states of the Union 
seventy pounds of corn on the cob is 
considered a bushel and fifty-six pounds 
off the cob. It would pay men who 
raise such corn as do Messrs. McFar- 


land and Johnston to shell their corn 
before selling it.

The inspection ordered by the mayor 
was carried out by Building Commis- 
sioner Williams and Chief of Pelice 
O'Neill. The scope of the investiga- 
tion included no other feature than 
asbestos curtains. The mayor in- 
etructed Commissioner Williams to re- 
port to him promptly at the conclusion 
of his investigation, declaring that it 
was his intention that no theatre 
should be allowed to open its doors in 
Chicago hereafter unless it Was pro- 
vided with an curtain of 
standard quality that would work atail 
times and under all conditions 

The report of Puilding Commissioner 
Williams showed that the Academy of 
Music,“with a seating capacity of 2000, 
hada curtainof burlap. The Alhamt 
with a capacity of 2300, the Avenue 
600, the Bijou 1300, Clark street mu- 
seum 270, Criterion 1490, Piegenbuum’s 
400, lfoward’s 900, Marlowe 1200, New 
American 1400, all had curtains of linen, 
fire-proof paint. In the

In many cases it was not possible for 
all members of the immediate family 
to ride in the funeral cortege because 
no carriages could be procured for 
them. The liverymen were simpiy 
overwhelmed by the demands made 
upon them. , 

The coroner’s office yeaterday issued 
nearly 300 burial certincates for people 
killed in the fire. Some of these were 
people residing in other cities, but they 
were comparatively few.

Mayor Visits the Iroquois 

Mayor Harrison, in company with 
Building Commissioner Williams, Alder- 
man Mevor and several architects, 
visited the Lroquois theatre building and 
went over it thoroughly. The mayor 
weit out on the fire escapes, tried tb 
exits and finally mounted into the rig- 
xing loft above the stage. The dressing 
rooms were visited and the whole in- 
terior explored.

Marshall replied that it was 
done to improve the appearance of the 
house. 

It was also noted by the mayor that 
the ordisiance requirement which in- 
sists that galleries above the ground 
floor must each have a separate stair- 
way leading to the street had been dis- 
regarded. This circumstance excited 
the indignation of Alderman Mavor. 

Mxyor Harrison commented againon 
the fact that damask curtains had 
covered the doers and that there were 
no signs indicating the ewits.

A SUBMARINE BOAT ESCAPE 


Two Dogs Stood the Test—They Were

For some time there has been a feel-

to Chicago Fire: Victims 


‘ONE PLAYHOUSE IS OPEN 


All Others, Numbering Twenty- 


Four, Must Remain Closed Un- 
til They Comply With Pro« 
visions of a Sweeping Nature 


Chicago, Jan. 4.—Sunday was a day 
of funerals in Chieago and for the first 
time in the history of the city all of 
the people wh» desired to bury their 
dead were unabie to do 90. ‘Lhe un- 
precedented demand for hearses and 
carriages would have been enough in 
itself to task to the very utmost the 
resources of the undertakers, but the 
heavy snow increased their ditBculties 
enorlously. 

In the rooms of one undertaker a 
fraternal organization held services 
over five inembers of their order at the 
same time and all of thein were buried 
side by side in Waldheim cemetery. 
The funeral service over the remains 


of Ella and Fdyth Freckelton, sisters, 
was held in Boulevard hall. In the 
home of the millionaire manufacturer, 
Ludwig Wolff, was held the quadruple 


fuueral of his daughter, Mrs. Willlam 
H. Garn, and her three children. Over 
100 carriages, all private equipages, 
were in the precession which went to 
Graceland cemetery. 

A funeral conducted in a humbler 
manner was held a few squares from 
the Wolff residence. It was that of 
Mrs. Mary W. Holst and her three 
children, all of whom died in the il 
fated second balcony. Fully as many 
people were around ths small frame 
chureb in which this funeral was held 
as gathered outside the pretentious 
Wolff mansion, and here, asin front of 
Wolff's residence, the police were com- 
pelled to open a passageway for the 
easkets as they were borne to the 
hearses. 

These are but instances of what hap- 
pened througnout the length and 
breadth of Chicago Sunday. Multiply 
the funerals motioned by 20 and a bet- 
ter idea can be had of this first Sabbath 
in the new year. 

‘Lhe list of dead was Incrensed to 588 
by the death of Leroy Raimbold, aged 
4, who was severely burned and died in 
a hospital. Of the 10 bodies at the 
county morgue four were identified 
yesterday. 

The injured now number 193, of 
who:n there is any record, although the 
number of those who were hurt slightly 
would swell this number greatly. Num- 
bers of people went to thelr homes 
after the fire without reporting them- 
selves to the police as injured. 

Panic at a Funeral 

A serious panic occurred at the fu- 
neral of Miss Carrie Sayers, one of the 
victims of the fire. ‘The services were 
in progress in the South Chicago Con- 
gregational church, ina suburb of South 
Chicago, and the building was filled 
with frienc and relatives of the girl. 
A fire brok out three doors from the 
church and -he first intimation of the 
fact was couveyed to the people in the 
church by «4 cry of “fire” in the street. 

Chicago gatherings are somewhat 
nervous at this time on the subject of 
fire and it needed but the one shout 
to bring all the people to their feet and 
many of them started for the door. 
Two policeraen who were stationed in 
the church valled out to the people that 
there was 1» danger and urged them 
to resume tue@ir seats. “Their advice 
Was not heeded, however. The pall 
bearers went to the side of the casket 
and stood in readiness to remove it 
and the family of the dead girl prepared 
to leave. 

Suddenly a clond of smoke caine in 
through the open door and the sight and 
smell maddened the people in an in- 
stant. The two officers barely had 
time to swing the doors open when the 
rush came. This was all that saved a 
severe crush and probable loss of life, 
as the crowd plunged through the 
doorways.

Was scen that there was no cause for 
alarm, the greater part of the people 
returned to the church and the services 
were finished, although they were cut 
shorter than it was at first intended 
they should be. Nobody was injured in 
the panic. 
Mayor’s Sweeping Order 

Every theatre In the city of Chicago, 
with the exception of the Auditorium, 
has its doors locked. Not one of them 
wil! be open to the public until their 
managers have complied in the fullest 
manner with every section of the 
ordinances regulating play houses. 

The order compelling the theatres to 
close was issued by Mayor Harrison 
after a conferenee with Corporation 
Counsel To'man. Seventeen theatres 
aud museums were closed Friday night 
and the sweeping order of the mayor 
shut the doors of seven more. These 
in the busi- 
ness section of the city. 

Lhe seventeen places of amusement 
which were shut Friday night were 
closed for the one reason that they were 
not provided with an asbestos curtain. 
The further action taken is in conse- 
guences of violations of other sections 
of the ordinance reguliting theatres. 

There was a hasty rush of theatrical 
mnanagers to the office of Mayor Harri- 
son in the effort to secure the with- 
drawal, or at least a postponement of 
the order, but their reception was of an 
wxesodingly frigid nature. They were

for bad reported in the case of every 
one of them violations of the law and 
he was determined that it should not be 
said, hereafter, that the city had 
neglected anything which could pre- 
vent a repetition of the horror of last 
Weduesday tternoon. 

The fact that the asbestos curtain in 
the Iroquois theatre was so badly 
wrecked by the fire that charred por- 
tious of it have been carried away by | 
various investigating committees 
caused the mayor to decide that asbestos 
curtains could not be relied upon to af- 
ford the most complete protection. It 
was announced that every theatre in 
the city must hereafter comply with the 
following provisions before they will 
be allowed to open: j 
Stee] roll curtains, wide exits, no 
combustibles of any kind ia the house 
furnishings, fireproof scenery, no 
calcium or “spot” lights to be used on 
the stage, skylights above the stage 
provided with automatic lids to permit 
the egress of smoke, fire and gas, 
separate stairways, each exit Laving its 
own stairs to the street, 

What Caused the Fire 
Fire Inspector Fulkerson announces 
that he bas finally discovered the secret 
of the fire. he asbestos curtain npon 
which the safety of the audience de- 


riously injured 30 persons at Keasbey 
while the St. Jon's Benevolent society 
Was celebrating its anniversary by a 
Surday dance.

Remarkable Coolness of Attend- 
ants Gave Courage to Insane 
Inmates Who Were Sleeping 


on Mattresses on Floors

women’s wing to a place of safety at 
midnight. The transfer of the patients 
from the burning wing of the building 
to the men’s ward was uccomplished 
without any loss of life, iujury toa 
Single person, or undue excitement. 
So cxeellent was the discipline at the in- 
stitution that the sleeping patients, 
when aroused by the nurses and at- 
tendants, followed them unhesitatingly. 

The fire broke ont in the linen room 
on the top floor of the woraen’s wing 
shortly before midnight. Although the 
whole building was of fireproof con- 
struction, the flames caused a heavy 
loss, spreading throughout the top floor 
and menacing the destruction of the 
wing. 

As soon as the fire was discuvered the 
alarm was sounded from the private 
box in the asylum grounds. Ordinarily, 
steam fire enzines are not used in this 
city, the pressure in the Lydrants gen- 
erally being high enough to throw a 
good stream. Last night, however, the 
pressure was very low and when a 
line of hose was taken upona iadder the 
water failed to reach the building, less 
than five feet away. Investigation 
into the causes of the low pressure will 
be made. 

The three steam fire enzines in the 
city department were all summoned to 
the scene. Owing to the distance of the 
hospital from the centre of the city and 
the slippery condition of the icy roads a 
long time elapsed before the depart 
ment arrived at the hospital. Another 
delay was caused by the difficulty of 
getting up stea n cwing to the intense 
cold. ‘The thermometer at the time 
registered 10 degrees below zero. 

As soon as the fire broke out Superin- 
tendent Brown of the hospital mar- 
shalled Lis nurses and attendants and 
the work of transferring the patients 
Was begun. Some of them were 
hysterical and excited, but all followed 
the attendants blindly through the 
smoke-filled corridors, across the central 
portion of the building, and into the 
men’s wing. 

The normal capacity of the hospital 
is 650 Inmates, but at the present time 
982 patients are registered there. Of 
this number over 500 were in the 
women’s wards, and so crowded was 
this portion of the building that many of 
the patients were obliged to sleep on 
mattresses which had been laid on the 
floors of the wards and corridors. De- 
spite the fact that the floors were 
covered with sleeping patients the work 
of transferriag the patients to a place 
of safety was accomplished without 
friction or delay of any kind. 

There were a number of bedridden 
patients in the burning wing aid all of 
them had to be carricd to the in- 
firmary. All the nurses and attendants 
exhibited great self-possession and in- 
spired the patients by their example of 
coolness. 

The glare of the fire lighted up the 
sky for miles around. The inmates of 
the men’s wing could see almost every 
flicker of flame. but none af them he-

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came violently excited.” Superintendent 

Brown entered wards 1 and 2 of the 

men’s wing and called: “Out of bed, 

boys.” The patients obeyed instantly 

and in a few minutes the two wards 
| Were entirely cleared. The 506 women 
| who were transferred from the female 
} Wing were quartered in these two wards 
for the night, although some of then 
went tothe infirmary. 

It is believed that the damage to the 
building will exceed $50,000. A super- 
ficial examination of the burned wing 
resulted in the announcement that that 
portion of the building would Lave to 
be rebuilt entirely. 

The hospital fire brigade, police force 
and people living in the neighborhood | 
of the usylun rendered efficient ser- 
vice in aidiag the firemen to extinguish 
the flames.

Quincy would indicate that the weather 
at 6 o’clock this morning was as cold 
if not the coldest that Quincy has ever 
had. In City Square the mercury reg- 
istered from 10 to 12 below zero. At 


Wollaston it was 20 below; Quincy 
Point 20 bélow, and South Quincy 26 
below. 


The railroad has experienced more 
difficult times than it did by the snc} 
storm of Saturday last. For example, 
on Jan. 18, 1857, a Sunday, there was a 
heavy snow storm which continued 24 
hours. The snow drifted so 
north of the President’s bridge that 
trains were held up until the 22d, or 
Thursday. 

The Ledger has recor’s of a cold day 
in 1861. On Friday, Feb. 8, the mercury 
stood at 24 below at sunrise, 10 below 
at noon, 6 below at sunset, and 9 below 
atS P. M. 

The Quincy Patriot of Jan. 16, 1586, 
says: ‘‘It began to snow Friday night 
(Jan. 8) and continued all through 
Saturday and a part of Sunday, being 
the fiercest storm thus far this winter: 
and the wind playing its part well, 
drifted the snow so as to block our 
highways and impede travel. When it 
finally cleared, it was very cold. Tues- 
day and Wednesday mornings were ex- 
tremely cold, the thermometers in dif- 
ferent parts of the town recording from 
8 to 17 below.’’

Only Chicago Churches and 
Lodge Rooms Left Open 


CITY FULL OF FIRETRAPS 


Places of Public Assemblage 
Must Conform to Building Or- 
dinances--Iroquois sees Sky- 
lizhts Were Defective 


Chicago, Jan. 5.—As a result of the 
Iroyuois theatre fire and panic in 
which 580 persons lost their lives, 
Building Commissioner Williams last 
night issued an order closing all the pub- 
Jic halls, dance halls and all similar 
places of public assemblage until an in- 
spection has shown that they are com- 


pying with all provisions of the build- 
Ing ordinance. All the theatres have al- 
ready been closed. This leaves Chi- 


| cago churches and lodge halls alone open 


for public gatherings. 

As there are upwards of 400 halls in 
Chicago, ranging in size from those that 
will accommodate 50 persons to those 
with a seating capacity of 500, this or- 
der will affect probably as piany persons 
as the theatre closing order. Pro- 
tests were numerous, but the building 
con:missioner was inflexi>le. He said: 

“Many of these balls are worse than 
any theatre in Chicago. Some of them 
are put up with no restrictions such as 
govern theatres and many of them are 
fire trups of the worst kind.” 

Mr. Williams was advised last night 
of the electioa of Joseph Downey. a 
eontractor and a trustee of the board 
of education and formerly building 
commissioner, us chairman of a joint 
committee sclected at Mayor Harri- 
son's request dy the various architects 
and builders’ associations, to inspect 
all theatres. 

Deputy Building Commissioner Stan- 
of the 
Irequois ruins to prepare for the ques- 
tions which will be asked by the coroner 
and jurors when the inquest begins. It 
was pointed out to the building com- 
missioners, as indicating that the Iro- 
quois theatre was opened prematurely, 
jbat the $10,000 bonds filed with the 
street department by the Fuller Con- 
struction company on April 20 to secure 
use of the street and to insure the city 
against damage to the frontage in ex- 
eayution had not yet been redeemed.

Attorneys for the fire department 
have secured from five. witnesses <or- 
roboration of the charges that a wreck- 
ing crew of the Fuller Construction 
company destroyed the stage skylights 
on the day after the disaster. 

lire Inspector Faikerston said: “It 
was the intention that these skylights 
should open automatically to allow the 
escape of heat and smoke and create a 
draft which would draw them upwards 
instead of allowing them to pass over the 
audience. But from the information I 
have I am positive that the opening 
of the skylights was impossible be 
cause beneath each section of the lights 
had been placed pieces of scantling 
which remained there uatil removed by 
employes of the Fuller Construction 
company.” 

Witnesses who appeared before Tire 
Inspector Fulkerson testified that the 
skylights over the stave were fastened 
down from the roof and were opened 
the day after the hoiocaust, when the 
property was in the hands of the cor- 
oner. Fulkerson made a personal in- 
spection of the roof vents aud upon 
resuming the investigation declared 
that all he had seen on the roof of the 
playhouse confirmed the statements of 
the witnesses. 

Little result followed the examina- 
tion of seven men of the double octette, 
whick was on the stage when the fire 
broke out. “We kept on singing and 
dancing and did net even know that 
there was a fire until sparks fell on 
the stage and two girls fainted,” said 
William Sleck. “It is the rule of the 
stage that we are fined if we turn our 
faces for an instant from the audience. 
All I know is‘that we stuck to our 
work until we had to rmn for our lives.” 
Sleck’s story was coroborrated by the 
other six men. 

The police arrested George Dusen- 
berry, chief usher of the thes tre, on a 
charg® of manslaughter, Dusenberry 
is held to furnish evidence on the state- 
ments mad? by many people in the 
theatre that the ushers clused the doors 
and that they at first refused to allow 
people to pass out. 

Corener Traeger is looking for the 
chief scrub woman of the theatre, who, 
it is said, carried all the keyes to tlie 


| doors and exits of the balconies. In 


addition to the managers of the theatre, 
every employe of the theatre has been 
summoned before the inquest and 
many members of the Bleebeard cém- 
pany will also be called on to testify. 

John R. ‘Thompson, proprietor of a 
restaurant which adjoins the Iroquois 
theatre, has lost the greater portion of 
his business since the fire. On the day 
of the disaster Thompson threw open 
his restaurant for the bodies of the 
dead and wounded. He summoned 
nurses and doctors, procured medical 
supplies and did everything possible to 
alleviate suffering.

Olney Thinks Him the Ideal 
Candidate For President 


CHOICE OF NEW ENGLAND 


Colonel Gaston Says Olney 


Would Rring Republic Back 
to Its Conservatism--Hill Alsu 
Gives Cleveland a “Lift” 


New York, Jan. 5.—Democrats of 
prominence from the city, state and na- 
tion assembled here last night at the 
dinuer in honor of George b. McClel- 
lan, the newly installed mayor of New 
York city. Grover Cleveland, Judge 
Parker, Senator Gorman of Maryland 
and Senator Morgan of Alabania sent 
letters of regret. The speakers included 
Messrs. McClellan, Olney, Hill, Towne 
and DeArmond. W. B. Cockran, who 
acted 2s toastmaster, introduced as 
the first speaker Mayor MeClellan, in 
an address in which, after referring to 
questions of nationa! policy, he briefly 
touched ou political conditions in New 
York city. 

Mayor McClellan asked all to join 
with him “in sending the glad news to 
our brethren throughout the land that 
Wwe Democrats of New York are resolute 
in our purpose to wrest the state and 
nation from Republican misrule. Let 
us at the beginning of this presidential 
year present to the country the spectacle 
of a united and loyal party, striving 
earnestly to be worthy of the name of 
Democrats. Sinking every sordid and 
selfish and unworthy motive, united for 
a common object and in a common 
cause, we stand for right and justice 
within and without the boundaries of 
our country, that we may restore the 
rule of the people in its truest sense 
and insure to ourselves and te posterity 
the blessings of liberty.” 

Mr. Olney was introduced as a diplo- 
matist who had never followed the 
policy of wandering around the world, 
seeking quarrels with weaker nations, 
and as the “pride of New England, but 
enthroned in the hearts of all his eoun- 
trymen.” Mr. Olney criticised the Re- 
publican administration for its atti- 
tude on public policies and “the need- 
less war over Cuba” and in conclusion 
suid: 

“Mr. Chairman, the man of all men 
most thoroughly representative of the 
national policies I have indicated, the 
most capable and sure of making them 
effective—the »pportonity being given- 
the man of the proven courage of his 
convictions, who never yet turned his 
back upon the approach of public duty, 
and is too old to learn now, that man 
unfortunately absent at this time, buta 
New Yorker by adeption if not by birth, 
and one whom New York has always de- 
iighted to honor, that manis Grover 
Cleveland, whose record in the past is 
an all-sufficient guarantee of his action 
in the future.” 

Colonel Gaston of Boston, who was 
candidate fot governor of Massachusetts 
on the Demoeratie ticket, presented 
the name of Richard Olney as the New 
England Democrats’ choice for candi- 
date for the presidency, saying: “Rich- 
ard Olney’s ecandidacy and _ election 
would appeul to the conservative bust- 
ness interests of the country that now 
fear what new disturbance the coming 
day may briag forth. The man who 
would bring the republic back to its 
conservatism is Richard Oluey.” 

Former Governor Hill wus greeted 
with loud applause when ip his intro- 
ductory remarks he eulogized the lead- 
ership of €harles F. Murpby and pre- 
dicted that Mayor McClellan would 
succeed him (Hill) as governor of the 
state and precede bim in the White 
House, 

Much of Mr. Hill’s address was de- 
voted to a review of the recent events 
in Panama and an attack on the policy 
of the administration in this connec- 
tion. He discussed promotions in the 
army, referred in laudatory terms to 
the Cleveland administration of 1885 
and 1893 and in conelusion outlined a 
platform for the coming Democratie 
campaign next year. 

The following letter 
Cleveland was rezd: 

Princeton, Dec. 31, 1908. 

My Dear Sir: 1 very much regret that 
a vexatious indisposition prevents ma 
from attending the dinner tendered by 
the citizens of New York to their newly 
elected mayor, George B. McClellan. 
Asa former resident of the city, still in- 
terested In all that pertains to its wel- 
fare, I would be pleased to participate 
in an event which will give opportunity 
for the expression of a well-grounded 
anticipation of the civie benefits which 
should result from the triumph of the 
New York Democracy. 

While the assu:aption of the duty in- 
volved in the government of the great- 
est city of our country creates grave 
respousibilities, the impressive thought 
cannot be evaded that the manner in 
which the Democracy of the city shall 
meet its municipal responsibilities will 
in a large degree determine the extent 
to which our fellow-countrymen, in 
every part of the land, will be willing to 
trust the Democracy of the nation in 
broader fields of governmental rule. 

Those far beyond the limit of New 
York who love the Democratic party 
eonfidently expect that the methods of 
the new municipal administration will 
be clean and efficient and its high pur- 
poses so manifest in all things as to iin- 
press the entire country with the se- 
curity and peace promised by the na- 
tional supremacy of a safe and con- 
servative Democracy.

STATE PRISON. 


A Life Sentence at Institution 
for Konstant Krobeck. 


Konstant Krobeck who was found 
guilty by the superior court at Dedham 
last term of murder in the second de- 
gree of Fred Peterson at Quincey March 
15, last year, was brought before Judge 
Aiken Monday and given a life sen- 
tence at the State prison. 

Prior to imposing the sentence J. J. 
McAnarney, junior counsel for K:obeck, 
moved for a new trial. He argued that 
there was no malicious act on the”part 
of Krobeck. He claimed the govern- 
ment witnesses all contradicted one 
another. ‘‘If the judge would set the) 
verdict aside, my client would plead 
guilty to manslaughter, and the inter-| 
ests of justice would be as well satis- 
tied.’’ - 

District Attorney French opposed the 
motion. He referred to the absolute 
fairness of the trial. 

Judge Aiken over-ruled the motion. 
**T can’t say it is so erroneous that I 
ought to interfere,’’ he said regarding 
the verdict. 

Judge Aiken granted a two weeks’ 
extension of time for exceptions. 

District Attorney French moved for 
sentence, which was imposed, being 
translated to Krobeck. 

Krobeck was later taken to Charles- 
town by Sheriffs Farrell and Capen. 


RUSSIAN BABY A SOLDIER. 


Queer Case In Which a Nurse Must 
Attend Full Grown Man, 


A peculiar incident, illustrating the 
tedious processes of Russian law and 
the extreme tardiness of Russian jus- 
tice, is teld by A. Makiel, a recent emi- 
grant from that country, who was a 
witness in a case which required sev- 
enteen years to get a decision, says the 
Minneapolis Journal. He left the coun- 
try some time ago and has recently 
been informed of the outcome. 

Mr. Makiel came to Minneapolis on | 
account of a dislike toward him in the 
neighborhood of Kishineff because he 
expressed sympathy for the homeless | 
Hebrews. His attitude was considered 
as nihilistic by some, and, although he 
is not a Jew himself, he thought he 
would be better off in a free country. 

In 1886 a boy was born to a noble- 
man living near Kishineff, and, accord- 
ing to the custom, a nurse was hired to 
have sole charge of the child until he 
became old enough to be placed in the 
schools, The nurse was compelled to 
sign a contract binding her to service

San Juan, P. R., Jan. 4.— Thirty of the 
followers of General Gil, former presi- 
dent of Santo Domingo, including all 
the Dominican revolutionary generals | 
here, sailed today for Puerto Plata. 
From there they will hasten to join 
General Jiminez hefore San Domingo. 
They declare themselves confident that 
they will be able to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of President Morales. Gil 
says he will remain in San Juan for 
three weeks more because his friends 
fear he will be assussinated should he 
return to Santo Domingo now.

WILL RUSH TREATY 


Republicans Anxious to Dis- 


pose of Canal Matter. 


PRESIDENT IS SUSTAINED 


His Right to Recognize Indepen- 


dence of New Nation Discussed 
by Lodge--Colombia Rejected 
Too Liberal Concessions 


Washington, Jan. 6.—The disposition 
is manifest aniong republican senators 
to rush the Panama treaty through, 
Some senators going as far as to say 
that it can be done in a fortnight, and 
should be within thattime. The pres- 
ident’s message, followed by senator 
Lodge's speech, signified the opening of 
an active and persistent fight on the 
part of the administration forces, which 
will not be relinquished till a definite 
result is reached. 

Senator Lodge’s speech attracted 
unusual interest as an exposition of the 
admuinistration’s position, and also the 
attitude of the majority members of the 
foreign relations committee. He 
quoted a number of authorities in sup- 
port of his position that the president 
had not departed from beaten paths in 
recognizing the independent govern- 
ment of Panama and. he laid down the 
zeneral proposition that “a revolted 
state may be recognized as sovereign or 
independent by the neutral power with- 
out departing from its attitude of neu- 
trality.” He also contended that such an 
act could not be construed as provoking 
war. 

Mr. Lodge made reply to those who 
contended that the fact that the United 
States had prevented the secession of 
the southern states in the Civil war de- 
bars this country from recognizing any 
nation which has come into existence 
through secession as has Panama. This 
argument he deemed unworthy. Really 
under present circumstances there 
could now be no formation of a new 
nation except by secession. The right 
of secession as the right of revolution 
has nothing to do with law. He con- 
tended that it is established that a new 
state should be recognized whenever a 
new state is sufficiently established to 
assume international obligations and 
whenever recognition conforms to the 
dictates of prudence and good policy. He 
laid down as a general rule observed 
by the United States the fact that a de 
facto governinent Is the de jure govern- 
ment. He contended that the recogni- 
tion of any state is one to be determined 
entirely by the recognizing power by its 
inclination and judgment independent 
of all other considerations. 

Many instances in which recognition 
had been purely executive were cited 
and the senator asserted that President 
Taylor had prepared to recognize the 
independence af Hungary before a goy- 
ernmeut had ben established. In re- 
ply to a question by Mr. Bacon, Mr. 


| Lodge said he had voted for the resolu- 


tion declaring that “The people of Cuba 
are and of right ought to be free and 
independent,” but he said that as there 
was then no government in Cuba, his 
vote then had not been inconsistent with 
his present attitude. His contention 
was that the recognition of a govern- 
executive function. 
Replying to the objection that the pres- 


| ident had yone beyond his authority in 


nominating a minister to Pauama Mr. 
Lodge quoted a number of instances to 
show that the early presidents made 
noniuations to other countries for 
which Congress has made no provision. 

The senator then discussed at length 
the action of President Rosevelt in con- 
nection with the Panama revolt. He 
said that the act of congress had been 
an instruction to secure a canal at a 
No objection had been 
made to the Hay-Herran treaty except 
that too great concessions had been 
made to Colombia and, notwithstanding 
these concessions, the treaty had been 
snmmarily rejected by the Colombian 
congress. Colombia had from the 
start sought to secure more money for 
the canal right, Mr. Lodge asserted. 
Not only had there heen an effort to se- 
cure more from the United States, but 
there also was an attempt to squeeze 
the Panama Canal company. 

Senator Lodge quoted from one of 
Senator Morgan's old speeches on Pan- 
#ma’s maltreatment at the hands of Co- 
lombia. Senator Lodge asked to have 
included in his ren-rrks in the recorda 
letter from Panama published in the 
New York Evening Tost on Dec. 17 
and dated Dec. 8. Before reading from 
the letter Senator Lodge said: 

“The New York Evening Post has for 
years been full of hostility to the Re 
publican party and to any administra- 
tion which 32emed to be advancing the 
interests of the United Steas. I am 
accordingly perfectly certain that this 
letter cannot be-regarded as that of a 
witness biased in eur favor. ‘The let- 
ter is really an admission by the Even- 
ing Post against itself. tI is particu- 
larly worth reading because it shows on 
the face of things why these people of 
Panama were ready for revolution.” 

The conclusion of the speech was 
devoted to the political aspect of the 
question and in that connection he re- 
ferred to the speeches made at the 
Democratic banquet in New York Mon- 
day night. Mr. Lodge criticised the 
presidential administration of Mr. 
Cleveland, saying that he did not think 
anything could be “happier for the Re- 
publicans than to have the Democrats

Mining Stock Brokers and Pro- 
moters Are Under Arrest 

Chicago, Jan. 6—Frank Jager and 
Jobn Jager, well known throughout the 
United States as mining stock brokers 
and promoters, were arrested here on 
the complaint of Postoffice Inspector 
Ketcham, on the charge of using the 
Inails in a scheme to defraud. 

The arrests were ordered by the gov- 
ernment officia!s after an inquiry had 
been made into the business methods 
of the Model Gold Mining company and 
the Jager Oil company, of which con- 
cerns Frank Jager is president and 
treasurer and John Jager is secretary. 
Upwards of $800,000 is involved in the 
case and the federal authorities declare 
that sensational revelations will be 
made when the prisoners are arraigned 
in court. 

The brothers were taken before Com- 
missioner Foote, where they were re- 
leased on $3000 bail. The hearing of 
the cases was continued to Jan. 15. 

According to the federal authorities 
more than a score of mines and oil 
wells are !ncluded in the lists of those 
fraudulently misrepresented in adver- 
tising matter sent through the mails, 

Inspector Ketcham said: “The goy- 
ernment claims that the resources ard 
profits have been fictitiously increased 
and that the general expense account 
which should have been charged against 


profits has been erroneously set forth | 


in alluring advertising matter sent 
through the mails for the purpose of 


making a good showing for the com-| 


pany. We charge that sales of stock 
on the strength of this advertising mat- 
ter have been made entirely under 
false pretences.”

At the top are the 
royal arms, while below, in the center 
of the paper, is the announcement: 
“Positive! By order of the lords of his

ever in this kingdom. Six prizes of 
£30,000 will be distributed on that day 
as the parting gifts of Fortune.” The 
advertisement concludes with a foot- 
note to the effect that Sivewright is 
selling lottery shares and tickets at 
87 Cornhill, London. This man Sive- 
wright was a well known stock and 
share broker of the day, who made a 
specialty of lottery tickets. He was 
very fond of attracting clients by the 
publication of doggerel verses, mostly 
of the simplest character, of which the 

following is a fair example:

Paris, Jan. 6.—It has deveioped that 
the greatest difference between Russia 
and Japan arises from the proposal 
made by Russia that a neutral zone shall 
be established extending from Ping 
Yang, in Corea, on the south, to the Rus- 
sian frontier on the north. The Russian 
government has expressed a willingness 
| to recognize the preponderating infiu- 
ence of Japan in the remainder of Corea 
and the two powers are agrevd respect- 
ing the principle of the integrity of 
China and of Korea. Japan, however,

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MERCURY IS RISING 


Severe Cold Wave Is Bidding

Thirty-Five Percent of Chicago 
Theatres Need Rebuilding 


THE IROQUOIS SKYLIGHTS 


Proof That They Were Blocked 
to Prevent Their Opening-- 
Evident Attempt to Destroy 


ividence of Negligence 


Chicago, Jan. 6.—The special com- 
mittee composed of members of the city 
council, appointed to investigate the 
condition of the local theatres and to 
report upon what alterations are neces- 
sary to make them conform to the 
building ordinances, kas held its first 
meeting. 

According to the statement of Alder. 
man Friestedt, one of the members of 
the committee, it is doubtful if 35 per- 
cent of the theutres ever open their 


doors. Strict adherence to the building 
laws would require that every one of 
,the playhouses in the city be of _ fire- 
, proof construction and. this would re- 
quire the demolition and rebuilding of 
the majority of the theatres. 

Attorneys of the fire departinent have 
caused the arrest of four employes of 

the Fuller Construction company, David 

‘Jones, a masonry foreman, and Angus 
| McKay, Otto Rausch aud John King- 
ston, iron workers, 

Attorueys for the Fuller company 
took Jones, who had been sought by the 
police for several days, to the fire de- 
partinent. It had been charged that 
Jones und his mer broke the skylizhts 
on the theatre after the fire in order to 
destroy possible evidence. It developed, 
after the arrest of Jones and his men, 
that the skylights were blocked by 
scantlings and tled with wire to pre- 
vent their opening and that neither of 
them had been opened since the theatre 
was built. 

Jones, in making his statement, said: 
“I took the three iron workers with me 
up through an adjoining building and 
cut upon the theatre roof over the 
stage. First I removed the wooden 
seantlings which blocked the skylights. 
Then I found the lights tied with wire 
inside, and broke two panes of glass to 
get at the wires to untie them. I 
finally got the wires off and opened the 
lights.” 

Jones was asked why he went to the 
roof of the theatre and replied that he 
had been told that the north wal! had 
been cracked in the fire and went to see 
if it was true. He declared he had 
loosened the skylights because he 
feared they might fall through and in- 
jure somebody on the stage. 

“Why did you take three iron workers 
with you to inspect a brick wall?’ 
asked Attorney Fulkerson of the fire 
department. 

Jones was confused, but finally an- 
swered that the inen went with him 
through curiosity. He admitted that 
the iron workers helped him to open the 
skylights and worked with him abecut 
the roof. When asked how he was go- 
Ing to explain to the company that em- 
ployed him why he had tuken three of 
their employes and kept them with bim 
for practically nn hour in order to 
satisfy his curiosity, Jones could make 
no satisfactory reply. 

When pressed for an answer, Jones 
said that the men were not employes of 
the Fuller company, but men he had 
met on the street. He denied that he 
had used any tools in forcing open the 
skylights, but this statement was de- 
nied by George Mueller, who witnessed 
the breaking open of the skylights from 
an adjoiaing building. Mueller de- 
clared that the men carried and made 
use of a crowbar and a hammer. Nu- 
merous witnesses who were in adjoin- 
ing buildings overlooking the theatre 
testified that the skylights were not 
open during the fire. 

Life insurance companies object to 
the statement of the coroner that no ver- 
dict will be rendered after the inquest, 
claiming that large sums of money in 
Insurance on the lives of those who 
perished in the theatre fire depend for 
their payment on the vyerdict of the 
coroner's jury. Attorneys for the rela- 
tives of those who Gied declare that a 
verdict should be given in each par- 
ticular case of death in order that col- 
lection of insurance may be possible.

Indianapolis, Jan. 6—“Within 10 
days there will not be a cab wheel turn- 
ing in the whole city of Chicago unless 
the Liverymen’s association agrees 
with the demands of the drivers,” said 
President Shea of the International 
Union of Teamsters. “With the expira- 
tion of the 10 lays’ truce we are going 
after the Liverymen’s association and 
in this fight there will be no compro- 
mise. The $2 a day scale must be ac- 
cepted.” 


Fire Drill Proved Effective 

Toronto, Jan. 6—The 500 children 
had just gathered in the Hamilton 
street public school when fire was dis- 
covered. The signal for “fire drill” 
was given, the teachers sprang to the 
head of each class and the children 
were marched ont unharmed. The 
school was burned to the ground.

So I tell you, without super- 
vacaneous words, nothing will render 
ignoscible your conduct to me.

my reputation. Go, tachygraphic scro- 
gle, hand with your crass, inquinate 
fantors! Draw oblectations from the 
thought if you can of having synchron- 
ically lost the existimation of the great- 
est poet since Milton.”

The Bridal Veil. 

The origin of the bridal veil is a dis- 
puted question that will probably never 
be settled. Some see in it nothing 
more than a milliner’s substitute for 
the usual flowing tresses which ‘half 
concealed and half revealed a bride’s 
beauty as she knelt at the altar. This 
opinion is countenanced by the fact 
that Elizabeth Stuart was not thought 
to require an artificial veil, as nature 
had given her an affluence of hair. 

Others see its origin in the veil of the 
Hebrews’ marriage ceremony or the 
yellow “flammeum” of old Roman 
brides. 

A third source is the old “care cloth” 
of the Anglo-Saxons, a square vestment 
held over both bride and bridegroom 
ti!' they received the nuptial benedic- 
tion. So runs the use of the church of 
Sarum and the Hereford missal. 

Lastly, it has been held to be merely 
an amplification of the coif which medi- 
feval brides wore between the garland 
and their hair. Margaret Tudor wore 
this under her coronet on her marriage 
to the king of Scotland. 


Evolution of the Bed. 

Bedstead-originally meant “the bed 
place.” The truckle bed was the first 
advance on the bench, and then the 
tester suspended from the roof. Then 
came in the Arabian bed—a name per- 
haps derived from the crusades. The 
four poster came from Austria in the 
fifteenth century. The late Queen Vic- 
toria always carried her bedstead about 
with her, and so did the nobles in the 
middle ages. The coverlid or counter- 
point, whence comes counterpane, was 
often splendidly embroidered. Yet the 
beds at this time were often only sacks 
of straw. Feather beds came from 
France in the fourteenth century, but 
straw was in general use long after. 
Blankets of wool were not introduced 
by Blanket of Bristol, who made them, 
for the word, in the sense of a coarse 
woolen fabric, existed before.

Chicago, Jan. 7.—By their own evi- 
dence given before Munroe Fulkerson, 
' who is conducting the fire department 


investigation into the Iroquois theatre 

horror, the proprietors of the theatre 

showed that a worse condition of af- 
fairs existed than had heretofore been 
thought possible. 

W. J. Davis, H. J. Powers and T. J. 
Noonan, active managers of the Iro- 
quois theatre, were examined by Ful- 
kerson. All of them pleaded ignorance 
of any precautions taken to prevent 
loss of life by fire at their theatre, 

They admitted failure to instruct em- 
ployes in fighting fire and failure even 
to provide suitable appliances for use 
against flames. Their statements were 
corroborated by the testimony of 20 
employes of the theatre, none of whom 
had eyer been told his duty in case of 
fire. 

Noonan, who {s the working manager 
of the theatre under direction of Davis 
and Towers, admitted that 11 of the 
theatre exits were locked and bolted. 
Two of these exits, leading to the front 
of the theatre, ou the ground floor, were 
locked, three additional exits on the 
north side of the ground floor were 
bolted, three exits on the north side of 
the theatre from the first baleony were 
bolted and three exits on the north side 
of the second balcony were bolted. 

The greatast losses of life fromthe 
fire was in the first and second bal- 
conies, where hundreds of people were 
suffocated through inability to get out 
or were trampled to death while trying 
to do so. Had these three exits in each 
balcony been available, according to In- 
spector Fulkerson, the loss of life must 
have been greatly diminished. 

Noonan declared that no person had 
been named by the theatre manage- 
ment to superintend the operation of 
the ventilators of the theatre in case 
of fire, and that in consequence the 
fiames had been permitted to sweep the 
place instead of seeking a natural out- 
Jet through the stage roof. It was 
said by Noonan that G. EB. Dusenberry, 
the head usher, Archibald Bernard, 
chief electrician, and the theatre en- 
gineer know how to operate the 
| ventilators. 

It was proven by the evidence of 
these men, however, that two of them 
never went upon the stage and that the 
other had never been told to asaume 
charge of the ventilators in case of fire. 
Dusenberry declared that his duty as 
usher kept him in the front of the 
house. The engineer was always be- 
low the stage, attending to his engine, 
and Bernard, the only one of the three 
knowing how to opers te the ventilators, 
who was ever upon the stage duringa 
performance, testified that he had never 
been told to assume charge of them. 

Irom figures obtained from Noonan 
it became evident that almost one in 
three of the people who attended the 
matinee lost their lives, the percentage 
being a trifle over 31 percent. The 
theatre seated 1006 people and in addi- 
tion to these 236 had been admitted 
after all seats were sold, making a total 
of 1842 people in the theatre, of whom 
591 were killed. 

Manager Noonan declared that the 
two balconies, including seats and peo- 
ple standing, held 889 persons. Only 
three persom® were killed on the first 
floor. This would make, according to 
Noonau’s statement, 558 deaths out of 
889 people in the two balconies. 

W. J. Davis testified that he had 
given no orders to placea fire alarm box 
in the theatre, that he had given no 
direction to place a pump upon the stage 
beyond the fact that any apparatus the 

| firemen wanted should be provided as 
soon as possible. He declared that he 
could not say as to whether the build- 
ing had been finally accepted from the 
Fuller company or not. He admitted 
that he never gave any instructions to 
anybody as to what should be done in 
case of fire. He had no knowledge as 
to whether the theatre had received a 
' final certificate of inspection from the 
building department of the city be 
fore opening or not. Powers gave evi- 
dence substantially the same as that of 
Davis. 

Noonan declared that Bernard, the 
electrician, was depended upon to op- 
erate the skylights and vyentilators. 
Bernard, who followed Noonan in giv- 
ing evidence, said that he had never 
been told to look after either the sky-

Fifteen other witnesses who had 
worked on the stage declared that they 
had never received any orders from 
the management as to what they should 
do in case of fire. There was never a 
fire drill in the theatre and none of the 
stage hands was ever informed as to 
the location or use of fire appliances or 
the operation of the ventilators over the 
auditoriuin aud stage. 

That the employes in the front of the 
house were thrown into a panic by the 
fire was shown by the testiniouy of all 
the stage hands examined. 


AT THEATRE FIRE. 


How Albert R. Shedd Escaped— 
Witnessed Terrible Scenes. 


Albert R. Shedd, New Eng!and Inspec- 
tor of Machinery for the government, 
arrived home from Chicago on Wednes- 
day, his train being eleven hours late. 

Mr. Shedd was in Chicago during all 
the horrible scenes attending the 
Iroquois theatre fire, and was oue of 
the 2,000 persons in attendanee at that 
theatre on the fatal Wedaesday after- 
noon. 

In telling of the fire, Mr. Shedd said: 
With a friend we occupied seats in the 
second row back from the orcbestra. 
It was during the second act that he 
heard a snap that resembled the noise 
made by the breaking of an electric 
circuit, Looking up, almost over his 
head, he saw_ that part of the 
scenery was burning, an? that there 
were two men at work trying to beat 
out the fire with their hafids. 

The thought never entered his mind 
that anything of a serious nature was 
the matter, but as thesparks were drup- 
ping upon him and he noticed” that 
some were getting uneasy, he and his 
friend went under the rail, separating 
the orchestra from the seats, and thence 
beneath the stage. a 

Once beneath the stage be did not 
know which way to turn, and even then 
thought that nothing was wrong. Sud- 
denly the members of the orchestra 
came down ou the run and made for 
the exit. He and his friend followed 
and were soon in the alley at the side 
of the theatre, 

Fifteen mioutes later it was all over. 
Be says be then entered the theatre by 
the main entrance and went in quite a 
distance. The smoke, however, was so 
thick he could notsee much, but stoop- 
ing down he could see bodies lying 
about, and the sight was so sickening 
he turned about just as the firemen and 
police began to clear the theatre, 

Then followed scenes which words 
cannot describe. Body after body was 
brought out. These were piled op in 
the street in the same manner that rail- 
road sleepers are piled, until they were 
as high as bis head. 

Any body that showed signs of life 
was taken to the Hospital, but 
those who were dead were pilled up. 
Later each body was rolled up in a 
blanket and they were then loaded onto 
diags in the same manner and carried 
away. 

Since the fire, Chicago seems to be 
ina trance. No one bas the heart to 
attempt business, and some places have 
not opened at all. There was scarcely 
a person who directly or indirectly did 
not have some relative or personal 
friends who were lost. 

Mr. Shedd personally knew many who 
lost their lives. Dozens of funerals 
have beeu held every day and it was 
impossible to obtain flowers. 

He did not thiuk there would be any 
great financial suffering as probably 
most of those who lost their lives were 
persons of some means, One well 
known club gave notice that it would 
give its check for $250 to all who needed 
financial aid to bury their dead, but 
only one person had applied for and 
received it.

The 
necessity of public support, of adver- 
tising support, is of course acknowl- 
edged; but that is not taken care of 
from day to day, or even from year to 
year; once for all, the fortune of the 
paper is staked upon the principle that 
the people will support a paper that is 
honest and fair and brave. Some pee- 
ple will dislike it today, and others to- 
morrow; but it will command respect 
all the time, and the confidence of the 
community in its sincerity will be its 
strongest asset. This principle once ac- 
knowledged, the rest is plain sailing; 
the voyage may often be tough, and 
sometimes it may be disastrous; but it 
is never aimless, and never delusive 
The men who conduct the paper know 
well enough that it wonld have to be 
discontinued if pecuniary support from 
the public failed; but they need no 
more be conscious of this consideration 
in their work than the preacher need 
think about his salary in determining 
his theology or his ethics, or the pbysi- 
cian worry over his fee when dealing 
with the problems of life and death 
that daily confront him.—Baltimore 
News.

Americans In Island of San 
Domingo Will Be Protected 


MARINES ARE ON GUARD 


Action of Commander of War- 
ship Detroit Likely to Have 


Powerful Influence Toward 


Restoration of Order 


Washington, Jan. 7.—With a firm 
hand the Washington government, 
from now ou, will protect American life 
and property in the Island of San Do- 
mingo. The following dispatch, re- 
ceived at the navy departmeut ,from 
Commander Dillingham, commanding 
the Detroit, dated Puerto Plata, Jan. 


&, Was made public by order of the 
secretary: 

“In this vicinity anarchy prevails; 
business at standstill. Puerto Plata 
quiet at present. Jiminez authorities 
collecting duties and dues. Jiminez at 
Santiago. Revolution not one of prin- 
ciple, but between factions. Will not 
allow interruption of commerce, 

“Fighting at Sosua between Morales 
and Jiminez's troops took place on 
United Fruit company’s property. 
Without notice houses were looted, lives 
of United States clilzens absolutely dis- 
regarded, women and children had to 
fiee for safety; property destroyed. 
Have forbidden any fighting or any 
armed force of any party within certain 
limits necessary to protect lives of 
United States citizens at Sosua. Con- 
manding officers in the field near Sosua 
bave been so instructed. Left one offi- 
cer, 16 marines, Co!t automatic gun and 
steam launch at Sosua to see my in- 
structions carried out until my return. 
Am in signal communication with this 
force; can control situation. Consuls 
here want guard. Do not think it neces- 
Sary at present. Am ail ready when 
necessary. british steamer Pallas here. 
Have joined British captain in note to 
military commander here holding him 
responsible for any disorder and telling 
him that we would take such prompt 
action as we see fit in case of disorder.” 

It is sald that the administration as 
yet has adopted no permanent policy 
for the conduct of affairs in San Do- 
mingo beyond that which it always has 
pursued of protecting American life 
and property. 

The statement is authorized that the 
conduct of Commander Dillingham, 
while following only general instruc- 
tions, is entirely endorsed and approved 
by the government, and it is believed 
that his intelligent handling of the sit- 
uation will have a powerful! influence 
toward the restoration of order in the 
island. It can be announced that the 
Washington _ government earnestly 
hopes that order will come out of chaos 
in the islands and a firm government 
established under which Americans and 
other foreigners will receive in tbe fu- 
ture adequate protection. It is realized 
by the administration that the Domini- 
can problem must be taken up and dis- 
posed of in a way that will put a stop 
to what was described by a European 
ambassador as “an insufferable nuis- 
ance which the civilized world looks to 
the United States to clean up.”

GLINES’ DOWNFALL ° 


Speculation by Haverhill’s City 
Treasurer Led Him to Steal 
Haverhill, Mass., Jan. &--The citi- 

tens can hardly believe the confession 

of John A. Glines, whe resigned from 
the office of city treasurer while under 


arrest, after admitting the theft of $43,- 
000 worth of bonds belonging to the 
city. 

Stock speculation caused the down- 
fall of the man who for nearly 14 years 
has been in contro] of the city’s 
finances, with his word accepted as 
gospel and honored and res ected alike 
in commercial, social and religious life. 
Never has the breath of suspicion at- 
tached to the man, who has been long 
regarded as a paragon. 

His stealings were accidentally dis- 
covered. A few days ago the city

bruised and he is suffering so severely 
as to be delirious. 

The force of the explosion hurled 
some of the pieces of the building a dis- 
tance of a quarter of a mile ad broke 
glass in nearly every house in town. 
Every pane in a drug store directly op- 
posite was demolished and a large num- 
ber of bottles were also broken. 

The explosion is believed to have oc- 
eurred while James Cleary was ar- 
ranging the gas machine for the night. 
He was_downstairs at the time, and 
on the ground floor was his brother, 
Thomas Clery, and Miss Platt. So far 
as known there was no other person 
in that part of the building when the 
explosion occurred. The ruins took 
fire ulmost immediately and burned 
with great fiarceuess. Miss Platt was 
eaught between the counter and a heavy 
wall, and while the firemen were able 
to get near enough to grasp her hand, 
they could not cut her out from the 
timbers whicb pinned her down before 
the flames drove them back. Her 
pleadings to be saved were heartrend- 
ing. She died before their eyes. 

The building was somewhat isolated 
from the rest of those on the main 
street, so that the flames did not com- 
municate to any other property. The 
Cleary brothers carried a heavy stock 
of millinery goods, as well asa variety 
of . merchandise, and the Joss on the 
building and its contents is estimated 
at $25,000.

| Chicago, Jan. §&.—One dozen peopla 


appeared as witnesses in the coroner’s | 


inquest ever the victims of the Iro- 
quois theatre fire, which opened in the 
city council chamber in tie city hall. 
No person was admitted to the council 
chamber without an order ora subpoena 
from the coroner, Even membersof the 
| city council who applied for admission 
were turned away. 

The chief wituesses of the day were 
| Edwin Foy, the comedian of the “Mr. 
Bluebeard” company, and George W. 
Stetson of Hinghan, Mass., a repre- 
sentative of the company which manu- 
factured the asbestos curtain. The evi- 
dence of oy did not differ greatly from 
the statements which have been pub- 
lished heretofore concerning his action 
on the day of the fire. 

Mr. Foy declared that he was satis- 
fied in his own mind that the fire was 
caused by sparks from the “spot” light, 
but that he had no personal knowledge 
of the fact.

| temperature, but that he could not say 
as to whether it had endured a suf- 
ficient great heat to cause it to crumble. 
He declared that in his opinion the 
greater portion of the asbestos curtain 
in the Iroquois theatre was still in good 
condition and was lying at the present 
| time upon the theatre stage, covered 
with soot and frozen. He expressed 
himself as anxious to make experiments 
to prove the truth of his assertion. 

Jt is believed that the bodies ef tnose

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DUELING IN AMERICA. 


The First Fatal Meeting Was Upon 
Historic Boston Common, | 
Whe first fatal duel fought in what 
m3 now the United States was upon 
Boston Common, between Benjamin 
Woodbridge and Henry Phillips, on the 
evening of July 1728. These young 
men had quarreled over cards at the 
Royal Exchange tavern in King street, 
now State street, and under the influ- 
ence of drink had agreed to settle their 
differences with swords in the public 
grounds above named. They met at a 
little after 8 o'clock in the evening, and 
Woodbridge was mortally 
and was found dead the 
morning. 

Soth were gentlemen of good social 
position. Phillips was a brother of 
Gillam Phillips, who married Marie, the 
sister of Peter Faneuil, the builder of 
Boston's famous hall. Woodbridge had 
not completed his twentieth year. He 
was a young merchant who bad re- 
cently been admitted to business as a 
partner with Jonathan Sewall, one of 
the most active merchants of the place. 
Henry Phillips, a young graduate of 
the college of Cambridge, was about 
four years older than Woodbridge, hav- | 
ing at the time of this melancholy af- 
fair completed his twenty-third year.

| Woodbridge was the son of a gentle- 


man of some distinction in Barbados, 
one of the magistrates there, who had 
formerly been settled in the ministry 
as pastor in Groton, Conn. 

The place of meeting was on the ris-! 
ing grounds of the Common, not far 
from the great elm, near where in the 
olden time a powder house stood. | 
Small swords were used. No one but 
themselves participated. Woodbridge. 
fell mortally wounded and died on the 
spot before the next morning. Phillips 
was slightly wounded and at mid- 
night, by the aid of his brother Gillam 
and Peter Faneuil, of famous memory, 
made his escape to the Sheerness, a 
British man-of-war then lying in the 
harbor, and before the-sun of the next 
morning had fully discovered to inter- 
ested friends the miserable result of 
the unfortunate meeting he was on 
his way to France, where he died in 
less than a year of grief and a broken 
heart.—United Service Review. 


A SHORT ANSWER. 


The Reply That Bismarck Made to, 
an Admirable Speech, 

I like to think of old Bismarck as he 
sat by the window that opens on the 
windy park of Friedrichsruh in an old 
gray shooting jacket, a rug over his 
knees, a pipe in his hand, simple as a 
north German farmer, this man who 
had almost held Europe in fee. 

A little while before this February 
day he had been deposed from power. 
All the world knew that the old lion 
was sulking in his den in no amiable 
mood toward the young emperor who 
had turned him out of doors. It was 
known that his memoirs were written 
and that his correspondence was set in 
order. A New York publisher thought 
he might secure the papers in which 
Bismarck had told the real story of 
the birth of the German empire—that 
strange story of craft and heroism, lit- 
tleness and grandeur. It was on this 
mission that I sailed for Hamburg. I 
had two letters for Bismarck. One 
was from a negligible ambassador. 
The other had been given me by a Ger- 
man statesman of some note with 
whom in other days I had been a stu- 
dent in the University of Jena. My 
friend had been a familiar of Bis- 
marck’s household and bespoke me a 
kindly hearing. I sent the letters on 
from Hamburg and followed the next 
day. 

On the table at his elbow as he sat by 
the window I noticed my letters. The 
valet who had placed a chair for me 
took his stand by the door. I said 
what I had to say. It was (permit me 
to affirm it) an admirable speech. For 
ten days and nights I had rehearsed it 
as I paced the deck of the stormy liner, 
so in tolerable German I declaimed it. 
It was dignified; it was diplomatic. 

When I had finished Bismarck took 
the pipe from his lips, said “Nein” 
and put the pipe back again. 

’Twas the shortest answer I ever had! 
in my life. I waited for a moment.’ 
The old man smoked and stared out 
into the park. I got up and bowed. I 
had rehearsed that bow and did not in- 
tend to waste it. I bowed to his old 
hairless head, the flabby yellow jowls 
and big mustache, to the old gray 
jacket and the pipe. It was like sa- 
laaming to a stone wall. Then the 
valet led me out. In the park I re- 
gained my senses.—Vance Thompson 
in Success.

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A HISTORICAL DUEL. | 


THIRTEEN SWORDSMEN SLAIN R&Y 
ONE MAN BEFORE AN ARMY. | 


| 


A Scene More Exciting Than Any 
Battle the Aunals of Modern 
History—Ten Thousand Witnesses 
to the Terrible Work of One Sword. 


To give an idea of what.a brave man 
can do if he knows fencing thoroughly 
and but and collected in 
danger we will relate a historical duel. 
So extraordinary is this combat that it 
would be held a romance had it not 
been witnessed by a whole army. The 
hero is Jean Louis, one of the great 
masters of the beginning of last cen- 
tury, and the duel happened in Madrid 
in 1813. He was the master-at-arms of 
the Thirty-second regiment of French 
infantry. The First regiment, com- 
posed entirely of Italians, formed part 
of the same brigade. 

Regimental esprit de corps and rival- 
ries of nationality caused constant’ 
quarrels, when swords were often 
whipped out or bullets exchanged. 
After a small battle had occurred in 
the streets of Madrid, in which over 
200 French and Italian soldiers had 
taken part, the officers of the two regi- 
ments, in a council of war assembled, 
decided to give such breaches of order 
a great blow and to re-establish disci- 
pline. They decreed that the masters- 
at-arms of the two regiments should 
take up the quarrel and fight it out. 

Imagine a whole army in battle array 
on one of the large plains that sur- 
round Madrid. In the center a large 


keeps cool 


This spot is raised above the plain so 
that not one of the spectators of this 
tragic scene—gayly dressed officers, 
soldiers in line, Spaniards, excited as 
never a bull fight excited them—will 
miss one phase of the contest. It is 
before 10,000 men that the honor of an 
army is about to be avenged in the 
blood of thirty brave men. 

The drum is heard. Two men, naked 
to the waist, step in the ring. The first 
is tall and strong. His black eyes roll 
disdainfully upon the gaping crowd. 
He is Giacomo Ferrari, the celebrated 
Italian. The second, tall, also hand- 
some and with muscles like steel, stands 
modestly awaiting the word of com- 
mand. His name is Jean Louis. Th} 
seconds take their places on either side 
of their principals. A deathlike silence 
ensues. 

“On guard!” 

The two masters cross swords. Gia- 
como Ferrari lunges repeatedly at Jean 
Louis, but in vain. His every thrust is 
met by a parry. He makes up his mind 
to bide bis chance and caresses and 
teases his opponent’s blade. Jean Louis, 
calm and watchful, lends himself to 
the play, when, quicker than lightning, 
the Italian jumps aside with a loud 
yell and makes a terrible lunge at Jean 
Louis, a Florentine trick, often suc- 
cessful. But with extraordinary rapid- 
ity Jean Louis has parried and risposts 
quickly in the shoulder. 

“It is nothing,” cries Giacomo; “a 
mere scratch.” And they again fall on 
guard. Almost directly he is hit in the 
breast. This time the sword of Jean 
Louis, who is now attacking, penetrates 
deeply. Giacomo’s face becomes livid, 
his sword drops from his hand, and he 
falls heavily on the turf. He is dead. 

Jean Louis is aiready in position. He 
wipes his reeking blade; then, with the 
point of his sword on the ground, he 
‘almly awaits the next man. 

The best fencer of the First regiment 
has just been carried away a corpse, 
but the day is not yet over. Fourteen 
adversaries are there, impatient to 
swords with the conqueror, 
burning to avenge the master they had 
deemed invincible, 

Jean Louis hardly had two minutes’ | 
rest. He is ready. A new adversary 
stands before him. A sinister click of 
swords is heard, a lunge, a parry, a ris- 
post and then a cry, a sigh, and all is 
over. A second body is before Jean 


Louis. | 
A third adversary advances. ‘hey 
want Jean Louis to rest. “I am not 


tired,” he answers, with a smile. 

The signal is given. The Italian is as 
tall as the one who lies there a corpse | 
covered by a military cloak. He has 
closely watched Jean Louis’ play and 
thinks he has guessed the secret of his 
victories. He multiplies his feints and 
tricks; then, all at once, bounding like a 
tiger on his prey, he gives his opponent 
a terrible thrust in the lower line. But

Chiefly 


Delicious Attar of hoses Is 
Made In Bulgaria. 


The far famed ctto (or attar) of roses | 


is chiefly made in Bulgaria. WKasanlik 


is the center of the rose growing coun- | 


try. Red roses only are used in mak- 
ing the perfume, but white roses, which 
grow more freely, form the hedges of 
the fields. 

The trees, which grow to a great 
height, are separated by paths nine 
feet in width to allow the oxen and 
plow to pass. The perfume is obtained 
not only from the petals, but also from 
the stalks and leaves. These give a 
peculiar scent, which adds greatly to 
the delicacy of the perfume of the 
petals.

The barber, when his 
work is done, receives a small white 
linen cloth as a present and also a 
trifling sum of money from each person 
Then the bridegroom kisses the 
hands of the girls, washes his face and 
dons his wedding dress, which must 
first be carefully weighed three times 
by one of the boys.

Triple Alliance Will Not Inter- 


fere In Far Eastern Row 


MIKADO’'S NEW CRUISERS 


Attempts Said to Have Been 
Made to Destroy Them--Report 
From Rome That They Are 
Followed by Russian Ships 


London, Jan. 11.—It can be announced 
on the highest authority that Germany 
has decided that in the event of war 
between Russia and Japan it will main- 
tain a strict neutrality. Other mem- 
bers of the dreibund will observe a 
similar attitude. ~ 

The importance of this decision, 
which will almost immediately be an- 
nounced in some official manuer in Ber- 
lin, cannot be easily over-estimated. 
It will, in a measure, ensure that hos- 
tilities will be confined to the two pow- 
ers conceried, and it will be certain to 
give a great stimulus to the efforts 
which Franee and Great Britain are 
making in St. Petersburg and Tokio re- 
spectively in favor of peace. 

The reassuring news that the Rus- 
sian warships which recently left 
Viadivostock have returned there is 
confirmed in a Viadivostock dispatch re- 
ceived at St. Petersburg. The dispatch 
asserts, however, that only the armored 
cruiser Gromovoi went to sea for a 
couple of days’ practice, the other ships 
of the fleet having remained at Vladivo- 
stock throughout. 

Special dispatches from Tokio are 
very warlike, but add little or nothing 
to the knowledge of the situation. They 
reiterate that Japan has no idea of 
sending an ultimatum to Russia. 

Anxiety is apparently felt in Tokio 
for the safety of the cruisers Niasin and 
Kasaga, which left Genoa Saturday, and 
in connection with the departure of 
which the Genoa correspondent of The 
Daily Mail gives a curious story to the 
effect that an iron bar was found in- 
side the ammunition hold of the Niasin, 
placed in such a position that it short- 
circuited the electrical apparatus with, 
it is suggested, the object of destroying 
the vessel, although there is no evi- 
dence to show that its being there was 
not accidental. No serious damage was 
done. 

Seoul dispatches report the arrival of 
additional Kussian and Italian marines 
there. 

The Daily Mail's Tokio correspondent 
asserts that the negotiations between 
Russia and Japan have passed beyond 
diplomacy and state$ that some Corean 
officials have appealed to the American 
legation at Seoul for protection, but 
that Minister Allen upbraided them for 
thinking of their personal safety at 
such a juncture. 

The Tien Tsin correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says that the Russian goy- 
ernment has sent to the Chinese goy- 
erninent a threat that Russia would im- 
mediately occupy Pekin should China 
join forces with Japan. As a result 
the grand council has advised the throne 
to adopt a policy of neutrality. 


Spies Watching New Cruisers 

Rome, Jan. 11.—The Italia says that 
Russian warships sighted between 
Kenoa and Spezzia are believed to be 
spying on and following the Japanese 
cruisers Niasin and Kasaga, which jeft 
Genoa Saturday. It has just become 
known that some unknown persons at- 
tempted to set the Niasin on fire by 
tampering with the electric appliances. 
The police authorities have begun sn 
inquiry into the matter.

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SWINDLER AT LARGE 


Broke Jail at Springfield Under 
Remarkable Circumstances 
Springfield, Mass., Jau. 11.—William 

J. Reid, who is charged with swindling 

32 hotels of about $10,000 in 1902, and 

is now under sentences aggregating 10 

years for these oifenses, unlocked nine 

doors and sawed through three chains, 
visited six different rooms of the county 
jail, passed in front of watchers and 
finally climbed an 18-foot wail and es- 
eaped. This was accomplished at 3 
o'clock Sunday morning, yet he was not 
missed until 7 o'clock. He was sup- 
posedly too weak to move without the 
use of a crutch, had been practically 
bedridden for three months and, so far 
as the prison officers know, had eaten 
nothing but beef broth in all that time. 

In order to get through the many 
doors he must have used a tirst-class 
hack-saw and a key that perfectly fitted 
the various locks, yet there is not the 
slightest clue to the mannex in which 
he obtained these articles. While he, 
was working his way out he broke into 
various rooms and shops to obtaina suit 
of clothes, some tools that he after- 
ward fuund were not needed, and a 
small ladder for use in scaling the outer 
wall. 

Sheriff Clark made a thorough inves- 
tigation, but he finds that many details 
of the escape are still unexpiaired. 
Every effort has been made to track Lin, 
but without suecess so far. Ife was 
seen immediately outside the jail, but 
not afterwards. 


Sailors Had Abandoned Hope

A 
rush was being made for the three 
men when the priest told his congrega- 
tion to let them depart in peace, In the 
meantime a police call had heen seut in, 
but when the officers arrived the in- 
to depart.

PANAMA QUESTION 


Reyes Is Informed That It Can- 


not Be Reopened 


NOTHING TO ARBITRATE 


Present Situation Does Not Re- 
quire Reference to The Hague 
Tribunal--Suggestion of Reun- 


ion of Colombia and Panama 


Washington, Jan. 11.—Secretary Hay 
has sent another communication to 
General Reyes, the Colombian envoy, 
in response to his protest agalnst the 
action of the United States regarding 


affairs on the isthmus of Panama. 


While state department officials decline 
to make any specific statement as io 
its nature, it is understood that in a 
general way it follows the lines laid 
down in the reply to Reyes’ first note, 
which practically declines to reopen the 
Panama question. 

General Reyes’ second note differed 
in some important respects from that 
first sent by him to the state depart- 
ment. The first contained a general 
statement of the grievances, important 
and minor, which Colombia asserts she 
has suffered as a result of the inter- 
pretation placed by the United States 
on the treaty of 1846. This note also, 
white not specitically making a protest, 
by its very nature involved the pre- 
sentation of one later on. 

This second communication, to whieh 
an xuswer iias been returned, dealt 
with considerable detail on certain 
specific points regarded as highly  im- 
portant and meritiig special considera- 
tion, and presented an emphatie formal 
protest against tne action of the United 
States in Panama matters. Secretary 
Hay’s answer, it is said, follows the 
lines of the recent message of President 
Roosevelt to congress on the Panama 
question, justifying the steps taken by 
the United States government on the 
subject. 

The secretary's reply does not dis- 
cuss with Reyes one matter which he 
urged in his second note, namely, the 
transmission to the senate of the corre- 
spondence which has passed between 
himself and the state department. It 
{fs known that the officiais of the state 
department resented the suggestion of 
Reyes as highly improper and for this 
reason the answer dees not discuss this 
request. The matter of sending the cor- 
respondence with Reyes to the senate 
has not yet been determined by the 
a Ser eae 

General Reyes’ last note also con- 
tained some-reference to the submis- 
sion of disputed points to arbitration, 
but state department officials say there 
is nothing in the present situation for 
The Hague tribunal, if any reference to 
that court was intended. 

General Reyes is ready to leave the 
city at any time for Colombia, where 
his personal and political interests re- 
quire his attention. It is said that he 
may leave this country within the next 
10 days, but no information is obtain- 
able from Reyes on that subject, as he 
declines to see newspaper reporters on 
the plea thet he is very busy. 

From the standpoint of the state de- 
partment there is no reason why he 
should haste 1 his departure, as he might 
very well remain aud render consider- 
able service to his conntry. The sug- 
gestion is made that possibly he may 
remain and make au effort to open diplo- 
matie relations with the republie of 
Panaina, through its representative 
here, for the adjustment of such ques 
tions as the ass imption by’ Panama of 
a portion of the exterior debt of Coiom- 
bia. Soime suggestion also has been 
made, though not officially, of a reunion 
of the zgovernments under the uame of 
the republic of Colombia, Panama to 
have an autonomcus government with 
absolute authority te deal with all ques- 
tions relating to the control of canal 
matters. 


The Dominican War 

San Domirgo, Jan. 11—The in- 
surgents have bombarded the city. A 
sheil struck the city hall, doing cor- 
siderable damage. Another shell ex- 
ploded in front of the United States 
legation, but did not resuit in injury to 
the building. ‘The nolitical situation 
here is unchanged, though several ar- 
rests of insurgeut sytupathizers have 
been made. Provisions are plentiful. 


Vote Soliciting Prohibited 

Washington, Jun, 11.—The postoftice 
departinent has issued instructions to 
the postmaster at Boston, prohibiting 
postal employes from soliciting votes 
in a’ competition. A contest has been 
started there by a newspaper to deter- 
mine the most popular postal employe 
by the largest number of votes. A 
regulation forbids employes from so- 
liciting votes in such contests. 


Thrown Down Stairs and Killed 

Newark, N. J., Jan. 31.—Qwen Me- 
Gowan of Lowell, Massi, was found 
fead in bed in a cheap lodging house 
here with his skull crushed. Accord- 
ing to stories told hy other lodgers 
McGowan came by his injuries by be- 
ing thrown down stairs by Michael 
Cusick, a watchn.an, who is held pend- 
ing an investigation.

‘S OPPOSED TO WAR 


Czar Said to Refuse to Believe 
That It Will Come 


HIS WISHES REASONABLE 


—_————— 


Outline of Russian Proposals to 
Japan For a Settlement of the 
Far Eastern Difliculty--Alex- 


ieff’s Gloomy View of Future 


Rerlin, Jan. 12.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of ‘The Lokal Anzeiger 
gives a much more serious view of the 
far eastern situation than has hitherto 
emanated from that capital. The corre- 
*pondent says that he has authentic in- 
formation that those in official circles 
entertain a greater concern over the 
difficulties between Russia and Japan 
than they have heretofore allowed to 
become known to the pubiic and he 
says he suspects that the utterances of 
the press have been optimistically 
colored in order to conceal this official 
disquiet. 

The correspoucent goes on to say that 
the czar takes the keenest interest in 
bringing order into the complicated sit- 
uation and that he insists that an un- 

varnished report shall be mad» public. 

Count Lamsdorft, the foreign minis- 
ter, General Kuropatkin, the minister 
of war, aud M. Avasa, chairman of the 
committee or East Asiatic affairs, as- 
sembled to draw up a communication 
which will be soou published in ‘The 
Government Messenger. ‘This com- 
inunication will zive a complete story 
of the negotiations with Japan, includ- 
ing the latest developments. The corre- 
spendent says: 

“The czar wishes, us he told Count 
Lamsdorff, the whole truth shall be 
given to the public. He is personally 
against war and refuses to believe that 
it will come. He hopes to convince 
Japan that Russia’s wishes are reason- 
able and must Accord- 
ingly, the communication chiefly em- 
braces five points: 

“First, Japan will get various con- 
cessions in Corea. 

“Second, i South Corea the Japanese 
can act not only in their interests, but 


be respected. 


| they can adopt strategic measures cor- 


responding with these interests. 
“Third, Russia allows Japan full 
commercial freedom of action in North 
Corea, but Japan nust not permanently 
occupy fortified tewns either to the 
north or south, and neither on the coast 
or in the interior. 
Fourth, a neutral 


zone of 50 kilo- 


| inetres broad is to he created between 


Corea and Manchuria along the Yalu 
and Tumeu rivers, in which neither Rus- 
sia nor Japan can establish fortified po- 
also that the strait between 
Japan and Korea shall be neutral, thus 
ceiving free ingress and egress to Rus- 
tian vessels, 

“Fifth, In reference to Manchuria 
Russia accepts no conditions, put de- 
clares that she is ready to permit 
Japan and other powers to represent 
their interests embracing the open door 
for Mukden and New Chwang. 

“The ezar personally edited and cor- 
the com- 
munication.” 

The Lokal Anzeiger’s correspondent 
udds that Admiral Alexieff, the Russian 
viceroy in the far cast, has of late been 
sending two or three comprehensive 
dispatches daily to the government, in 
which he tates a gloomy view of future 
developments. The war idea is un- 
popular in Russia, but it is feared that 
some untoward incident may cecur any 
day which will make it inevitable for 
Russia to become fully convinced of 
Japan's warlike intentions, 


A Warlike Communication 

London, Jan. 12.—The Times Pekin 
correspondent says that the Chinese 
minister at Tokio, at the request of the 
Japanese foreign office, telegraphed the 
following communication to Prince 
Ching: 

“The second Russian reply to the 
i ipanese proposals has been received at 

Tokio, but it is unfavorable and cannot 
be accepted by Japan, who will, unless 
Russia recedes, be compelled to prompt- 
ly resort to arns. 

“In view of such an eventuality 
Japan urges and expects China to main- 
tain the strictest neutrality, to pre- 
serve order throughout the elnpire, to 
guard the foreigners resident in the in- 
serve order in the provinces of Shan 
Tung and Yunnan, lest foreign powers 
might seize the pretext of disorder and 
inake agegrassive movements therein.” 

The correspondent says that the dis- 
patch has deeply impressed the Chi- 
nese, who now believe war to be in- 
evitable. 


A More Hopeful Feeling 

London, Jan. 12.—Special dispatches 
both from St. Petersburg and ‘Tokio 
take rather a culmer view of the situa- 
tion. ‘The view taken in Evropean 
capitals, based on the outlines of the 
Russian proposals published in Ber- 
lin and the incidents of the past few 
days, is that although Russia has not 
modified her demands she is displaying 
a more coaciliatory tone and a willing- 
ness to negotiate, which is attributed 
to the ezar’s personal influence on the 
side of peace. 


New Treaty a Factor 

Vienna, Jan. 12—A favorable im- 
pression has been created here by 
China’s ratification at this juncture of 
the treaty with the United States. Mr. 
Makino, the Japanese minister, says 
| that this measure is bound to exert a 
strong moral effect, and that the most 
opportune moment was chosen to con- 
summate it. 


LAW WAS VIOLATED 


Boston Woman Pays $200,000 
Duties on Art Treasures 

Washington, Jan. 12.—It is learned 
here that in 1898 Mrs. John L. Gardnet 
of Boston began the importation of 
sculpture, paintings and other works of 
art which were admitted free of duty 
on the ground that they were intended 
for public exhibition.

Proceedings were about to be instituted 
when Mrs. Gardner paid the duties vn- 
der the law, amounting to about 
$200,000.

A Bornean Weapon. 

The Bornean mandau, or “head tak- 
er,” is a modification of the Burmese 
dah. It is a heavy, thick bladed cut- 
lass, from twenty to thirty inches long, 
and the edge is ground from the right 
side only, the left side being forged 
slightly concave. The blade is also 
slightly curved to the right, so that the 
cutting action of the weapon is like 
that of an enormous gouge. Only two 
strokes can be dealt with the mandau— 
from right to left downward and left to 
right upward.—Chambers’ Journal.

Fighting on Isthmus of Panama 


| Not an Improbability 


COLOMBIANS GATHERING 


Their Invasion of New Repub- 
lic’s Territory Will Be Met by 


Forces From Our Warships, 


Which Are to Leave Colon 


Colon, Jan. 13.—United States naval 
authorities here appear to be convinced 
from the tenor of the reports which are 
continually brought iu that Colombia is 
determined to send an army to attack 
Par ama. 

The Panamaian authorities have re- 
ceived official confirmation of the fact 
that the Colombian troops at 'Titumati 

| humber at Jeast 4000 men, under the 
corunand of Generals Ortiz, Uribe- 

Uribe, Bustamente and Novo. These 
treops are well armed and supplied with 

ammunition and have four guns, three 
steim launches and a good supply of 
cattle. The district is an unproductive 
one and the previsions and other sup- 
plies which the troops possess have 
been brought to them from other places. 

The government learned these facts 

from a reliable informant at ‘Titumati, 

who coutrives to send news of events 
from that district to Colon by means of 
signals and trustworthy messengers. 

News has also been received that In- 
dian Chief Inanaquina has returned to 
Cartagena to interview the Colombian 
officers regarding a request made by 

|} them for 800 Indian ecayucos (small 
| boats) to be used by the army at 

Titumati in crossing rivers 
| Colonel Villaumil, who is now = sta- 
| tioned at Rio Mandinga, at the mouth 
| of San Blas bay, in command of 100 

Panamaian soldiers, reports that he has 

no need of more troops. ‘The colonel 
| gays he has already sent out scouts as 
| far as Conception to the east and 
Culebra to the west, who have 
firmed the belief that the mountain 
trails are so difficult that it would be 
un easy matter for his command te 
Stop an urmy attempting to pass over 
them. 

A scouting party of the United 
States marines has just left Colon, on 
the schooner Herald, for Nombre de 
Dios, from where they will $end asmall 
boat to Mandikja with the object of ef- 
fecting a journey to the Darien dis- 
trict towards Tiburon. This expedition 

is likely to be absent for two or three 
| weeks and on its return the naval au- 

thorities will have the fullest informa- 
tion obtainable rezarding trails, ete. 

It is expected that all the warships 
will leave Colon today for the purpose 
of making a demenstration along the 
San Blas coast. The vessels will jaud 
an attacking force the moment infor- 
mation reaches them that Colombian 
troops have crossed into Panama ter- 
ritory. 

There are no signs of a Colombian 
urmy in the vicinity of Panamian ter- 
ritory on the Pacific. ‘The outlook is 
apparently warlike.

A MARINE WYSTERY | HURRYING ON TREATY | 


Vessel Sunk With All Sails Set Chinese-American 


and Her Crew Missing 

New Haven, Jan. 13.—A two-masted 
schooner of about 300 tons’ burden is 
resting at the bottom of the sound near 
Milford, and what caused her to go to 
the bottom and whut became of her 
crew is shrouded in mystery. 

There are several peculiarities in 
connection with the sunken schooner, 
She is perfectly upright in the water, 
headed east and all sails are set and in 
perfect condition. She carries a mein- 
sail, foresail, two topsails and three 
jibs. 


The schooner was discovered by Cap- 


tain Hughes of the steamer Williain 
M. Merwin. The schooner, according to 
Hughes, lies in 40 feet of water, three 
miles off Welche’s Point. It is nelieved 
by Hughes that the schooner was 
heavily loaded and was struck by float- 
ing ice, whicu quickly sent her to the 
bottom. Both masts project out of the 
water several feet and if the crew had 
not had an opportunity to leave the 
schooner they could have saved them- 
selves from drowning by climbing into 
the rigging. So far as cun be learned 
by a diligent inquiry along tiie shore, 
the crew did not land in this vicinity 
and it is supposed that they were 
picked up by a passing vessel

St. Petersburg, Jan. 13.—Mr. Kurino, 
the Japanese minister, in an interview 
said that if war should come he be- 
lieved it would be a prolonged one. He 
said it was difficult now to sce how it 
could be decisive, considered solely 
from a military point of view. 

“The majority of the people of Kus- 
sia,” said the minister, “and many per- 
sons abroad, have under-estimated 
Japan's strength, the ilea prevailing iu 
sone otherwise well informed quarters 
that Japan would be unable to put more 
tban 200,000 soldiers in the field. This 
idea is entirely erroneous.”

The committee recommends that the| 
police, municipal and district courts, 
other than the municipal court of Bos- 
ton, in respect of salaries of the jus- 
tices, be divided into 10 classes; that 
the clerks receive a salary equal to three- 
fifths of the salary of the justices, and 
tBat the assistant clerks receive a salary 
equal to two-thirds of the salary of the 
clerks, 

The report says in part: ‘‘The ten- 
dency of recent legislation has not been 
to equalize salaries, but rather to grade 
up the lower salaries to the one highest 
in the class, thereby adding every year 
to the burden upon the treasuries of 
the counties and the commonwealth, 

‘*The aim of this committee bas been 
to formulate a system, not only for offi- 
cials of the lower courts, but for county 
officials, which without making too 
radical changes in existing salaries, 
shall produce a uniformity of compen- 
sation for work of similar character in 
various parts of the state, and which, 
if adopted, will discourage, if not alto- 
gether prevent, individual application 
for increased salaries. 

‘*Most of its classifications are based 
upon population, for the reason that, 
after careful consideration, this seems 
to be not only the fairest, but also the 
most convenient, system. If the com- 
mittee’s recommendations shall be 
adopted as a whole, the salary list will 
not come up for readjustment oftener 
than once in five years, when the state 
or national censusistaken. Then neces- 
sary changes will suggest themselves 
automatically.’’

The demands which Japan is said to 
have made, according to reports pub- 
lished abroad, have caused some sur- 
prise in Vokio, according to the dispatch, 
and it is now stated that Japan never 


asked for the evacuation of Man- 
jehuria, but on the contrary frankly 
recegnizes Russia’s special interests 


there and her right to protect them. 
Japan only demanded the realization of 
Russia’s voluntary pledges respecting 
Ohbina’s territorial integrity in Man- 
churia and the freedom of residential

All the London papers have editorials

Russia’s military 
strength east of Lake Baikal is ex- 
aggerated by the European news- 
papers.”

The Open Door In Manchuria 
Secured by United States 


ALL NATIONS BENEFITED 


Will Tend to Establishment of 
Order In Disturbed District 
and Greatly Strengthen Our 
Position In the Far East 


Washington, Jan. 14—Late yester- 
day the president issued and signed the 
proclamation putting into effect the 
American-Chinese commercial — treaty. 
Shortly afterward the following state- 
ment was issued by the state depart- 
ment: 

“The treaty which will go into effect 
in a day or so through the exchange of 
ratifications effected today, and by its 
promulgation by the President of the 
United States, is the result of nearly a 
year and a half’s negotiation. Although 
relating in its principal provisions to 
questions of commerce and navigation, 
removing restrictions which have ham- 
pered them both in China, it also treats 
of a number of questions of great im- 
portance to the people of the two coun- 
tries. 

“lor example, it defines the rights and 
privileges of the diplomatie and consu- 
lar officers and of American . citizens, 
especially missionaries residing in 
China, und insures the latter enjoyment 
of rights which they have only had in 
the pust practically by toleration, The 
treaty also deals with trade-marks, 
copyrights and patents, ensuring them 
a fair degree of protection in China—a 
thing which they have had very little 
of in the past. 

“Perhaps the provision of the treaty 
which interests most the public is the 
opening of two new localities in Man- 
churia to foreign trade—the city of Muk- 
den and the town of Antung (or Shao, as 
it is frequently called), on the Yalu riv- 
er. Itis to be noted in this connection 
that the Japanese and Chinese treaty, 
the ratifications of which were ex- 
changed yesterday at Pekin, also se- 
cures to international trade the opening 
of the port of ''atungou, abeut 13 miles 
below Antung and at the mouth of the 
Yalu. 

“It is highly probable that the pres- 
ence in these localities at an »arly date 
of American consular officials and of 
other nationalities—for ail the nations 
having treaties with China acquire by 
our treaty and that of Japan the right 
to establish consulates at these places-— 
will great!y tend to the establishment 
of order in this much disturbed border- 
land of China and will powerfully con- 
tribute toward insuring the principles 
of the ‘open door’ to which this country 
stands irrevocably committed. as well 
as aiding in securing the integrity of 
China and its administrative control] 
over its Manchurian provinces.”

Will Do All In His Power For 
Maintenance of Peace 


TALKS WITH DIPLOMATS | 


Expresses Hope of Continuance 
of Good Relations With Japan 
--No Interference With Ameri- 


“an Interests In Manchuria 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 15.—‘“I desire 


; and intend to do all in my power to 


maintain peace in the far east.” 

These were the words which the czar 
spoke to the members of the diplo- 
matic corps at the New Year's recep- 
tion held in the winter palace at noon 
yesterday. The czar made a Icisurely 
round of the great white hall, with its 
benutiful colonnades in whicb the rep- 
resentatives of the various countries 
had assembled. His majesty chatted 
freely with everybody and at consider- 
able length with several of the diplo- 
mats. 

Keen curiosity was exhibited all over 
the room when the czar approached Mr. 
Kurino, the Japanese minister to Rus- 
sit. The conversation between the 
ezar and the minister was cordial and 
extended. The czar emphasized the 
high value which he pleces upon the 


| good and neighborly relations between 


Japan and Russia, not only now, but in | 


the future, and expressed his unshaken 
hope that a mutually satisfactory set- 
tlement of the difficulties between the 
two countries would be arranged. 
Minister Kurino left the reception pro- 
foundiy impressed with the czar’s 
words. 

It Lad bLecotne kiiowu lere Unrough 
the foreign office that Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambas«ador to the United 
States, had been instructed to assure 
the United States government that Rus- 


| sia would not interpose objections to 


the commercial treaty between China 
and the Unitad States or impede Amer- 
ican rights or interests in Manchuria.

| tions in a lengthy conversation with

Ambassador McCormick and laid much 
stress on his desire that Russia and 
the United States should live on the 
terms of intimate and cordial friendship 
which had existed for so many years 
and which it was his especial desire to 
mainiaia. He most emphatically dis- 
claimed the slightest inclination to 
hinder the developments of American 
commerce. 

Mr. Kurino informed a press corre- 
spondent that the Japanese reply had 
been handed to Baron De Rosen, the 
Russian minister at Tokio, and that he 
(Mr. Kurino) would present Count 
Lamsdorff, the Russian foreign minis- 
ter, with a duplicate copy.

FOREIGNERS IN DANGER 


All Americans at Seoul Ordered 
to Remain Indoors 
Londen, Jan. 15.—-The Seoul corre- 
spoudent of The Daily Maii says that 
the native press is advocating the 
slaughter of all foreigners. United 


States Minister Allen has ordered all 
American women and children to re- 
main in-doors and he predicts that riot- 
ing by the military is imminent. 
Oolin de Plancy, the French minister, 
has vainly advised the emperor to take 
refuge in the French legation. 

Washington, Jan. 15.—The state de- 
partment has received a cablegram 
from Minister Allen, at Seoul, stating 
that the Corean newspapers are trying 
to incite the people against foreigners 
and especially against American in- 
terests. The department feels that 
these interests can be cared for prop 
erly by the United States gunboat 
Vicksburg and the United States ma- 
rine guard now in the Corean capital. 
The European nations also have con- 
siderable guards, which undoubtedly 
could be relied upon to assist in re- 
pressing disorder that might threaten 
any specia) foreign interests. 


Japan Not Thoroughly Prepared 

London, Jan. 15.—A private dispatch 
from Tokio, received at one of the em- 
bassies here from a source considered 
quite reliable, says that in spite of all 
reports to the contrary the Japanese 
troops will not be thoroughly prepared 
to start for Corea on the scale desired 
in the event of such a step being con- 
sidered necessary, befere the first week 
in February. This is considered sig- 
nificant in conjunction with Baron 
Hayashi’s estimate that the pegotla-

tions are likely to extend for three 
weeks longer, and as supplying an addl-

| TRANSMITTERS IN TANKS 


Wires to Telephone Receiver In 
Pilot's House by Which the 


Presence of Other Vessels Is 


| 


Known at Long Distance 


Boston, Jan. 15.--Tests in submarine 
signalling were made on the steamer 
James 8. Whitney of the Metropolitan 
Steamship company, which arrived in 
port from New York gt 9:40 o'clock last 
night. On board the steamer were rep- 


resentatives of the Canadian govern- 
ment who had made the trip from New 
York to Boston to test the etficiency of 
the submarine signalling appuratus 
which had been installed on the James 
S. Whitey and her sister ship, the 
Henry M. Whitney. 

Permission had been received from 
the United States government to equip 
four of the lightships on the course be- 
tween New York and Boston with sub- 
marine bells wlich were tolled auto- 
matically. 

The Whitney left New York at mid- 
night Wednesday night, and it was ex- 
pected that the first submarine signal 
would be received from the Vineyard 
sound lightship, which the Whitney 
passed about 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. No communication, however, was 
established with the Vineyard sound 
lightship, owing, perhaps, to the fact 
that the lightship had not received in- 
structions to toll the submarine bell as 
the Whitney approached. 

About 2 o'clock in the afternoon, as 
the ship approached the Pollock Rip 
lightship, the distinct sound of a tolling 
bell was heard in the telephone receiver 
placed in the pilot house of the Whit- 
ney. A few minutes later another bell 
was heard which was submerged un- 
derneath the Pollock Rip shoals light- 
ship. At this time signals were dis- 
tinctly heard from both the Pollock Rip 
and the Pollock Rip shoals lightships, 
but as the Whitney passed one on the 
starboard and the other on the port side 
it was impossible to distinguish clearly 
from which lightship the individual 
sounds were received. 
| At 7:20 last evening, as the Whitney 

neared Boston harbor, the sound of a 
bell was heard clearly in the tele- 
phone receiver in the pilot house. The 
Whitney veered her course at intervais 
go that the sound of the bel] was heard 
both from tte port and starboard 
sides. For the first time since the tests 
in submarine signalling was done a but- 
ton was pressed which lighted a red or 
a green light, depending on whether the 
Whitney bad Boston lightship on her 
port or starboard bow. ‘The tests off 
of Poston lightship showed within one- 
eighth of a point on the compass 
whether the signal came from port or 
starboard. 

When the Whitney arrived in 
her officers and those observers 
had made the trip for the purpose of 
testing the submarine system of 
signalling declared that the experi- 
ment had beea successful in showing 
that submarine signalling could be 
practiced. The inventors claim that 
the device will not only give notice to 
the commander of a warship of the ap- 


port 


proach of an enemy's vessel, but will | 


uso prove of valde in preventing ocean 
Collisions, either with other yessels or 
icebergs. 

The apparatus consists of two trans- 
mitters, sunk in separate tanks, one on 
either side of the vessel, with wires 
leading from the transwitters to a tele- 
phone receiver in the pilot house. The 
signals received by the Whitney were 
given from the Vineyard sound, Pollock 
Rip, Pollock shoals and Boston light- 
ehips. From each of these ightshipsan 
automatically tolled bell was suspended 
15 feet under water. The sounds of the 
bells were carried through the water 
and caught by the transmitters in the 
tanks of the Whitney and thence sent 
over the wire to the telephone receiver 
in the pilot house. The Whitney passed 
the lightships at distances of from four 
to six miles. 

By means of a switch in the pilot 
house the observer on board the steamer 
| was able to tell from what direction the 
sound of the beli came. The switch 
connected with the transmitters in the 
port and starboard tanks. No sound 
having been heard when connected with 
the port tank, but the toll of the bell 
being distingaished when the switch 
connected with the starboard, the op- 
erntor knew that the signal came from 
the sturboard side. 

The inventors say that carbon js the

JUVENILE ANTICS 


All That House Opposition to 


Civil Service Amounted To 


MONEY FOR COMMISSION 


Big Majority Voted For It When 
It Came to a Roll-Call and 


Members Had to Go on Record | 


For or Against Appropriation 


Washington, Jan. 15.—The house 
passed the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill, carrying an 
aggregate of $29,711,700, and then ad- 
journed until Monday next. ‘his is the 


second of the big supply measures to 
pass the house. 

The house, by a vote of 88 to 72, re- 
fused to sustain the action of the com- 
mittee of the whole, which on Wednes- 


the paragraph providing for the salaries 
and expenses of the civil service com- 
| mission, thus restoring the item tu the 
| bill. 


| No friend of the merit system 
j heeded to have lain awake nights 
{ with anxiety over the fate of the 


civil service commission because of 
Wednesday's performance in the house. 
It is not many years since that 
eort of thing was the regular order of 
proceeding once in every congress. The 
commission’s appropriation is carried 
in one of the great annual budget bills, 
and these measures are always consid- 
| ered first in committee of the whole and 
the results later reported to the house 
itself, which then accepts or rejects the 
work of the con:mittee. In committee 
there is no roli call, and therefore no 
Ineinber appears on the permanent rec- 
| ord as voting “aye” or “no.” Hence it 
| ig a matter of great delight now and 
; then for certain eminent statesmen to 
marshal a majority of the members 
present against the commission's ap- 
| propriation in committee, let the news 
| go out to the world as the protest of con- 
| gress against “all this reform fol-de- 
rol,” and then let the opposition go to 
pieces as soon as the roll call is sprung 
upon the house, and every mewber has 
to be recorded by name one way or the 
other. 

The vote in committee showed a ma- 
jority of 13 against the appropriation. 
Ten years ago the adverse majority was 
8&8, but when the roll was called in the 
house, the majority in favor of the ap- 
| propriation was 78. From this exam- 
ple it was easy to guess what the 
showing would be when Representative 
Bingham sprung the yea and nay vote 
on the civil service item yesterday. 

In 1900, one of the handful of con- 
gressmen who actually braved public 


opinion by going on record against the 


civi] service commission appropriation 
| was W. A. Rodenberg of Illinois. In 

1901, having meanwhile been dropped 

out of congerss by his constituents, he 

very gladly accepted at President Me- 

Kinley’s hands a position on the very 

commission he had tried one year before 
| to starve to death, and he soon be- 
came a convert to the system. 

The firs: time the house indulgedin this 
tind of horseplay, it did so to twit Mr. 
Roosevelt. who was then civil service 
commissioner, and who had been so im- 
prudent as to appear in the galiery that 
session as an interested spectator.

Books of Co-Operative Society 
{Said to Show $80,000 Deficit 

Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 15.—By rea- 
son of a tangle in the financial affairs 
of the Arlington Co-operative society of 
this city practically the entire board of 
officers resigned at a meeting of the so- 
ciety last night, and a committee was 
appointed to investigate the society's 
accounts. ‘The investigating commit- 
tee was also directed to employ counsel 
and bring any civil or criminal procced- 
ings that the evidence might warrant. 

The Arlington Co-operative society 
was organized by mill operatives in this 
city in 1854. Up to three years ago it 
was succassfully conducted. Since that 
time, however, dividends have been 
somew hat intermittent, until within the 
past six moaths they stopped. ‘The re- 
sult was the bringing of a number of 
suits and attachments against the com- 
pany. 

At the outset of last night's meeting 
the resignations were announced of 
President Steed, Clerk Dewhurst, Audi- 
tor Hartley and Directors Dixon and 
Legatt. During the discussion which 
followed it was stated that $22,000 had 
been pald out of the general fund on 
account of dividends, and it was also 
alleged that there was missing from the 
treasury, or that the books of the com- 
pany showed a deficit amounting to $80,- 
725.04. 

The former clerk was ordered to turn 
over to the investigating committee all 
the funds of the society, amounting, it 
was stated, to about $9000.

The number of granite cutters em 
ployed during a year indicates in @ 
measure the amount of work that is be- 
ing done, From time to during 
| the year 1903 the Ledger noted the con- 
| dition of business. As a rule, 
was good, and from the returns of the 
number of men employed each month of 
the year, furnished the Ledger by the 
secretary of the executive committee of 
the Union it is evident that the volume 
of business must have been considerable 
larger than during the year 1902 

During the year 1903 the average 
number of cutters and blacksmiths 
employed each month was 825, against 
595 for the year 1902. 

May, June and July were the banner 
months in 1903, the number employed 
those months being 950. August and 
September was next with 900, and 
December the smallest month with 650. 

The largest number employed in any 
one month in 1902 was 670 in June, 
the smallest number 366 in March.

Salary of Judge of Probate. 


Another injustice to a Norfolk Coun- 
ty official is pointed out in the salary 
proposed for the judge of probate. The 
Globe says: One of the criticisms level- 
ed at the report of the committee is 
aimed at the plan of compensation for 
salaries of judges of probate. The com- 
pensation for judges of probate is based 
on population. The Criticism made is 
that this is wrongand that the compen- 
sation should be based on the property 
valuation which goes through the court. 

A prominent house lawyer, who does 
not cume from Norfolk county, by the 
way, in conversation with a representa- 
tive of the Globe, pointed to the fact 
that if the committee’s recommenda- 
tions were adopted the salary of the pro- 
bate court judge of Norfolk county would 
remain asat present, $2800, as would also 
Worcester and Essex at $4500, while the 
salary of the probate judge of Bristol 
county would be increased from $3000 
to $4000. 

His point was that a much larger 
property valuation went through the 
probate court of Norfolk county than 
through either of the others, but with 
the population as the basis for fixing 
the salary the Norfolk judge of probate 
gets paid;much less in proportion for 
the work he does than the judges of 
probate in the other counties. 

All the property of the state, it is fig- 
ured, passes through the probate court 
once ina generation, and the suggestion 
is made that it would not be unwise to 
establish a circuit court of probate for 
eastern Massachusetts, where the bulk 
of work is done.

Prof. Tyler and 
Josiah Quincy, who then lived in 
Quincy, were the closest of friends, 
and Mr. Quincy was frequently enter- 
tained at the Tyler home. 

Prof. Tyler died in November, 1897, 
of pneumonia. Soon after the widow 
went abroad with her son Royal and 
placed him in school at Harrow. While 
she was watching the education of her 
son the motber kept in touch with her 
friends here, writing letters that were 
entertaining narratives of life and cus- 
toms abroad. During this time she 
wrote a number of humorous sketches 
that were highly praised abroad. She

Blondin Throws Light on What

Washington, Jan. 18.—Senator Ilanna 
returned ta Washington indignant over 
the insiauations in connection with the 
delay in the call for the Republican na- 
tional convention, which he issued at 
once, It will meet at Chicago at noon, 
June 21, 1904, to select candidates for 
president and vice president. The call 
makes the usual provisions for the num- 
ber of delegates, four at large from 
each state, and two from each congres- 
sional district. Delegates must be 
elected at least 30 days before the na- 
tional convention meets. The call does 
uot differ from previous calls. 

Senator Hanna said that he feit al- 
nost hu niliated in having to talk for 
publicatioa at all on the subject, as 
though he had to defend and explain 
what he did not feel required defense or 
explanation. But he explained that his 
| ill1.ess and his political and business af- 
| fairs had delayed action. In view ox 
| the fact that there was no specified 
; time for issuing the call, and several 
| times the sall had been delayed, be had 
| not thought the delay important. 

The senator said: “Some of the things 
I read in the newspapers might have 
made me angry, bad I accepted them as 
being exactly what they appeared on 
their face, but I con'd read between the 
lines and I saw what they meant. I 
could see they came from Democrats 
who would like nothing better than to 
start a row in the Republican party, and 
I am too good a Republican to permit 
such atories to affect me. Renaily, this 
matter of dentals is going so far as te 
be absolutely insulting to me.”

I cannot 
believe that this ia true of the American 
people. ‘The Panama route is not the 
only one nor is it the best one. 

“Let us denounce the president's de- 
finance of the law; iet ns accuse him for 
his violation of the !aw of nations. I 
would retire from publie life before ] 
would dishonor my state and party by 
assuming that they entertain other anu 
different senti neuts.” 


Briggs Again Under Fire 

New York, Jan. 18.—Rev. Dr. C. A. 
riggs of the staff of the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine and professor in 
the Union Theological seminary has 
started another controversy. Presi- 
dent Miller of the Church club of New 
York has called the attention ot 
Bishop Potter toa paper which Briggs 
read recently before the club, and Pot- 
ter has asked Briggs for a copy of the 
paper for examination.

SEWER WANTED. 


By the Residents of West 
Quincy. 


A Committee Also Ap- 
pointed. 


To Work for Abolishment of Water 
Street Crossing. 


An important and largely attended 
meeting of the West Quincy Village 
Improvement society was held Monday 
évening at St. Mary’s hall. President 
William E. Badger presided. 

James H. Elcock spoke of the need of 
abolishing the grade crossing on Water 
street at the Quincy Adams station. 
This he regarded as an extremely dang- 
erous point. It was a matter of vital 
interest to West Quincy people and we 
must take the initiative, as no other 
section will make any effort in that di- 
rection. 

Rey. A. F, Roche also spoke of the 
matter and moved that it be the sense 
of the meeting that grade crossings 
should be abolished and that the street 
cars for West Quincy should run over 
the School street bridge and that a 
committee be appointed to confer with 
Mayor Bryant, the members of the City 
Government from Ward 4, and the 
officials of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad and the Old 
Colony street railway. 

The motion was unanimously carried 
and the following committee appointed: 
Representative Fallon, Stephen B. 
Little, Hiram W. Campbell, Robert 
Teasdale, James H. Elcock, Thomas J. 
Lamb and Thomas F. Mannex. 

Representative Fallon paid his re- 
spects to the city officials for the man- 
ner in which streets are cared for, the 
street car service, and the extension of 
the sewer to West Quincy. 

Sewer Commissioner T, J. Lamb 
said that there was a sum available for 
extension and it only remained for the 
residents to say whether they wanted 
sewers or not. 

Engineer Branch spoke of a move- 
ment of the Metropolitan Sewer Com 
mission to extend its sewer toward West 
Quincy as they considered necessity de- 
manded it. They would probably build 
from Adams to Crescent street which 
would be alongthe line of the proposed 
boulevard. The city would probably 
have to build the service from that 
point. Arrangements would probably 
be made to cover all the streets but he 
could not say in what order. 

Rey. A. F. Roche said he felt that a 
sewer was needed and that this ward 
was the last to be considered. The 
only way was to demand it.

AN EXPERT IN 
CHIROGRAPHY 


[Original.) 

Carl Kraaft, expert in chirography, 
sat in his study in the city of Berlin 
examining by lamplight a package of 
papers. While thus engaged the door 
opened and a stranger entered. 

Kraaft had that afternoon testified 
in a murder case, in which he had 
shown conclusively that the prisoner 
had written threatening letters to the 
murdered man. The expert’s reasons 
why these letters had been written by 
the sane person as letters proved to 
have been written by the prisoner were 
so convincing that the jury would have 
convicted him without leaving their 
seats. But the case must be summed 
up by prosecuting attorney and counsel, 
and that would require another day. 

“Herr Kraaft,” said the visitor, “I 
listened to your testimony today in the 
Keller case, and my confidence in your 
skill is so great that I have decided to 
employ you in a case I have in hand.” 

“Please be seated, sir.’”’ 

“Tere is a letter which came to light 
after an interval of twenty years. It 
was written in 1849. You will remem- 
ber that the year previous occurred the 
revolutionof 1848. During that troublous 
period a prominent member of the leg- 
islative body defied the revolutionists, 
throwing all his influence with the gov- 
ernment. He stated to several intimate 
friends that he had been threatened 
with death by the revolutionists if he 
did not cease his opposition to their 
work. One day he was found dead, 
and everybody knew that he had been 
murdered. Nevertheless the murderer 
or murderers were never discovered. 
This letter, recently found among the 
papers of the murdered man that es- 
caped notice at the time of the mur- 
der, was evidently written by the leader 
of a revolutionary society and threat- 
ened him with death if he did not ac- 
cede to the society’s demands.” 

The speaker threw the letter on the 
desk before the expert. It read: 

Herr K.: 

The revolutionary committee warns you 
that if you speak tomorrow to the citi- 
zens of Berlin upholding the tyrant and 
denouncing the motives of the revolution- 
ists you will never address another as- 
sembly. By order of the committee. 

HANS OBERBECK, President. 

The expert bent low over the letter 
as he read it. 

“Now, the receiver of this letter,” 
the visitor continued, “addressed the 
meeting referred to and the following 
day was found dead with a bullet in 
his back. Hans Oberbeck is well re- 
membered as a young enthusiast but 
twenty-two years of age. He disap- 
peared as soon as the revolution was 
suppressed. I have letters bearing date 
of 1852, 1857 and 1860 which are simi- 
lar in chirography to the one before 
you, though they bear a different sig- 
nature. I have come to you for the pur- 
pose of getting your opinion as to the 
identity of the writer of these recent 
letters with the man who wrote the one 
of 1848.” 

The speaker threw thrge more letters 
on the desk, which Kraaft opened and 
appeared to study intently for a time, 
then said: “The letters bearing the name 
of Oberbeck and these bearing the 
name of Herman cannot possibly have 
been written by the same person be- 
cause I happen to remember that Ober- 
beck died of a fever in 1849. The rea- 
son I remember his death is that, he 
being a prominent revolutionist, it ex- 
cited considerable comment at the 
time.” 

“And if he had not died of a fever 
he would have died by the rope.” 

“I remember that, too,” said the ex- 
pert in a scarcely audible voice. 

“There is a chapter of this little story 
with which you are perhaps not fa- 
miliar. A year ago the grave of Ober- 
beck was opened and found to contain 
a coffin filled with stones.” 

Kraaft made no reply, but bent lower 
over the letters, as though deeply im- 
mersed in them. Rising with the letter 
of Oberbeck in his hand he held it near 
the lamp, as if to get better light. In- 
deed, so near that a corner of it caught 
fire. In a twinkling the flame was 
blown out by the visitor, who covered 
the expert at the same time with a re- 
volver. 

“Pardon me,” said the latter. “Your 
carelessness came near costing a life.” 

“How so.” 

“You are not only to study this case, 
but you are to go over your testimony 
given today with a view to seeing if 
you have not been mistaken.” 

“What is your interest in that case?” 

“The prisoner is my brother and an 
innocent man. That I know, though I 
can’t prove it.” 

“How did you get these letters?’ 

“I am the grandnephew of Herr 
Keller, who was murdered by the revo- 
lutionary committee, probably by Hans 
Oberbeck himself. The Oberbeck let- 
ter only came into my possession a year 
ago. I immediately examined Ober- 
beck’s grave, then put the case in the

MEASURE SURE TO: PASS 


| Efforts to Withhold Support of 
1t Until Certain Inguries Are 


Suitably Answered--Morgan Is | 
Still an Active Opponent 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Tke Panama 
treaty, as anended by the committee 
on foreign relations, was read in ex- 
ecutive session of the senate yesterday. 
Ne discussion was had and it was an- 


nounced that debate on the treaty will 
begin today. 


An important conference of Demo- 


crati¢ senators was held at which it ap- 
Peared that all hope of defeating the 
ratification of the treaty by presenting 
a solid Democratic front against ° it 
miust be abandoned. In fact, the con- 
ference was called because isintegra- 
tion of the Democratic ranks was tre- 
vealed by the announcement of Senators 
Mallory, Clay and Si:nmons that they 
desire to make speeches in favor of the | 
Panama canal, and while in these | 
speeches they will criticise some of the 
methods by which the pending treaty 
was brought about, they will give notice 
of theic purpose to vote for its ratifica- 
tion. 

The Democratic leaders endearored | 
in conference to pursuade these seuz- | 
tors and others who incline the same 
way, to wait until additional inforina- 
tion on the subject can- be obtained 
from tie state department. The charge 
was made that Republican senators are 
in possession of more facts than the| 
Democrats. and it was urged that be- 
fore any Democrat expressed a willing- 
hess to support the treaty he should in- | 
sist on having his side of the chamber 
fuirly treated in the way of inside in- 
formation. 

Accordingly a committee, of which | 
Senator Gorman is chairman, was ap- 
pointed to draft resolutions embodying 
the inquiries of Senator WWoar and 
others, including certain recent news- 
paper charges which have attracted | 
Wide attention. These composite reso- 
lutions are to be presented to a Demo- | 
cratic conference, when it is hoped that 
all Demoorats can be induced to with- 
hold support for the treaty until these 
inquiries are suitably answered.

Victory on Open Ports a Most | 
Potent Factor, Proving a For-| 
midable Obstacle to Russian | 


Plans In Manchuria 


London, Jan. 20.—The German news- 
papers appear to be paving the way to} 
explain the Russian letreat in the nego- | 
tations with Japan and in allof the 
capitals of Europe opinion now inclines | 
to a peaceful issue in the far eust. 


‘Tima most dignificant news is the 
fuller disclosure of the great impression | 
uidde upow Hussian opinion by the new | 
Cuited States treaty with China. Press | 
coulmen! in Russia shows that the 
treaty is regarded asa great diplomatic | 
Victory for the Washington yovern- 
ment, and the means of opposing a 
mvre formidable obstacle to Russia's 
piaps in Manchuria. 

The comment indjcatas that Secre- 
tary Hay's campaign for “the open door” 
had been regarded in Russia as of slight 
importance. Now, however, the recent 
change Ia the popular feeling of our peo- 
ple toward Hussta has been realized in 
that country, and bas raised a fear that 
the use of force might follow any dis- 
regard by Russia of our treaty rights. 
Russia begins to see the world’s collec- 
tive sentiment gathering behind Japan’s 
protest against her policy of exclusive- 


ness, 


Hope of peace, influenced by con- 
siderations set forth above, is strong. 


‘rhe war party is for the time in ratire- 
ment, and Lamsdorff is credited with 
directing the czar's policy of concilia- 
tion. It is stated that the authority of 
Viceroy Alexieff has been much cur- 
tailed, and that there is achance that 
Witte may return to power. He is well 
known to be opposed to war with 
Japan. 

‘The Port Arthur correspondent of The 
Daily Mail cables that he has had an 
interview with Alexieff, the Russian en- 


voy in the far east, who spoke hope 
fully of arranging a modus yivendi 


with Japan. ‘The viceroy then referred 
the correspondent to his diplomatic 
agent, M. Plarcon, who emphasized the 
impossibility of Russia's evacuatiou of 
Manchuria, and said: 

“Orders were given six months ago to 
evacuate New Chwang and Maneiurl:i 
provided the Chinese would agree to 
simple terms, but owing to the intrignes 
of the Japanese minister with the Chi- 
nese foreign board tiiese orders were 
countermanded.” 

M. Plarcon declared that the action 
of the United States in making a com- 
mercial treaty with China without Rus- 
Sia’s consent, under the existing cir- 
cumstances, was unfriendly and undip- 
lomatic. Russia, he snid, would not 
open or allow consuls at Mukden and 
Antung under the present regime. If 
Japan wanted Corea Russia, Vlarcon 
aaid, would nof interfere, provided 
other powers allowed it, and he added: 
“Russia did not ask Japan’s consent to 
occupy Manchuria, neither was it neces- 
sary for Japan to scek [tussia’s per- 
mission to establish a protectorate in 
Corea.” 

M. Flarcon concluded by saying that 
the United States and other nations 
were more interested In the situation 
than was Russia. The correspondent 
adds that the action of the United 
States sovernment has “upset Viceroy 
Alexieff's calculations.” 


FEARS OF AN OUTBREAK 


Decidedly Panicky Feeling Pre- 
vails at Corean Capital 


Seoul, Jan. 20.—Russia complains 
that Corean soldiers are causing 
trouble. Corea answers that Russia 


must not interfere. 

The te sion in Beoul is increasing and 
the native press, which probably is in- 
sptred, is more bitter against foreigners 
than formerly. The emperor's trusted 
advisors havo a daily council. ‘The 
Kussian and English legations have tiir- 
creased their guards by 16. The Japan- 
ese are buying and storing much rice 
in northern Corea. The ginseng trade 
is dead. 

The Corean general, Yihak Kiun, 
whose sympithies are pro-Russian, has 
made a velied threat against foreigners. 


Foreigners Stirring Up Strife 

Washiugton, Jan. 20.—Minister Allen, 
at Seoul, reports to the state depart- 
ment that Corea is in a panicky condi- 
tion and there is appreliension of a 
riotous ontbreak at any moment. The 
intimation is conveyed that Interested 
foreign emissaries are at the bottom of 
these disturbances, the result of which 
may be to afford an excuse for inter- 
yention and the placing of large forees 
in Corea, thus precipitating a hostile 
coilision between Russia and Japan. It 


is understood that the matter of re- 
enforcing the United States legation 
guard at Seoul will be left to the 


mutual arrangement of Mr. Allen and 
Rear Admiral Evans. The Germans 
also have landed marines to protect the 
legation. 


Fire King In Full Sway 

Montreal, Jan. 20.—The epidemie of 
fires here continues. The parish church 
of St. Cunegonde, a French CanaduPna 
suburb immediately adfoining Montreal, 
was burned last evening. The losses 
will aggregate several hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, with comparatively 
Uttie insurance.

Drift of Opinion. 


pe Recently I was told by a normal 
school principal that there is just now 
a tendency for girls to leave the school 
and take a commercial course particular- 
ly in stenography and typewriting. The 
reason given (by bright girls who were 
doing well and gave promise of becom- 
ing good teachers) was that the pay 
was more satisfactory. Within six 
months they could earn as much or 
more than they could obtain as 
teachers, whereas to become teachers! 
they must give two years and a half in 
preparation, One bright, quick girl, a 
graduate of a high school last June, is 
earning nine dollars per week making 
change in a city store. Able women 
clerks are earning from five to nine 
hundred dollars per year. The normal 
students know this and it makes them | 
restless and dissatisfied, for they | 
know that five hundred is more than| 
the limit for the average girl. More | 
than this, they begin at $350, $375, or| 
possibly $400 and they must reach the} 
high salary by little increases of twenty | 
or twenty-five dollars per year. This 
same principal also said that, from | 
what statistics he could gather, he had} 
come to the conclusion that two of| 
every three new teachers elected every | 
year were not normal trained, and he| 
wonders when the people will wake up| 
to the deterioration of the corps. 
Massachusetts with her ten normal} 
schools is more fortunate than the 
other states; but she will suffer never-| 
theless, for her graduates will be called 
away and in experienced teachers will} 
take their places.—-Sciolus in the Mil- 
ford Gazette.

EVILS IN QUAKER CITY 


Contracts Awarded to “Highest 
Responsive Bidders” and Elec- 
tions Merest Farces--Non-Par- 


tisan Politics the Safest 


Boston, Jan. 21.—The municipal gov- 
ernment conditions in New York, Phil- 
adelphia, Minneapolisand Chicago were 
told of last night at the dinner of the 
Economic club in speeches from men 
who have interested then:selves in 
polities of those cities before a large 
and interested audience. Rudolph 
Blankenburg of Philadelphia, who has 
been identified with reforin movements 
in that city for many years, made an 
unqualified attuck upon the political 
conditious in Philadelphia. The other 
speakers were: M. L. Bruce of New 
York, former chairman of the Repub- 
lican county committee, and D. P. 
Jones of Minneapolis, president of the 
council of the city. E. B. Smith of Chi- 
cago, a worker in the Municipal Voters’ 
league of that city, did not reach the 
meeting on account of a delay in train 
service, but the secretary of the club 
read an abstract of bis address, 

Mr. Bruce declared that there was no 
hope for a geod and successful mu- 
nicipal goverument unless it Was non- 
partisan. He believed that the  prin- 
ciples upon which the parties were 
divided in state and national polities 
had no place in city elections, Needed 
reforms had not sueceeded because the 
people accepted reforms as niedicines 
and not as food. 

He said that the reformed adminis- 
tration was defeated in New York by 
the voters of the residential district. 
When Tammany had been overthrown 
at the previous election it was mistak- 
ingiy construed as a victory for non- 
partisan government, and so much re- 
forin was offered to the people that it 
becaine liauseating to them. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the reformed 
adwinistration was the best New York 
ever had, and he predicted that the 
same forces which brought the reform 
movement into power In 1001 again 
would triumph, and because of the les- 


| sons that had been learned in the past 


he believed that it ~vould succeed itself, 

In his arraignmen t of Philadelphia, 
Mr. Blackanburg declared that the peo- 
ple there knew the truth but that they 
would not listen to it. He said that 
contracts had been awarded, not to the 
lowest responsibla bidder, but to the 
highest respaawsive bidder. Hospitals 
had been cempelled to pay 10 percent 
blackmail to pelitical leaders of the dis- 
tricts in order to obtain necessary ap- 
propriations. Gamblers had _ paid 
money for the privilege of continuing. 
Riections were merest farees. Thou- 
sands of names were fraudulently en- 
tered upon the voting lists; school teach- 
ers Were compelled to pay more money 
to obtain their positions. “The judges 
are honest,” went on Mr. Blackenburg, 
“but some of them are not altogether 
free from worshipping the machine that 
made them.” 

Mr. Blackenburg did not consider the 
conditions hopeless. In fact he said a 
distinct betterment had appeared re- 
cently, but he held that the “indiffer- 
ence, sellishness and cowardice of the 
people must be eradicated befere reform 
can become permanent.” Almost 50 
percent of the voters of Philadelphia 
did not, he said, exercise their right of 
franchise. He believed that dis- 
franchisement fora term of years should 
be made the penalty for neglecting to 
vote. He also favored the organization 
of a national municipal vigilance coun- 
mittee with branches in every im- 
portant municipality. 

Mr. Jones of Minneapolis took an 
optimistic view of the government of 
cities. Be described the plan under 
which the Voters’ league of Minne- 
apolis was conducted for the endorse- 
ment of worthy candidates for city 
oilice. Like Mr. Bruce, he believed that 
municipal polities 
was the only hope fora real betterment 

TYhe abstract of the address of Mr 
Smith of Chicago contained a recom 
mendation for a system of city govern- 
ment by which the city council should 
be in control, with the members te 
serve four years at salaries. In Chi- 
cazo a perpetual warfare was in pro 
gress for good government, M+. Smitt 
wrote.

Boston, Jan. 21.—An explosion, pre- 
sumably of naphtha or benzine, that 
blew a hole through the top of the 
large brick stcucture, 95 to 107 Albany 
street, gave impetus to a fire that 
bated the firersen for several hours last 
night. he total loss is $90,000. Clark 
& Kaufman, manufacturers of leather 
goods, occupied the floor where the 
fire broke out. 


Efforts to Apprehend Robbers 

Rockville, Conn., Jan. 21—A detec- 
tive agency, acting for the Adams Ex- 
press company, has offered a reward of 
$300 for the detection and conviction of 
the person or persons who assaulted and 
robbed Express Agent Darling of $495 
three weeks ago. Darling was so badly 
injured that he was confined to his bed 
for two weeks after the robbery. 


Investigation of Theatres 

Springfield, Mass., Jan. 21.—The ex- 
hibition license committee of this city 
has ordered three of the four local the- 
atres to file before next Wednesday 
proper certificates of the safety of their 
buildings. If such certificates are not 
filed the licenses will be revoked and 
the theatres compelled to close. 


Determined Efforts at Suicide 

Newton, Mass., Jan. 21.—After a fu- 
tile effort to end her life by taking 
carbolie acid, Inga Peterson, 18 years 
old, a domestic, made a second attempt 
by stripping herself to the waist and 
stabbing herself four times with a 
carving knife. Her condition is dan- 
gerous. 


Grain Supply Has Run Short

Russian Diplomacy Is Shown 
to Be Many-Faced 


| THE INTEGRITY OF CHINA' 


French Agreement With Russia 
Regarding It Applies to Old 
China, and SLe Cannot Aid In 
the Manchurian Squabble 


London, Jan. 21.—All the special dis- 
patches from St. Petersburg today re- 
flect the more peaceful feeling which 
prevails there, Little change, however, 
is to be observed in the dispatches from 
Tokio, which represent the situation as 
unchanged, 

Russiu's diplomatic position assumes 
a more interesting character in the 


light of the Berlin report, coming from 
otiicial sources, to the elfect that Frauce 
has refused military assistance to the 
Russian quarrel with Japan. The 
joint Franco-Russian note of March, 
1:02, in which the two powers under- 
took to act together in all questions 
affecting the integrity of China, is in- 
terpreted in Paris to apply only to old 
China, and not to Manchuria. Mean- 
time, Russia has sought the advice of 
Delcasse, I'rench foreign minister, as 
to the terms of the reply to Japan. 

St. Petersburg is said to have de- 
cided on meeting the Japanese demands, 
but the difficulty of keeping the pcrace 
and Iussia’s “face” on the Manchurian 
issue is one of evident seriousness. 
The French government is apparently 
determined uot to b2 drawn into a con- 
fiict. Her new understanding with 
Great Britain would bo sacrificed by 
urmed support of Russia, and this would 
mean the loss of a supposedly valuable 
understanding on certain Mediter- 
ranean questions of more importance to 
Irance than the whole of Asia. 

‘The situation inevitably involves a 
serious strain on the Franco-Russian 
«llinnee, and the fate of that agree- 
ment will be watched with keen inter- 
est. Russian diplomacy is nany-faced. 
Ilistory shows that engugements are 
made and thrown aside like an old gar- 
ment when thoy stand in the way of 
Russian interests. Russia, ysing Ger- 
many and France as catspaws, over- 
threw the Japanese treaty of peaco 
with China at the close ofthe recent 
war on the plea of “preserving the in- 
tegrity of Cliina.” Then she proceeded 
herself to occupy the territory from 
which the triple alliance bad thrust 
Japan, Next she solemnly pledged her- 
self on certain dates to evacuate this 
territory. This she has not done, aud 
did not intend to do when she made the 
“zreement, 

Finally her envoys at the different 
capitals of the world made the official 
announcement that Russia would recog- 
nize any trade conventions entered into 
hy China affecting Manchuria. With 
great expedition Secretary Hay secured 
the ratification by protocol of the treaty 
with China opening the ports of Muk- 
den and Autung, Manchuria, to the 
trade of the world.

MAN SHOT. 
While Employed at the 
Shipyard: 


The Assailant Was Not 
Seen. 


Not Known for Some Time That 
Injured Man Was Shot. 


There was a serious shooting affair at 
the Fore River Works Tuesday after- 
noon, but owing to the secrecy tbat 
now surrounds anything that transpires 
at the works the fact did not become 
known to the police until some hours 
later, and even then it was denied 
that any shooting had taken place. 
This greatly handicapped the police in 
their work and gave the person who 
committed the crime a good opportuni- 
ty to escape if he desired. 

The man shot was Winfield S. Pote, 
oneof the foremen. It appears that he 
was working under tbe battleship 
Rhode Island when shot. The deafning 
noise made by the power riveters pre- 
vented the report of the shot from 
being heard. 

Pote thought at first that ho bad been 
hit with a piece of steel. He walked 
te the timekeeper’s officer, and from 
there to the emergency hospital, where 
it is said he was treated by Dr. Pease, 
the yard physician, for a fractured rib. 

Later in the evening the wound began 
to bleed, and Dr. Middleton was called, 
as Dr. Pease had gone away. Ur. 
Middleton fousd that the man had 
been shot; that the bullet bad entered 
near the centre of the back, and lodged 
under the right shoulder blade. 

The wound was probably made by a 
22-calibre bullet. Dr. Middleton probed 
for it, but could not find it, 

Officer Bradley heard the report of a 
man being injured but could obtain no 


particulars, He, however, notified 
police headquarters. 
The first direct information came 


from Dr. Middleton who notified Officer 
Larkin, 

Inspector McKay called the emergency 
hospital at the works by telephone, 
but the police say it was positively 
denied that anything of the kind had 
taken place. 

Inspector McKay, however, imme- 
diately drove to the works. Then he 
was not permitted to see the 
However, he held an interview with 
him on Wednesday, 

Pote told him that he was threatened 
with personal violence on Tuesday 
morning, because he had brought men 
from Philadelphia to take the place of 
men employed in the yard. He said 
that he had also been threatened by a 
man who said, ‘‘If you don’t get out of 
here quick you will be taken oat. I'd 
risk my life to get you out of here.’’

In Settling Disputes Between | of 1854. 


Nations Must Not Be Looked 
For In the Immediate Future 


New York, Jan. 22.—Over 400 mem- 
bers and guests of the Holland Society 
of New York attended the annua! din- 
ner here last night. W. J. Bryan, Sir 
Ghentung Liang Cheng and James M. 
Beck were the speakers. President 
Banta proposed a toast to the president, 
which was drunk standing. A letter 
from President Roosevelt, regretting his 
inability to attend the dinner, was 
read. ‘The first speaker was Sir Chen- 
tung Liang Cheng, who responded to the 
toast “The friendly relatious of the 
Dutch with other nutious.” He said in 
part: 

“I have always thought the respect 
for ancestors is a peculiar trait of Chi- 
nese character. But who would expect 
such a sentiment to prevail to any ex- 
tent in a country lixe America. 

“It is an encouraging sign of the 
thues that the importance of commerce 
to the life and growth of the nation is 
being more and more appreciuted eyory 
day. In so far as commerce stimulates 
the production of wealth it makes for 
general peace and discountenance of 
war. 

“Fortunately for the present day and 
generation, the world has advanced so 
far in enlightenment and civilization as 
to have other means of settling interna- 
tional disputes than a resort to arms. 
At the samo time the nations of the 
earth have been drawn closer together. 
War at the present day not only in- 
volves the parties strictly concerned, 
but also affects the interests of other 
nitious. The extension of commerce 
las brought about all this. The Czar 
of Russia only gave concrete expression 
to what all mankind felt some years ago 
When he issued a general call for a 
peace congress. Consequently he met 
with a ready response from every gov- 
ernment. 

“This is a long step towards the ultl- 
mate abolition of war. Now that there 
is a high court of justice at The Hague 
which offars to every nation a way out 
of every difficulty witb unother, without 
sacrifice of dignity or honor, it is to be 
hoped that the time is not far distant 
when war between nations will be only 
n painful memory of the barbarous 
past.” 


After James M. Beck had spoken, 
Mr. Bryan was introduced. I re- 
sponding to the toast “Peace,” he said 
in part: 

“Since my visit to The Netherlands 
my thoughts have beeu dwelling niuch 
upon the important part that that littie 
nation seews destined to take in the 
mnovement that has for its object the 
substitution of reason for force in tle 
settlement of differences between na- 
tions. It is fitting that the Temple of 
Peace should stand upon the ground 
that was the scene of an 80 years’ con- 
flict and I um glad that an American 
citizen has so generously provided for 
its construction. 

“We must not expect all armies to 
be disbanded at once, or look for the 
immediate settlement of all questions 
by arbitration. The peace conference 
which, by invitation of the Emperor 
of Russlu, convened at The Hazue—the 
peace conference to which our own 
country has given such effective sup- 
port—did not announce a new dis- 
covery; it simply gave expression to a 
desire that was felt, to a greater or 
less extent, among the more enlight- 
ened of every nation. 

“It revealed the fact that society is 
at last approaching the point where 
conscience will assert its supremacy 
over the brute instinct. There have 
been tlmes when bravery upon the bat- 
tlefleld was considered the highest 
form of virtue, and there have been 
times when intellectual forc2 and in- 
dependence of thought have been con- 
sidered all sufficient, but now heart 
characteristics are begiuning to be 
recognized as the dominant ones. We 
nre finding that neither the perfectly 
developed body nor the splendidly 
trained mind fills the measure of the 
man or of th2 nation. The evils wlilch 
aiflict the body politic are not due to 
the extraordinary development of the 
tvaterial resources of the world, but to 
the fact that the moral sense has not 
always kept pace with indust-lal ex- 
pansion. 

“But there is an awakening at hand. 
In the United States, in England, in 
France, in Russia, everywhere, there is 
nn increasing group of thos2 who are 
looking up to a higher ideal, who insist 
that a physical combat between men is 
aS powerless as a fight between wild 
nnitnals to determine the right or wrong 
ef auy proposition. They fear that 
even intellect, umless warmed and 
vitalized by a belief in the brotherhood 
of man, may go fer astray. 

“It is not upon the plutocracy of 
wealth, nor upon the aristocracy of 
learning, but upon the democracy of the 
heart that the hepe of universal arbi- 
tration and permanent peace must rest. 
Today an increasing number of people 
throughout the world, standing upcn 
the heights, are learning that God is not 
in the ironclads nor in the armies, but 
in the still, small voice of justice that 
issues from tribunals like that re 


cently instituted at The Hagu3.”

Floods In the West 
Keokuk, Jan. 22.—A repetition of last 
summer's flood seems probable. <A 
gorge has formed at the mouth of the 
Des Molnes river and the water has 
backed .p over five miles of lowlands 
in the Missouri and Iowa bottoms, The 
Fox river has overflowed its banks, 
indian Grave levee has broken, caus- 
ing heavy losses to farmers having 
land in wheat. The ice still holds in 
the Mississippi, but the water has risen 
two feet in 24 hours. 


Ohio Streams Flooded 
Columbus, O., Jan. 22.—An almost 
continuous fali of rain for 36 hours 
carrying off the snow bas caused fresh- 
ets in vractically all Ohio streams, 
The danger at many places has been 
greatly increased by the breaking up of 
ice in the streams and the formation of 
gorges. Some of the jowlands have 
been flooded, but no serious breaks in 
the levees have been reported. 


Flood In Pennsylvania Town 
Meadville, Pa., Jan. 22—Much of 
Meadville is inundated. The trouble 
comes from Mill run and is caused by a 
thaw and light rain of 24 hours. ‘The 
run passes under several business 
Llocks und strests and has become com- 
pletely clogged with ico, forcing the 
water over the banks. A torrent is 
sweeping through several stores and 
cellars are flooded. 


Flood Wrecks Bridges 
Indianapolis, Jan. 22.—The White 
river is out of its banks. At Muncie the 
Indiana Union Traction company’s 
bridge Las gone and ether bridges have 
Leen carried away. 


$20,000 a Year on $3500 Salary 
Washington, Jan. 22.—1n the trial of 
August W. Machen, the Groff brothers 
and the Lorenzs’ on an indictment 
charging conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment in connection with the dale of 
letter box fasteners, District Attorney 
Taggart offered in evidence the tran- 
script of Machen’s entire dealings with 


the Union National bank of West- 
minster, Ind., to the admission of 
which Machen’s counsel objected. 


Holmes Courad, special counsel for the 
government, contended thatthe docu- 
ment was admissible, and remarked 
tbat, in looking it over, it appeared 
that, by strict ecouomy, Machen, on a 
salary of $3500 a year, had managed to 
make $20,000 a year. This brought 
forth a storm of protests from counsel 
for the defense.

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Russia Adheres to Her Politi- 


cal and Strategic Claims 


WILL NOT SIGN A TREATY 


Offer of “General Assurances” 
Given to Other Powers Not 
Acceptable to Japan, Which 
Is Now Ready For War 


London, Jan. 22.—Special dispatches 
from St. Petersburg assert that Russia's 
Teply to the latest Japanese note was 
drawn up at a ministerial council held 
yesterday, ut whick the czar presided. 
The tenor of this reply is courteous 
but drm, and it was approved withouta 
dissenting voice by the conumittee of 
ministera. 

Nothing bas been given out officially 
concerming this reply, but it is under- 
stood, according to the messages from 
St. Petersburg, that Russia maintning 
that Manchuria must remain amenable, 
politically and strategically, to Rus- 
Sian Influence, the concession being 
only of a commercial character, 

Settlement of the crisis halts before 
the questioa of what assurances Russia 
shall give Japan that the open door and 
China's sovereignty shal! be respected 
in Manchurla by the St Petersburg 
government. Russia has offered the 
same, geheral assurances that she bas 
given to the other powers. Japan in- 
sists upon a treaty in which Russis 
skall give her pledges the most binding 
form. Great Britain declines to act ou 
the Russiaa request that British influ- 
euog be used to modify Japan's de 
wands. There, for the moment, mat- 
ters are apparently at a standstill. 


Japan Is now fully prepared for war, 
and is disinclined to disarm until her 
years of preparation sir.ce the Chinese 
war have definitely and absolutely set- 
tled her dispute with Russia. A peace 
ful settlement is now considered like 
ly, though it is admitted that weeks of 
Suspense must precede any final ad- 
justment. Lord Lansdowne Is for the 
iirst tinie slightly optimistic, while 
Haron Hayashi, the Japanese minister, 
still takes a gloomy view of affairs. 

Tha French forelgn minister, Del- 
casse, bad an interview with the Japan- 
ese minister yesterday, and {s sald to 
have made definite suggestions for the 


basis of a peaceful settlement. M. 
Deleasse’s reputation gives his optl- 
mistic view much Influence in con- 


tinenta! diplomatic circles. 

The Russian foreign office quietly set 
aside the noisy interview of Alexieff's 
agent, Plancon, with the statement 
that Russia made no reservations In her 
pledge to recognize our new treaty 
rights in Manchurla. There remains 
ample ground for delay, however, in the 
declaration that Russia must have a 
voice, with China, in the decision of 
questions arising over the forelgn set- 
tlements. 


Korean affairs are still threatening. 
The emperor hus ordered a reorganiza- 
tion of the government, and Is reported 
to be Inclined to a restoration of the 
Chinese suzerainty. Reports that the 
American guards were boisterous and 
offensive are disproved by ample eyi- 
dence. 


Korean Prince Out of Sight 

Washington, Jan. 22.—The Korean 
minister at Washington and his staff 
are guarding zealously the whereabouts 
of Prince Eulwha, who, according toa 
report, will replace his father on the 
throne in the event of the Korean em- 
peror is dethroned. ‘The prince had 
some trouble at Delaware, O., wuere Le 
Was attending college, and left there 
some time ago. 


Female Students Lost Clothing 
Charlotte, N. C., Jan. 22.—Fire 
which broke out in the kitchen de- 
troyed the main dormitory, the kitchen 
and dining rooms and laundry and 
bower buildings of the state norma! col- 
lege for girls at Greensboro. There 
were about 200 students in the burned 
Cormitory and al! escaped without ia- 
jury. Some of the students, however, 
Lad exceedingly narrow escapes. Over 
100 of the students lost all their cloth- 
ing. The loss is estimated at $70,000. 


Carried to His Death by Coal 

Providence, Jan. 22.—Men working in 
the dumping room of a coal pocket here 
were surprised by the dead bedy of 
Frank O. Pearson, agetl 22, shooting 
into the ear into which the coal was be- 
ing loaded for removal.

Motions to be Filed by Defendants 
for New Trial. 


Verdicts were reached on Thursday 
afternoon in the cases of G, F. Fair- 
cloth vs. P. J, Williams and G. W. 
Prescott, both actions for libel, which 
have engrossed the attention of the 
Norfolk Superior court since Monday, 

The jury awarded the plaintiff a ver- 
dict of $500 against Mr. Williams, and 

250 against Mr. Prescott. 

The action was founded on the pub- 
lication of charges preferred by P. J.

**Yes, I brought on seven men from 
Philadelphia to work in the shops, and 
I had their wages increased from $2.50 
to $3 a day.’’

VICEROY ALEXEIEFF. 


THE GREAT WHITE RULER OF NORTH- 
ERN ASIA. 


From Humble Rank This Russian 
Has Risen, Unaided by Family or 
Fortune, to a Post Second Only to 
That of the Czar Himself. 


{Special Correspondence.] 

Peking, Dec. 29.—The eastern situa- 
tion seems to have produced already a 
man of destiny in the person of Vice 
Admiral Alexeteff, Russian viceroy of 
the far east, commander in chief of the 
Russian forces on land and on sea and 
Pooh Bah of Manchuria. Whether it be 
war or peace, he is fated to be a maker 
of history. Formerly aid-de-camp gen- 
eral to the czar, he is now a czar him- 
self. Within the wide limits of his ju-

risdiction he is supreme. He is the only 
Russian viceroy and is responsible to 
the ezar alone. 

Vice Admiral Alexeieff has risen to 
his present eminence from obscurity 
without the aid of fortune or family in- 
fluence. His remarkable advancement 
should be of especial interest to Ameri- 
cans since it was in that country that 
he laid bis first claim to consideration. 
He had landed in San Francisco in 
1878 a navy lieutenant from a tour of 
sea duty along the then almost unpopu- 
lated shores of Siberia. The air was 
full of rumors of war between Russia 
and England. Hostilities seemed inevi- 
table. It was a time when few under- 
officers would have dared address the 
minister of the navy even by cable ex- 
cept to ask for orders. But Alexeiett 
cabled to the ministry for power to buy 
in America commerce destroyers. The 
answer came that his idea was regard- 
ed with approval, but that the time 
was too short. He persisted in his re- 
quest and was given the power he 
asked. As he rushed across the conti- 
nent he bought fast ships by telegraph 
Three days after his arrival in Phila- 
delphia he was able to inform the min- 
ister of the navy that he had six ships 
ready to sail and two others would be 
ready within four days. 

The war cloud blew over, and Alex- 
ejeff was ordered to sell his ships, but 
his capacity and activity were not for. 
gotten. When he returned to St. Pe 
tersburg he was given a ship, with the 
rank of. captain. In three years he 
was an admiral. Seven years age 
came his chance in the far east. Or. 
dered to the Asiatie station, he buih 
up the great naval centers, Port Ar- 
thur and Vladivostok, and Dalny, the 
wonderful city erected before its in- 
habitants arrived, was also his creation. 
By diplomacy and by force he extended 
Russia’s sphere of influence until Man- 
churia had been practically absorbed 
into the empire. 

When the Boxer rebellion broke out 
Alexeieff- dropped his administrative 
duties for those of the field. He led the 
attack on the Taku forts and relieved 
Tientsin, rescuing the British Admiral 
Seymour. He was for a time com. 
mander of the allied forces. The wat 
over, he continued his work at Port 
Arthur, Dalny and Vladivostok with 
such success that the czar has con- 
ferred on him distinctions and powers 
no other Russian outside the imperia: 
family has ever enjoyed. 

Many predicted that Alexeieff’s ele. 
vation meant war with Japan. The 
new viceroy has, however, done more 
to avert such a war than any other 
man could have done without aban 
doning Russia’s fixed policy regarding 
northern China. He does not want 
war, but he will tight if necessary 
with the same vigor with which he 
does everything else. 

He has already prevented one war. 
In the spring of 1895, when Russia de- 
manded of Japan the evacuation of the 
Liautong peninsula, there was a mo- 
ment when war seemed certain. The 
time set in Russia’s ultimatum had ex- 
pired. Russian and Japanese men-of- 
War confronted each other in the har- 
bor of Chefu in battle array. The fren- 
vy of fighting possessed the officers and 
men of both fleets. Tyrtoff, Alexeieff’s 
fellow admiral, wanted to begin the 
fight, but Alexeieff insisted on a final 
delay of twenty-four hours. One hour 
before that time was up word came 
that Japan had yielded, 

Alexeieff isa man of magnificent phy- 
sique. He is six feet tall and broad 
shouldered in proportion. His health 
is perfect. Though so many years of 
his life have been spent on the frontier, 
he .is thoroughly cosmopolitan and is 
well known at Nice and on the Riviera 
and in most continental capitals.

He is manager of the Western 
Union office at Lewistown, Pa. He was 
one of the field telegraphers during the 
civil war and was taken prisoner by the 
Confederates, but escaped and reached 
the Union lines in safety.

Recently there died in India a Hin- 
doo who was known as the Tiger Man. 
He was a high caste native, given to 
his books, and much of his philosophy 
has been quoted in European countries. 
He lived in the ruins of an old temple | 
on the outskirts of a dense jungle, 
and there he made and maintained 
his fame as a tamer of wild beasts, 
particularly tigers. He did not actu- 
ally tame them, but the influence he 
exercised over them was no less than 
wonderful. Even with a thousand wit- 
nesses to corroborate facts one finds 
it hard to believe in some of his do- 
ings. 

Had he been so minded he could 
have cleared the whole province of 
tigers in two or three years and en- 
riched himself with the bounty offered 
for their heads and the heads of other 
dangerous beasts and deadly serpents, 
but he positively refused to bring harm 
to a single denizen of the jungle. He 
would throw no obstacle in the way of 
hunters, and he expressed no sorrow 
when he looked upon a tiger slain by 
others, but he had laid down a rule, 
and nothing would induce him to 
swerve from it. It often happened 
that natives who had lost relatives or 
oxen by the hunger of the king of the 
jungle came to him and prayed for 
vengeance, but in every instance his 
reply was: 

“I am sorry for you, but tigers must 
have food as well as men. I will not 
help you to kill one, but I will talk 
to the beasts and ask them to be more 
careful hereafter, I am sure they will 
do this for me.” 

As soon as the Tiger Man’s reputa- 
tion began to spread there were 
many who desired to put him to the 
test, and during the long years of his 
life it was seldom that he refused. A 
hundred times over he has gone out 
into the jungle alone at night and call- 
ed a tiger to him and led the beast to 
the ruins for all to see. Sometimes the 
tiger would crouch and creep and 
whine, and again he would be fiercely 
defiant and menace the spectators. 

If the report came that a tiger in a 
certain district had killed a human be- 
ing, the man would set off for the place 
without asking for fee or reward. He 
would learn all he could about the 
beast and then enter the jungle to 
search him out. Sometimes he would 
be seeking for several days, and when 
night overtook him he made his camp 
among the beasts and serpents of the 
thickets. When the tiger had been 
found, which was nearly always the 
case if he had not left for another io- 
cality, he would be taken by the ear to 
the village in which he had seized his 
victim and then be made to roll in the 
dust by way of apology for his mis- 
deed. He would then be told that he 
must go at least fifty miles away and 
live on the game of the jungle for the 
next month, and it has been proved 
over and over again that the tiger nev- 
er failed to disappear. 

It was with the knowledge and ac- 
tive participation of a governor of In- 
dia and not more than fifteen years ago 
that the Tiget Man was put to the 
hardest test of his life. He claimed im- 
munity from every species of wild 
beast and serpent, and he was sent in- 
to a jungle in which three fuli grown 
tigers had taken refuge from some 
sportsmen, one of whom was the gov- 
ernor. The hunt had ended at dusk, 
and the Tiger Man would have dark- 
ness against him as he pushed his way 
through the jungle. The locality was 
known to be infested with cobras, and 
just as the hunt was called off one of 
the party caught sight of a “rogue” 
elephant stealing through the thicket. 

No money would have hired a white 
man to penetrate into the jungle at} 
night, and a native would have lain 
down in his tracks and refused to stir, 
no matter what punishment threaten- 
ed. 

There were more than forty people 
left behind as the Tiger Man set forth 
upon his errand. He bowed before the 
governor and said he would bring in 
at least one of the tigers—one which 
had been slightly wounded by a bullet. 
He was heard whistling and chanting 
as he penetrated the thickets, and he 
was absent about three hours. When | 
he returned there were both commotion 
and consternation.

pel her from the province. For, even 
admitting for the sake of argument, 
that Japan won all the initial battles, 
and succeeded in breaking 
long line of communication, these re- 
verses would be but temporary. The 
final outcome would be that which 
overtook the Boers in South Africa 
Japan would be overborne by force of 
numbers.

wine you pour a few drops into the 


host’s glass before serving the guests.” 

The waiter smiled and answered: 

“It's a matter of form, sir; an old 
custom, a politeness. Its origin lies in 
the fact that after the removal of the 
cork there might be left in the neck of 
the bottle a little dust or a few specks 
of cork. The first drops poured out 
would in that event contain the dust or 
the cork, and thus the guest were he 
served first might get this refuse; hence 
the host is given the first drops. 

“As a matter of fact, if you know 
how to open wize you have no difficulty 
in keeping the bottle’s neck clean. The 
custom, therefore, is a formality in 
America. In Italy, though, it is a real 
necessity, for over there they pour a 
little oil in the necks of their bottles of 
native wine before corking on the 
ground that this makes the wine air 
tight. No doubt it does, but it also in 
some cases gives to the first glass from 
the bottle a decidedly oily flavor. There-

Tuscaloosa, Ala., Jan. 23. -—The most 
cisastrous cycloue that ever swept over 
this section visited Movndsville, a town 
of 300 inhabitants, and as a result 37 
persous Were killed and more than 100 
injured, aud every business in 
the town, with the exception of a small 
drug store, was completely destroyed. 

The cyclone struck the town from the 
southwest. Its pathway was a quarter 
of a mile wide right through the town. 
By the force of the storm persons were 
blown hundreds of feet from their beds 
in the blackness of the night. Bed-

scattered a distance of 10 mils through- 
out what was a forest, but which is now 
as clear as if it had been eut by the 
Wwoodman’s axe, Freight ears were 
torn to splinters, the trucks under 
them being hurled hundreds of feet.

without honor and respect, jeering the 
old time customs and laughing in the 
faces of chief and shamans. 

*As I say, we were become a weak 
breed, we Whitefish, We sold our 
warm skins and furs for tobacco and 
whisky and thin cotton things that left 
us shivering in the cold. And the 
coughing sickness came upon us, and 
men and women coughed and sweated 
through the long nights, and the hunt- 
ers on trail spat blood upon the snow. 


And now one and now another bled 
swiftly from the mouth and died. And 
the women bore few children, and 


those they bore were weak and given 
to sickness. And other sicknesses came 
to us from the white men, the like of 
which we had never known and could 
not understand. Smallpox, likewise 
measles, have I heard these sicknesses 
named, and we died of them die 
the salmon in the still eddies when in 


as 


the fall their eggs are spawned and 
there is no longer need for them to 
live. 


“And yet—and here be the strange- 
ness of it—the white men come as the 
breath of death. All their ways lead 
to death. Their nostrils are filled with 
it, and yet they do not die. Theirs the 
whisky and tobacco and short haired 
dogs; theirs the many sicknesses, the 
smallpox and measles, the coughing 
and mouth bleeding; theirs the white 
skin and softness to the frost and 
storm, and theirs the pistols that shoot 
six times very swift and are worthless. 
And yet they grow fat on their many 
ills and prosper 
over all the world and tread mightily 
upon its peoples. And their women, 
too, are soft as little babes, most 
breakable and never broken, the moth- 
ers of men. And out of all this soft- 
ness and sickness and weakness come 
strength and power and authority. 
They be gods or devils, as the case may 
be. I do not know. What do I know, 
I, old Imber, of the Whitefish? Only 
do I know that they are past under- 
standing, these white men, far wander- 
ers and fighters over the earth that 
they be. 

“As I say, the meat in the forest be- 
came less and less. It be true the 
white man’s gun is most excellent and 
kills a long way off, but of what worth 


the gun when there is no meat to kill?, 


When I was a boy on the Whitefish 
there was moose on every hill, and each 
year came the caribou uncountable, 
but now the hunter may take the trail 
ten days and not one moose gladden his 
eyes, while the caribou come no more 
at all. Small worth the gun, I say, 
killing a long way off when there be 
nothing to kill. 

“And I, Imber, pondered upon these 
things, watching the while the White- 
fish and the Pellys and all the tribes 
of the land perishing as perished the 
meat of the forest. Long I pondered. 
I talked with the shamans and the old 
men who were wise. I went apart that 
the sounds of the village might not dis- 
turb me, and I ate no meat so that my 
belly should not press upon me and 
make me slow of eye and ear. I sat 


long and sleepless in the forest, wide 
eyed for the sign, my ears patient and 


keen for the word that was to come. 
And I wandered alone in the blackness 
of night to the river bank, where was 
Wind moaning and sobbing of water 
and where I sought wisdom from the 
ghosts of old shamans in the trees and 
dead and gone. 

“And in the end, as in a vision, came 
to me the short haired and detestable 
dogs, and the way seemed plain. By 
the wisdom of Otsbaok, my father and 
a strong man, had the blood of our own 
wolf dogs been kept clean, wherefore 
had they remained warm of hide and 
strong in the harness. So I returned 
to my village and made oration to the 
men. ‘This be a tribe, white 
men,’ I said, ‘a very large ‘tribe, and 
doubtless there is no longer meat in 
their land and they are come among 
us to make a new land for themselves. 
But they weaken us and we die. They 
are a very hungry folk. Already has 
our meat gone from us, and it were 
well, if we would live, that we deal by 
them as we have dealt by their dogs.’ 

“And further oration I made, coun- 
seling fight. And the men of the 
Whitefish listened, and some said one 
thing and some another, and 
spoke of other and worthless 
and no man made brave talk of 
of war. But while the yeung men were 
weak as water and afraid I watched 
that the old men sat silent and that 
in their eyes fire came and went. And 
later, when village slept and no 
one knew, I drew the old men away 
into the forest and made more talk. 
And now we were agreed, and we re- 
membered the good young days, and 
the free land, and the times of plenty, 
and the gladness and sunshine, and we 
called brothers and swore 
great and a mighty oath to 
cleanse the land of the evil breed that

“These be the first,’ I said when the 
old men had gathered to me. ‘Later 
we will bind together all the old men 
of all the tribes, and after that the 
young men who remain strong, and the 
work will become easy.’ 

“And then the two dead white men 
we cast into the river. And of the ca- 
noe, which was a very good canoe, we 
made a fire, and a fire also of the 
things within the canoe. But first we 
looked at the things, and they were

pouches of leather, which we cut oper 
With our knives. And inside these 
pouches were many papers, like tha 
from which thou hast read, O How 
kan, with markings on them which we 
marveled at and could not understand 
Now I am become and 1 know 
them for the speech of men as thow 
hast told me.” 

A whisper and buzz went around thé 
court room when Howkan finished in 
terpreting theeaffair of the canoe, and 
one man’s voice spoke up: “That was 
the lost 91 mail—Jeter James and De 
lascy bringing it in and last spoken at 
Le Barge by Matthews going out."

COSTLY LANTERNS. 


The Fancy Lamps That Passenger 
Conductors Used to Carry, 
Modern railroading has driven the 
passenger conductor’s lantern almost 
out of use. Years ago the pride of a 
passenger conductor was his lantern. 
Then the cars were not so brilliantly 
illuminated as they are now, and the 
ticket taker was obliged to carry his 


| light on his left arm in order to see the 


pasteboards as he passed through the 
dimly lighted car. 

At one time the conductors indulged 
in considerable extravagance in the 
matter of lanterns. Some of them were 
gold and silver plated. The upper part 
of the glass globe was colored blue, and 
the nathe of the owner was cut in old 
English letters. At the meetings of the 
Conductors’ association manufacturers 
would arrange a great display of costly 
lights at one of the hotels in the city in 
which the meeting would be held. 
Some of the conceits in the lights were 
unique, am] the prices ranged from $25 
to ten times that figure.

“The ostensible object of the club is 
‘for the promotion of social instrac- 
tion and entertaining intercourse and 
to provide a place of meeting for the 
men of the commpnity.’’ Any male 
attendant at the S:. Thomas church 
service of 17 years of age or over, and 
outsiders who may be vouched for, are 
eligible to become members of the 
club. 

‘*The members of the club, notwith- 
standing their religious predilections, 
burn fornightly incense to the god 
Nicotine, and the frequent dances that 
are held by the club in Bacon hall are 
often attended by pastor Duflield, who 
looks after the children and becomes 
the moving spirit of the occasions. 

Last week there appeared in Somer- 
ville an exotic poster in red and green 
and biack, announcing that the Lawrence 
Club would hold a minstrel show and 
dance, lasting until 2 e’clock, on the 
evening of Feb. 9 in Bacon Hall. The 
entertainment is to consistof coon songs 
and vaudeville by local and professional 
talent, and at the wind up of the poster 
comes the announcement of the dance. 

‘*The ministerial dignity of the rector 
isn’t at all disconcerted when he tells 
you that be is a member and an active 
mover in getting up a vaudeville and 
dance. 

‘*In fact, to meet this interesting, 
much beloved minister and to learn 
about him from what he tells you and 
from what others in Somerville relate 
concerning his every day life, is, re- 
gardless of creed, to be convinced of his 
sincerity, his strength of character and 
his courage of conviction. 


Shop Bible Classes. 

The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion has decided to take the Bible to 
working men. Many of our greatest 
teachers feel that this book contains 
the only true solution for the problems 
that today vex and worry both employer 
and employe. ‘‘Shop Bible Classes’’ is 
the term used to express this new de- 
parture of the Association. Over 125 
of these classes are already being con- 
ducted in the great manovfacturing 
cenires of the country. Many of the 
classes are held at the neon hour, 
others at midnight, where there are 
special night forces. Massachusetts 
has shown a very conservative spirit 
toward this new departure, 

Some weeks ago, however, a class was 
started in Holyoke with an attendance 
of 125, The Chelsea Association is the 
second inthe state to take up this work, 
aclass having been organized among 
the employes of George D. Emery Co. 
last week under the leadership of Gen- 
eral Secretary Ernest L. Mogge. At 
the first meeting there was an attendance 
of forty. The Fall River association bas 
also made arrangements to form shop 
Bible classes in the great factories and 
shops of that city.

Temperance Progress. 


Of all the nations which have made 
great progress toward temperance, if 
not prohibition, Sweden and Finland 
take the lead. In 1829 Sweden had 4 
saloon to every hundred? of her popula- 
tion and the consumption of alcoholic 
liquors was above six gallons per capita. 
Now the nation has but one saloon to 
5,000 inhabitants, and the consumption 
has fallen to less than one and one-third 
gallon. That is a marvelous change. 
Finland was as bad as Sweden, but in 
fifty years it has reduced the saloon to 
the ratio of one to 9,000 inhabitants, 
witb a consumption of less than half a 
gallon per capita, That is approaching 
temperance. To do as well France will 
have to close nine-tenths of her saloons. 
The United States has a ‘saloon to each 
890 inhabitants, and France one to 
every 83. 


Has Fought Eight Duels 

Berlin, Jan. 23.—A lieutenant in the 
army named Krohn, who js stationed at 
Pirna, Saxony, has recently fought 
eight duels and is about to undertake 
the ninth encounter in defense of his 
family honor. Krohn has had the best 
of these meetings, for it is said that 
two of his opponents were severely and 
three slightly wounded, while three es- 
capd unhurt. 


Fire Panic at Chicago 

Chicago, Jan. 25.—Fire in the Ma- 
sonic Temple caused a panic among the 
4000 occupants of the building and 
damaged the stock and fixtures of 
tenants to the extent of $20,000.

RUMORS OF WAR MOVES 


Discredited, However, by Rus- 
sians and Japanese--Chinese 
Troops Said to Be Entering 
the Province of Manchuria 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 25.—Reports of 
an alarming nature concerning the sit- 
uation in the far east continue to pour 
out, These include the statements that 
the Japanese are landing an army at 
Masampho, Korea, and that 3000 Rus- 
sian troops are crossing the Yalu rivev. 

The reported dispatch of a Chinese 
army, trained by European officers, be- 
yond the Great Wall to preserve order 
in Mancburia cannot be confirmed here, 
und the reports of the Japanese at Ma- 
sampho and the Russians at the Yaluare 
discredited at the foreign office and by 
Mr. Kurino, the Japanese minister to 
IKussia. M. Hartwig, a departmental 
chief of the Russian foreign otlice, 
spoke feelingly to Kurino regarding the 
harm being done by exaggerated and 
often utterly baseless reports. 

While the Russian governnient un- 
derstands the situation in Korea to be 
disturbed and possibly threatening, it 
has no information of a situation grave 
enough to warrant the landing of a large 
Japanase force there. Russia freely ad- 
mits Japan's right, under existing con- 
ventions, to land in Kcrea a reasonable 
number of soldiers to preserve order; 
but the landing of an army at this stage 
of the negotiations could not be viewed 
with equanimity. 

Mr. Kurino is in no way anxious be- 
cause of the delay in Russia’s response 
to the latest Japanese note and says that 
Japan is not pressing for an imme- 
diate reply. “Russia will be given all 


the time she needs,” the minister is 
quoted as saying. 
The statement published by ‘The 


Novoe Vrerya tbat although Iussia de- . 
sires peace, she cannot surrender all, 
coincides with the distinct Iuipression 
gathered at the foreign office that Rus- 
sia wil! continue to maintain that the 
anestion of the suvercigniy ot Man- 
churia is solely a matter between Rus- 
sia and China, . 

The Svjet and the St. TFetersburg 
Listoe have raised an outery over the 
reported. sending of Chinese troops to 
Manchuria, and the latter newspaper 
declares that if it is true that these 
troops go with the purpose of threat- 
ening the railroad between Port Arthur 
and Vladivostock, it means war with 
China and not with Japan. In an inter- 
view Hoo Wei Teh, the Chinese min- 
ister to Russia, is quoted as saying: 

“The talk of China going to war with 
anyone is absurd. We have no inten- 
tion of fighting. If Chinese troops are 
being sent north itis solely for the 
purpose of inspiring confidence in our 
own people, who are alarmed and who 
would become panic-stricken in the 
event of hostilities between Russia and 
Japan. Personally I have no knowl- 
edge of this reported mevement, but the 
fact of it would not necessarily be com- 
municated to me.” 

The Russ bas attacked The Novoe 
Vremya for what it terms its colleague’s 
stupid mistake about the destination of 
the American Asiatic squadron, The 
Novoe Vremya having said the Amer- 
ican warships were going to Yongam- 
pho, when actually their destination 
was Olongapo, in the Philippines, and 
for presaging American intervention In 
the far east. ‘The Russ declares that 
as the jnterests of America are com- 
merciar\ the American goverpment re- 
quires friendly relations with Russia. 


Alleged Outrages by Russians 

London, Jan. 25.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Times says letters re- 
ceived there from Viadivostock declare 
a party of Russian marines landed at 
Viadivostock and subjected the Japan- 
ese residents to great violence. They 
wrecked 24 houses, maltreated women 
and inflicted wounds upon aged persons 
aud children. The rioting lasted 20 
hours. The rioters were accompanied 
by their officers, according to the letters 
froin Viadivostock, and were not re- 
strained by the civil authorities. Japan- 
ese hewspapers advocate the witbdraw- 
al of all Japanese from Siberia and ask 
what may be expected in the event of 
hostilities if such things occur during 
peace. 


No News From Japan 

London, Jan. 25.—No news from the 
far east was received at the Japanese 
legation here yesterday. Special dis- 
patches from Tokio published here this 
morning report ibat the Japanese min- 
ister of finance has had a conference 
with the leading Japanese bankers and 
has decided to issue & loan of $50,- 
000,000.

Seoul, Jan. 25—A cablegram has 
been received from the Korean minis- 
ter at St. Petersburg saying that Rus- 
sia disapproves of Korea's declaration 
of neutrality.

Aalesund, Norway, Jan. 25.—The fire 
which swept over this town destroyed 
every building except the hospital. 
The 11,000 inhabitants of Aalesund 


Were compelled to camp in the open. 
The children of the town had to be 
housed temporarily in the church at 
Borgund. ‘The panic among the people 
was so great after the outbreak of the 
flames that al! attempts at leadership 
er discipline became out of the ques- 
tion. No excesses, however, were con- 
mitted. The people first endeavored to 
save some of their property, but they 
found they had quite enough to do to 
save their own lives. 

The destruction of the town was 
complete within a couple of hours from 
the time the fire started. It is be- 
lieved now that only three persons lost 
their lives. Succor has arrived from 
Berlin and other places and provisions 
are being distributed. Relief commit- 
tees have been formed and have in- 
vited public subscriptions. 

Thousands of persons had to spend 
24 hours in the open fields, where they 
were without food and exposed toa 
bitterly cold wind aud a driving rain- 
storm.

| Man Whom He Sought to Have 


a “Curse” Removed Was Ab- 
sent, but Another Clergyman 


Engaged In Desperate Fight 


Taunton, Mass., Jan. 25.--Terrence 
| dylen, aged 30, a metal polisher, was 
taken into custody by the police and an 
inquiry as to his sanity will be in- 
| stituted. Hylen is charged with hav- 
ing threatened the life of Rev. James 

Coyle, pastor of St. Mary's church, 
| and was arrested upon a warrantissued 
Dec. 4 at the request of friends of the 
priest, who believed that the latter's 
| life was in danger. 

Hylen’s enmity towards the clerzy- 
man developed last November, when 
he charged Coyle with having placed a 
curse upou Lim and told the priest that 
unless the curse was remoyed he would 
kill him. On Dee. 4 he met Coyle and, 
reiterating bis demand that the curse 
be removed, is alleged to hay sald: 
“Uless you take tbis curse froin me you 
will meet somebody as you turn the 
corner some night and that somebedy 
will be me.” 

Father Coyle tried to reason with 
the man and protested against his ar- 
rest, but his friends insisted that Hylen 
be put under restraint and the warrant 
for his arrest was issued on thal day. 
Sirce then the police have been look- 
ing for Hylen. Although they have 
| not been able to place their hands upon 
him, he hud ou some occasions met 
Coyle and renewed his threats. 

His peculiar behavior culminated late 
Saturday night, when he visited the 
rectory and, with a loaded revolver in 
his hand, demanded that he be given 
an immediate audience with Coyle, 
whom he proposed to kill. At the door 
of the rectory he was met by Rev. 
Mortimer Downing who, falling to dis- 
suade Hylen from his purpose, closed 
with Hylen and succeeded in tempo- 
tarlly overpowering him. Hylen made 
his escape, but was found in City 
hote! yesterday and arrested. 

Father Coyle was not at the rectory 
when Hylen called Saturdsy night. 
Father Downing, who also lives at the 
rectory, had just been summoned to 
the bedside of a dying parishioner, and 
was leaving the hovse as Hylen came 
Into the yard. The latter inquired if 
Coyle was at home, and was told he was 
not. Divining the man’s purpose, 
Downing suggested that he call in the 
morning, but Hylen would not be put 
off and insisted upon entering the 
rectory, which he did, Downing follow- 
ing him. The door had no sooner 


out a 88-calibre revolver and, pointing 
it at Downing’s head, exclaimad: “You 
produce Father Coyle within two min- 
utes or I'll blow your brains out.” 

The clergyman struck up the weapon 
and sprang upon Hylen, who is large 
and powerfully built, while the priest 
is under the average height and by no 
means physically strong. A desperate 
struggle ensued, the noise of which at- 
tracted the attention of a_ visiting 
clergyman, who was spending the night 
in an adjoining room in the rectory. 
He hurried to the scene and the two 
clergymen were able to overpower 
Hylen. The latter promised that if re 
leased he wou'd not use his revolver, 
but would quietly await any disposi- 
tion the clergymen decided to make of 
his case. He was placed ina chair and 
Downing went to the street and re- 
ported the matter to a policemen. The 
two were returning to the house when 
Hylen was seen to leave the rectory 
by a side door. The officer ran after 
him, discharging his revolver into the 
air as he did so. Hylen paid no atten- 
tion, but hurried out of sight and was 
not seen again until he appeared at the 
hotel, where he was arrested as soon 
as his presence there became known. 
He offered no resistance. 

Father Downing’s coolness and 
bravery in his encounter with Hylen, 
whom the police say is undoubtedly in- 
sane and so far as Coyle is concerned a 
dangerous nian to be at lberty, caused 
much comment when the facts became 
known.

Hall used four weapons, a pistcl, a 
jack-knife, a butcher knife and an axe. 
He shot her and then, dragging the 
wounded woman through the house, 
cut her thmat with both knives. In the 
woodshed he placed her neck across a 
chopping block and decapitated her. 


Finding In Iroquois Disaster 

Chicago, Jan. 25.—Upon the manage- 
ment and builders of the Iroquois the 
atre haa been placed responsibility for 
the fire horror, in a report rendered to 
Mayor Harrison by Fire Chief 
Musham. ‘The report is that prepared 
by Attorney Fulkerson, after examina- 
tion of nearly 100 witnesses, and he 
concludes that the theatre building 
was not completed at the time it was 
opened; that the theatre employes did 
what they could to put the fire out and 
that doors and exits were generally 
locked throughout the > buliding. 


Vessel and Eight Men Lost 

New York, Jan. 25.—Eight lives 
were lost in the total wreck during a 
dense fog off Quogue, L. I, of the 
schooner Augustus Hunt, bound for 
Boston, from Norfolk. Of the crew of 
nine only two nien were saved, Sec- 
ond Mate Ebert and a Swede, who was 
unconscious when washed on the beach 
and whose name conld not be ascer- 
tained. The vessel was in command of 
First Mate Conary, who took charge of 
her in place of Captain Blair, when 
she last left Boston. 


Mercury Away Below Zero 

Chicago, Jan. 25.—Extreme cold 
weather is recorded in yarious sections 
of the north and west. ‘The cold wave 
extends over a wide area, embracing 
the upper Mississippi and Missouri val- 
leys ahd the western lake region. The 
thermometer in this city registered 11 
degrees below zero. Thie is suffering 
among the poor people. At St. Paul the 
minimum on the official thermometer 
Was 33 degrees below zero. Bismarek 
reported 28 and Superior, Wis., 36. 


Texas Town Swept by Fire 

Sour Lake, Tex., Jan. 25.—A de- 
structive fire swept Sour Lake and de- 
stroyed the main business portion of the 
town, causing an estimated loss of $200,- 
000. Whether there was any loss of 
life will never be known probably. 
Hundreds of women and men, half of 
whose names were practically un- 
known, roomed in the second story of 
the buildings that were destroyed and 
several persons could have been burned 
to death and never missed. 


Labor Men Denounce Officials 

St. Louls, Jan. 25.—At a meeting

” {ATTACK ON A GAR 


American Property Destroyed 
by Mob at Korean Capital 


WORK FOR OUR MARINES

Rescued Operators of Convey- 
ance and Prevented Serious 
Riot--Trouble Caused by Ac- 
cidental Killing of a Native 


| Washington, Jan. 25.—The state de 
partment has received official informa- 
tion of an attack by a mob of native 

Koreans on an electric car in Korea, 

the line being owned by Americans, 

because of the fact that it had killeda 

Korean, The news came In the follow- 

ing cablegram received under date of 

Jan. 24 from Minister Allen at Seoul: 

“This morning on the electric rail- 
way, which is the property of Amex 
ican citizens, a Korean was acct 
dentally and unavoidably killed. 

Thereupon ea mob of natives attacked 

and partially destroyed the car. The ep- 

erators of the car would have been tn- 

jured bad it not been for the presence 
of mind and action of our guard and 
serious riot would have occurred.” 

Although there have been previous 
reports of disturbances {n Korea, this 
is the first mob attack made thus far on 
property of Americans. The railroad 
is owned and operated by Americans. 
H. R. Bostwick of San Francisco and 
H. Colbran are its principal officers, It 
runs through the heart of the Korean 
capital. 

The guard which made the rescue 
came from the American legation. It 
consists of 100 marines, who were sent 
there some time ago to be on hand for 
the protection of Americans and their 
property. Reinforcement of this guard 
has been urged and could be made ina 
week's time by details of mariues from 
the Philippines, but nothing has been 
decided on this point. Conditions in 
Korea are recognized to be critical and 
the state department is keeping 
touch with the situation

as yet as a result of yesterday's mob 
attack.

The Useful Sunflower. 

It is a common joke to call inferior 
cigars “cabbage leaves,” but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, some very good “weeds” are 
made from the leaves of the sunflower. 
These leaves can also be smoked in the 
place of tobacco, forming quite a passa- 
ble substitute. 

The stalks and leaves make excellent 
food for various animals, while the for- 
mer can also be employed as fuel. Sun- 
flower cake is made from the seeds of 
this useful plant after the oil has been 
extracted, this oil being very nearly 
equal to olive oil and used in cooking. 
The seeds not only serve as food for 
cattle; they are mashed and kneaded 
into bread by the poor peasants of cer- 
tain parts of Russia, and they find it 
very palatable. 

Potash is obtained from the ash of 
the stalks. The proportion is about 
one-third of potash to the total ash 


left after burning. A yellow dye is) 


made from the flower of the plant. The 
fiber can be worked into a silk mate- 
rial.

MINE DISASTER 


Nearly Two Hundred Men En- 
tombed at Cheswick, Pa 


VAIN EFFORTS AT RESCUE 


But One Man Taken Out Alive 
and Even He May Die--No 
Lack of Brave Volunteers 
Willing to Face Death That 
Lives of Some of the Victims 
of Explosion Might Be Saved-- 
Engineer Who Plotted the 
Mine Sacrificed His Life 


Pittsburg, Jan. 26.—i rom all that can 
be gathered at present between 180 
and 190 men are lying dead in the Lead- 
ings and passageways of the Harwick 
mine of the Allegheny Coal company at 
Cheswick, the result of a terrific explo- 


gion. Cage after cage has gone down 


into the mine and come up again, but 
only one miner of all those that went 


down to work Monday morning has 


been brought to the surface. The res- 
cued man is Adolph Gunia and he Is stil] 
in a semi-conscious condition. 

In addi*ion to the miners at work 
when the explosion occurred, Mining 


Engineer Taylor, who plotted the mine 
and who was the first to reach the bot- 
tom after the expiosion, is also now 
among the list of dead. Of those in the 
mine, all are probably dead. 

The first warning of the explosion 
was the sudden rumbling underground 
and then a sheet of flame followed up 
the shaft. Both mine cages were 
hurled through the tipple, 20 feet above 
the landing stage, and the three nen on 
the tipple were hurled to the ground. 
A mule was thrown high above the 
shaft, and fell dead on the ground. The 
injured men were Lrought at once to this 
city, where two of them have died. 

As soon as the rumble of the explo- 
sion and the crash at the pit mouth 
startled the little village, the wives and 
children of the men rushed to the 
scene of the disaster, but to gain no 
anccuragement. There was bo way to 
get into the deep workings. The cages 
that let the men into the mines and 
brought them out again when the day’s 
work was done were both demolished. 
All day long there was a jam of walit- 
ing women and children about the 
mouth of the pit. There were ealls for 
assistance and for surgical aid from the 
men in charge of the mine, but it was 
not until 4 o'clock in the afternoon that 
the first attempt at rescue was made. 
This was a failure, as the two mien 


-who volunteered were driven back by 


the foul air. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock Selwyn M. 
Taylor and one of his assistants sig- 
nalled for the engineer to lower them 
into the shaft. Thomas Wood told his 
story of this trip through the mlue. 
He sald: 

“I was with Taylor and we climbed 
over three or four falla. Taylor laid out 
the mine and seemed to know the ‘vay. 
There was one man alive at the foot of 
the shaft. He was sent up and then 
we téok the mule path into the south 
level. We saw two men who werealive 
and notified those who were back of us 
and then went on. We passed the 
third, fourth and fifth headings and 
then through an overdrift into the sir 
shaft. I began to feel dizzy and sick, 
and then I saw Taylor stagger and fall. 
His lantern fell. We tried to lift him 
up but could not carry him up and I 
made my own way to safety.” 

At the entrance to the mine the 
great trial in the work of rescue was 
the wives and the children of the 
men entombed. Heneath the rough ex- 
terior of the manager of the mine, say 
the men who toil for him, there beats 
a tender heart, but work was to hedone 
and as night crowded down over the 
hills and the women with sad eyes 
edged nearer to the black hole, he was 
forced to send them back. He tried to 
tell them what he wanted, that he 
would do all he could, but still they 
looked at him appealingly. At last he 
put his big hands kindly on the 
shoulders of the foremost and, turning 
to the pit, he pointed first there and 
then to the hamlet and uttered the one 
word, “home.” Then they went and 
left the men to do the work of rescue, 

Then Sewlyn M. Taylor, with a ham- 
mer in his hand, tapped on the edge 
of the iron cage twice and gave the 
signal “down.” Three or four times the 
man, peering over the edge of tke 
shsft, signalled the engineer to stop, 
but finally the cage reached the bottom 
and the men clambered into the wrecked 
mine. That last order of Taylor was 
the last heard of him above the surface. 

The body of Teylor was brought to 
the surface at 2:25 this morning. He 
bad evidently been dead several] hours. 

There were many heroes in oilskins 
and overalls who, with grimy hands, 
gathered around that black hole last 
night. It is a hard thing for men to 
go down into darkness and possible 
death, even for the lives of the men 
they know, but there were many vyol- 
unteers who were strangers to the en- 
tombed men. 

At every call there were always men 
enough to man the bucket. Jack Mc- 
caun, an engineer of the company, 
made the trip twice. At first it wasa 


failure, but as soon as Taylor had 
reached the bottom he was the next to 
go again. Again and egain the men 
were driven beck to the fresh eir, but 
only to return. 

Mine Inspector Cunningham of 
the 14th district said: “The mine was 
inspected, I think, about the first of 
Deceinber. There was some gas there 
then, but I never considered the mine 
dangerous.” The last inspection blank 
hanging on the nail in the mine com- 
pany’s office is dated July 17, 1903, but 
it is evident that a later report has 
been torn off. 


High Value on Wife’s Affections 

New York, Jan. 26.—E. Holloway Coe 
ef 668 Fifth avenue was arrested in an 
action bronght egainst him by Charles 
W. Bailey of Philadelpbia, to recover 
$100,000 damages for the alienations 
of his wife’s affections. Bail was fixed 
at $25,000 ard wus furnished by Coe. 
The defendant is a brother of Mrs. 
Bailey and Bailey charges him with 
alienating the affections of Mrs. Bailey 
by entering into a conspiracy with 
others by representing to her that he 
had been an unfaithful husband. The 
suit is the third instituted by Bailey, 
an action for slander and another sult 
for alienation of Mrs. Bailey’s affec- 
tions having be2n di-continued. 


The Shaefer Murder Mystery

Chicago, Jan. 26.—Judge Grosscup 
decided against the city of Chicago in 
the 75-cent gas cases.

The decision was the outcome of suits 
brought by zas company officials ask- 
ing for injunctions restraining the city 
from reducing the price of gas to 75 
cents. Both injunctions were granted. 


Former Mormon Bishop’s Plum 
Washington, Jan. 26.—On_ recomm- 
mendaiion of. Senator Heyburn, the 
president has appointed TI. S. Wooley, 
a former bishop of the Mormon church, 
to be assayer of the mint at Boise City. 
The news of Wooley’s appointment 
has caused considerable political gos- 
sip. The president bolds that it seems 
evident that charges made against 
Wooley are due to political bias, 


Cleveland’s Crisp Comment 

Princeton, N. J., Jan. 26.--Former 
President Cleveland, when asked last 
night for his opinion on W. J. Bryan’s 
statement that no man who voted the 
Palmer-Buckner ticket can be nomi- 
nated by the Democrats, said: “I 
haven't a word to say on the matter 
except that Bryan has got the stage; 
let him go it. I guess that’s definite 
enough.” 


Hard Times In San Domingo 

San Domingo, Jan. 26.—San Pedro de 
Macoris has again been occupied by the 
rebels, and General Bybo has joined the 
revolution. Minister of War Cabdreda 
is dead as the result of a wound re- 
ceived in a fight with the rebels at Ios 
Lianos. The siege of this place con- 
tinues, the prices of provisious are ris- 
ing and the poor are beginning to suffer. 


Dissension In British Cabinet 

London, Jan. 26.—The Daily News 
publishes a rumor that further cabinet 
resignations are imminent, saying the 
officers to resign probably are Lord 
Lansdowne, secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs; Lord Jondonderry, presi- 
dent of the board of education, and Ger- 
ald Balfour, president of the Board of 
Trade. 


Little Hope For Depositors 

Westchester, Pa., Jan. 26—Th2 pri- 
vate bank of E. D. Haines & Co. of this 
place has closed its doors. Upwarda of 
$100,000 is said to be,on deposit. The 
investigations made by a receiver re- 
vealed nothing hopeful to the depositors 
beyond the likelihood of their receiving 
25 percent of their deposits. 


No Gambling In Panama 

Panama, Jan. 26.—The constitutional 
convention, in discussion of the pro- 
posed constitution, approved an article 
prohibiting gambling in the republic of 
Panama. For many years past gam- 
bling haz been a source of rev enue to 
the Colombian government.

ONEIDA COMMUNITY. 


ONLY ONE OF ITS KIND THAT EVER 
FINANCIALLY SUCCEEDED. 


Results of An Experiment In Co-op- 
erative Living Fifty-five Years 
Ago—After Achieving Prosperity 
the Community Disbanded. 


{Special Correspondence.] 

Oneida, N. Y., Jan. 19.—Most experi- 
ments in co-operative living and work- 
ing die of failure. The once famous 
Oneida community, however, seems to 
have died of success. At and rate, after 
it had been guided from small begin- 
nings through desperate straits to 
wealth, handsome living and college 
education for its young people, then its 
members, in perfect harmony and ac- 
cord, as always, parted their goods, 
consisting of houses and lands, - live 
stock and factories and manufactured 
articles, “with scarcely a ripple to indi- 
cate the change from a common purse 
to a divided household and separate

accounts,” and returned to the ordinary 
isolated family life and economic sys- 
tem. Maybe their traveled, cultured 
young people did not like to be known 
as coming from the only socialistic 
community on record that ever made a 
success of itself. Some of the separate 
families, however, still live in the com- 
munity building and use the common 
dining hall. The newest community 
home is seen in the picture, as well as 
the oldest. 

It is to be specially noted that the 
immense community property, amount- 
ing to millions in value, was divided in 
proportion to the number of years’ 
service each member had contributed to 
the community and that the women 
sbared equally with the men in the dis- 
tribution. John Humphry Noyes, who 
in 1848 founded the association on the 
old Indian reserve, near Oneida, be- 
lieved in woman’s rights and woman’s 
economic value. Whatever profits the 
little community gradually accumulat- 
ed were divided member for member, 
both sexes sharing alike. The women 
shared equally with the men the hard- 
ship, the toll and, what was still worse 
for women, the social obloquy the set- 
tlement encountered in its first years 
till it got some money ahead, and the 
feminine half had its full part of the 
cream and honey of prosperity. Maybe 
this strict justice to women was one 
reason for the great financial success 
of the community. 

Jonathan Burt had a little land and 
a sawmill on Oneida creek, and he do- 
nated it to the experimenters. Henry 
Thacker, one of the members, showed 
the rest how to raise fruit. The first 
idea of the pioneers was to live by 
horticulture and farming. At it they 
went, hoe, spade and fist. They soon 
raised everything that would grow 
there, but there was no market near. 

In the beginning, however, the mem. 
bers had solemnly pledged one another 
in one word—agreement. 

Not agreement alone, however, nei- 
ther all the batch of angelic qualities 
together, ever brought man a material 
living. For that he must bustle. Th. 
community had no money. Sewall New- 
house, a woodsman and one of the Onel- 
da community, had a knack for ham- 
mering and welding powerful steel 
traps with blacksmith’s tools. He made 
some of these to catch wild game. In- 
dians and boys came to barter for the 
traps. Mr. Newhouse found they would 
bring money. That was actually the 
beginning of the vast Oneida commu- 
nity manufacturing business, which 
now includes the making of steel goods, 
silverware and spool silk. The fame of 
the Newhouse traps spread as far as 
Hudspn bay, and the company there 
sent to Oneida an order the size ot 
which, the association's histovian 
writes, “gave the community a long re- 
membered thrill.” The pioneers began 
to get on. 

In the days of hardest luck one of 
the men members began peddling spool 
silk in the country roundabout. Sey- 
eral others took a hand at the same 
business. By and by some young men 
and women were sent to New England 
to learn silk spinning and thread mak- 
ing. They came back and started a lit- 
tle factory of their own. That was the 
beginning of the Oneida spool silk 
making, now so extensive an industry. 
A woman who learned the business in 
New England js still the superintend- 
ent of all the spocl silk making at 
Oneida. 

Mr. Thacker, the horticultural mem- 
ber, longed to make the experiment of 
canning and putting on the market 
some of the luscious Oneida fruits, It 
was foolish and visionary, the con- 
servatives thought; still, for the sake 
of “agreement” he was allowed to do 
as he wished, and that was the be- 
ginning of anofber ‘great and profit- 
able enterprise. The moral of the story 
is in that word “agreement,” if there is 
any moral, SUSAN PEPPER.

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ALL-ROUND GROOKS FISHERMEN |WEBCKED 


Band of Seven Place@ Under 
Arrest at Lynn _. 

A LONG RECORD OF CRIME 
: ; 

Lwo ur The Ringleafiers Gave 

Police a Hard Fight Before 


Being Captured--Operated Ex- 
tensively In Essex County 


Lynn, Mass., Jan. 27.—By the ar- 
rest of seven men in this city, two of 
whom were eaptured after a battie with 
bullets, the authorities, state, county 
and city, believe that they have at last 
rounded up the gang of burglars, bigh- 
waymen and desperadoes who, for near- 
ly four months, have been making 
Essex county a yerltable uotbed of 
crime. 

One of the men, Frank Hayden, a na- 
tive of Wisconsin, and the most desper- 
ate man of the aggregation, was identi- 
fied as the leader in the holding up of 
Chief of Police Nixon of Merrimac on 
Noy. 18, the robbery cf the safe of the 
Metropolitan Coal company in Last 
Boston, which resulted in another bat- 
tle with the police and the death of one 
of the robbers, and the assault at an 
early hour yesterday on Station Agent 
Whitman at Danvers, Mass. 

Hayde. is said to have a criminal 
record, having served three years in the 
Essex couaty jailin Lawrence, from 
which institution he escaped on April 
4, 1900, being captured in Thomaston, 
Me., a few weeks after. 

The other men under arrest are 
George Dart, a native of Maine, Jobn 
McDermott and Hartley Carver of 
Lynn, and Frank Murray, said to be 
from the west. These men, with 
Hayden, the police believe, to be the 
ringleaders in the series of crimes, but 
the police also took into custody Wil- 
Nam Higgins ard John Nestor, prin- 
cipally for the reason that they were 
friends or the associates of the other 
five. Dart and McDermott were also 
identified by Station Agent Whitman as 
being with Hayden during the assault 
on him, and the robbery of the railroad 
station. 

McDermott, Carver, Murray, Hig- 
gins and Nestor were all taken into cus- 
tody without difficulty. It was with 
Hayden and Dart that the officers had 
their battle, and it is surprising that 
after numerous exchanges of shots 
someone did fall. Shots were ex- 
changed at close quarters and in sey- 
eral instances bullets flew within a few 
inches of the officers. The chase after 
the two men through the suburbs of 
Lynn was one of the most sensational 
that has ever occurred in this city. 

After the robbery of the Danvers 
railroad station and the desperate as- 
sault upon Whitman, all the local offi- 
cers throughout Essex county were noti- 
fied to be on the outlook for suspicious 
characters. Feeling that the men must 
belong in this city, the police here made 
every effort to be on the watch for them 
and three of them were discovered in 
the outskirts of the city. One of them 
succeeded in eluding the police and mak- 
ing good his escape, but the officers fol- 
lowed Hayden and Dart so closely that 
after jumping fences and dashing 
through houses they at last cornered 
Hayden in a yard. He fired point 
blank at the officers, but missed them, 
and was at once beaten and overpow- 
ered. Dart was located later in a house, 
and he also fired at the officers as he 
met them coning upstairs. For- 
tunately his aim was no better than 
Hayden's. As soon as these men had 
been taken to the police station State 
Officer Neal ordered the arrest of the 
other five men. All the men were meas- 
ured last night under the Bertillon sys- 
tem by one of the Boston police of- 
ficials and photographed. 

They will all be arraigned in the local 
court, but the police, feeling that they 
have not sufficient evidence es yet to 
bold them for all the recent numerous 
robberies, will prefer a technical charge 
of breaking and entering the National 
Pop Corn company of this city on Jan. 
18, and request a postponement of the 
case. Subsequently they hope to 
identify nearly all as being concerned 
in one or more of the robberies through- 
out the county. As the superior court 
is now sitting at Salem the district at- 
torney will be asked to call a special ses- 
sion of the grand jury that the various 
cases may be placed before that body. 

The list of burglaries in Essex 
county alone since Noy. 2 is a formid- 
able one and in numerous instances the 
robbers have not hesitated to engage in 
pitched battles with revolvers with the 
police and citizens. The important rob- 
beries number 22,

Gloucester, Mass., Jan. 27.—While 
endeavoring to seek a shelter from a 
southeast storm schooner Rienzi of Bos- 
ton and the sloop Jennie Bell of this 
port were wrecked just outside the en- 
trance to the harbor. The Rienzi lies 
two miles east of Eastern Point light, 
while the Jennie Bell is on the rocks 
of the famous Norman’s Woe. 

The crew of the Rienzi escaped by 
taking to thei: dories and making a 
fearfully exhausting row of six miles 
around Eastern Point and the break- 
water, and then up to the wharves, 
while the three men on the Jennie Bell 
managed to gain the ledges and 
clamber up a high cliff at Magnolia. 
Captain Johnson of the latter craft, who 
is 70 years old, was so badly used up 
in getting ashore thata police ambu- 
lance was sent for him from this city, 
after one of his crew had walked five 
miles through the heavy snow to the 
city with news of his condition. 

The Rienzi had gathered in 5000 
pounds of cod and haddock on the 
Middle Bank when the snow squall 
struck her. She is valued at $6000. 
The Jennie Bell had just started on a 
fishing trip. The boat is valued at 
$1000. 


Glines Admits Embezzlement 

Salem, Mass., Jan. 27.—Former. City 
Treasurer John A. Glines of Haverhill 
pleaded guilty in the superior court to 
12 counts of embezzlement, involving 
the conversion of $40,000 in cash and 
bonds from the city of Haverhill. There 
are 55 counts in the indictment which 
has be2n found against him and on 43 
of them Glines pleaded not guilty. At 
the request of the defendant's counsel, 
sentence was deferred until the May 
sitting of the court. 


Grievances of Weavers 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 27.—At a 
meeting of the Weavers’ union last 
night the matter of the refusal of the 
manufacturers to hold a _ conference 
with the union was referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee. A report that in 
several of the mills regular weavers 
are compelled to wash looms and scrub 
lluors, doing away with the regular 
spare help, was referred to the executive 
board for investigation. 


Assignment of Shoe Firm 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 27.—An assign- 
ment was made by the George E. 
Nickerson company, shoe manufactur- 
ers of this city, to George McMann of 
Auburn, Me, and James Beebe of 
Wakefield, Mass. No schedule of 
liabilities was issued, but it is under- 
stood that the company owes Beebe 
$18,000 for leather. The company is 
organized under the laws of Maine with 
a capital of $50,000. 


Railroad Men at #ault 


Burlington, Vt., Jan. 27.—Responsi- 
bility is placed upon Engineer Cowee 
and Telegraph Operator Tyner by the 
state board of railroad commissioners 
in its report on the accident which oc- 
curred at Shelburne Jan. 2, 1903, when 
five men were killed. The commis- 
sioners criticise the system employed hy 
the Rutland railroad in the movement of 
its trains. 


Penalty For Liquor Violators 

Montpelier, Vt., Jan. 27.—The con- 
stitutionality of the penalty clause of 
the local option license law, recently at- 
tacked in court, was sustained in a de- 
cision harded down by the supreme 
court. 


Proposition For Clean Money 

Washington, Jan. 27.—“Clean money” 
was argued before the house commit- 
tee on banking end currency py Repre- 
sentative Gaines of Tennessee. Mr. 
Gaines asserted that a single bill which 
had been in circulation in Cuba and 
returned to the treasury for redemp- 
tion contained 282 kinds of microbes. 
These microbes, he asserted, were 
hungry, and would joyfully feed on the 
mucous membrane of either a Democrat 
or a Republican. No action was taken. 


Colorado Mine Disaster 

Victor, Col., Jan. 27.—By the falling 
of a cage in the Stratton Independence 
mine 15 men are dead and one other 
severely injured. Only one body could 
be identified from those taken from the 
shaft. It was terribly mutilated 
Fragments of four or more bodies were 
recovered. Three expert engineers 
have been called to examine the mine 
machinery. 


Athletics and Studies Divorced 

Philadalphia, Jan. 27.—The faculty 
athletic committee of the University of 
Pennsylvania will hereafter debar all 
special students from athletics no mat- 
ter how many hours of work they take 
each week. ‘This ruling, if enforced by 
all colleges, would debar nearly 25 
percent of the men who make up the 
teams. 


Philippine Steamship Line 

San Francisco, Jan. 27.—A_ steam- 
ship line to operate among the islands 
of the Philippine group is soon to be 
established by Boston capitalists and it 
is to be known as the Boston and Llollo 
Steamship company. The company is 
to construct a shipbuilding yard and to 
establish a plant for repairing vessels.

One is that the recent high 
water had something to do with it. 
Mining experts do not regard this as 
probable. Men who know the Harwick 
say that gas in dangerous quantity has 
been in it ever since it was opened. 
Hence, they say that probably a 
careless miner exposed a naked flame 
to the gas. Miners are not allowed to 
earry matches into the workings, but 
it cannot be prevented unless a personal 
search is made each morning and this 
is not customary. Men working in 
gaseous mines become careless and that 
is probably what happened in this case,

Wright’s Dramatic Death Fol- 
lowed His Conviction 
London, Jan. 27.—At 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon Whitaker Wright, pro- 
moter of the London and Globe and 
other financial companies, who has been 
on tria! since Jan. 11, on 26 counts of 
fraud, was found guilty and sentenced 
to seven years’ penal] servitude. At 4 
o'clock he lay dead on the door of 
| smal! room in the law court. Whether 
| he took bis own life by poison or 
whether death in its natural course 
' robbed the law of its fulfilment will 
| not be known until a post mortem ex- 
amination is held. ‘The indications, 
| however, point to poisoning. 

Until counsel commenced pleading 
the actual trial of Wright scarcely 
aroused that keen public interest which 
was exhibited when Wright was in the 
United States. Even the government 
was involved, for it bad taken the 
stand that Wright could not be prosc- 
cuted. Furthermure, it Was an open 
secret that many great and even royal 
names were indirectly involved in the 
proceedings, Friends of Wright had 
said that if driven into a corner he 
would tell who had profited by his 
transactions. Suspense reigned “in 
many quarters while counsel for the de- 
fense made their appeal, but when the 
appeal was finished those involved 
breathed easier and public curiosity re- 
mained unsatisfied. It is estimated that 
the British public lost $40,000,000 
through his schemes. 

There are indications in the com- 
ments of the Liberal newspapers on the 
result of the case that it will be used 
as a political weapon against the gov- 
ernment, Premier Balfour, acting on 
the advice of the law offices of the 
crown, having announced in pariiament 
in December, 1902, that the case was 
not one for the public prosecutor. 
These papers issinuate that the govern- 
ment wished to shield Wright be- 
cause he was a strong supporter 
financially and otherwise of the Con- 
servative cause and because he had in- 

| fluential friends.

TIME 1S NEARLY UP 


| Japan Wants Early Reply to 


Last Note to Russia 


FUTURE COURSEIS SECRET 


Activity May Be Confined to 
Seizure of Korea, to Which 
Russia Would Not Object- 
China’s Efforts For Mediation 


Tokio, Jan. 27.—The Japanese gov- 
ernment bas diplomatically intimated 
to Baron de Rosen, the Russian min- 
ister, that an early response is de- 
sired to Japan’s recent note to Russia. 
It is calculated here that the Japanese 
note reached the Russian cabinet on the 
afternoon of Jan. 16 and it is felt that 


sufficient time has elapsed for its con- 
sideration and the preparation of a re- 
sponse. ‘The Japanese government is 
conscious of the possible necessities of 
the military and naval situation and is 
unwilling to permit evasions and delays 
which are designed to gain time. 

The future course of the Japanese 
gover.ment is a carefully guarded 
secret. ‘The length of time that Japan 
is prepared to await the pleasure of 
Russia is unknown. It seems probable 
that it has been determined to act de- 
cisively within a few days. ‘The popu- 
lar temper has long opposed further de- 
lay. While n:any objected to Japan's 
taking the initiative, a majority would 
now welcome the issuance of a brief ul- 
timatum, and a declaration of war, if 
that should prove ineffective. 

Some outside opinion here inclines to 
the belief that the activity of the Japan- 
ese will be limited to the seizure of 
Korea, which enterprise, it is thought, 
Russia would not oppose. The Japan- 
ese government proceeds with abso- 
lute secrecy and the people of Japun 
are not even informed of th exact nature 
are not even informed of the exact 
nature of the demand on Russia. 


Mediation Would Aid China 

London, Jan. 27.—Dispatches from 
Tokio and Pekin agree that as a result 
of China's efforts to secure mediation, 
France has agreed to use her good of- 
tices, in conjunction with Great Brit- 
ain and the United States, to arrange a 
modus vivendi between Russia and 
Japan. Further, the French minister 
at Pekin had intimated to Prince Ching 
his belief that if such mediation was 
successful the three powers in ques- 
tion could aid China in coming to an 
acquitable agreement with Russia re- 
garding Manchuria. 

The British and American ministers 
at Pekin are agreed however, according 
to the dispatches from Pekin, that such 
mediation is impossible, as neither of 
the powers concerned had iuavited 
mediation publicly and they have :oti- 
fied Prince Ching in accordance with 
their decision. 

According to the correspondent of 
The Times in Pekin, Prince Ching ad- 
mits that the suggestion to invite the 
mediation of the powers came from the 
Russian minister. 

The Times this morning says it 
learns that the czar has been greatly 
impressed by the reports submitted to 
him of Russia’s unpreparedness for 
war in the far east, the unsatisfactory 
state of the Siberian railroad, ete., and 
the effect of war upon the internal sit- 
uation of Russia. 


Troops to Guard the Yalu 

Port Arthur, Jan. 27.—It is reported 
that about 150 wagons loaded with 
army stores have left Liao Yang dzily 
for the past four days for the Yalu 
river, where itis intended to cpn- 
centrate 8000 Port Arthur and Mukden 
troops. The autherities claim tkat the 
hostility of Japan compels mobilization 
on the Yalu and that on this river Rus- 
sia has heretofore carefully avoided 
alarming Korea by an appearance of 
threatening Japan.

GOGGIN'S STEALINGS 
Nashua Trust Company’s Short- 
age Is About $100,000 

Nashua, N. H., Jan. 27.—After the 
bank commissioner had ended his day's 
work in looking over the affairs of the 
Nashua Trust company last evening he 
said that while he could make no 
deiinite statement as to the condition of 
the bank, he did not think that the short- 
age would exceed $100,000, 

At the request of the bank direc- 
tors President Newell of the Fourth 
National baak of Boston came here and 
an effort was msde to obtain his as- 
sistance in raising a loan of $100,000 
with which to tide over the bank’s em- 
barrassment. The bank commissioner 
was asked if he would recommend a re- 
opening of the bank in case such a 
loan was made. The commissioner, 
however, said that he was obliged to 
refuse at this time. 

A special meeting of the stockholders 
has been called for Feb. 13, at which 
time three propositions will be laid be- 
fore them—first, to see if the bank will 
continue in business; second, to reduce 
the capital stock; third, to liquidate the 
bank. 

All the depositors have been re- 
quested to bring in their bankhooks for 
the purpose of verification. 


Magistrate’s Unpleasant Duty 

Paris, Jan. 27.—The sum of §8009 
was recently stolen from the Christian 
Brothers’ colNege at Passy. Magistrate 
Facot was appointed to investigate the 
matter and he found evidence that the 
thief was his son. The boy, accom- 
panied by a woman, had fled to Brussels, 
He was formerly a pupil at the college. 
Facot followed bis son to Brussels and 
induced him to return to France, where 
he was promptly arrested. Only a small 
part of the money was missing and the 
remainder has been returned to the 
Christian Brothers, who declare they 
will not prosecute young Facot. 


Refused Big Increase In Pay 

Indianapolis, Jan. 27.—The United 
Mine Workers have completed the work 
of the 15th annual convention. Presi- 
dent Mitchell practically declined an in- 
crease of $2000 a year in salary when 
a resolution was introduced to increase 
it from $3000 to $5000. When put to 
a vote it seemed that fully two-thirds 
of the house yoted “aye.” He de- 
clared the resolution lost. President 
Mitchell, Vice President Lewis and 
Secretary-Treasurer Wilson were de- 
clared unanimously re-elected. 


To Get Nearer Raw Material 

Huntsville, Ala., Jan. 27.—The Mer- 
rimac Manufacturing company of 
Lowell, Mass., has decided to begin at 
once the construction of a third great 
cotton mill near this city and a contract 
has been awarded for the work. ‘The 
new mill will have a spindle capacity 
of from 75,000 to 90,000. This de- 
cision, it is said, is the result of the ad- 
vance in the price of cotton, which has 
made the margin of profit on manufac- 
tured goods so small in New England 
mill centres. 


Bryan Talks to Clergymen 

New York, Jan. 27.—Madison Square 
concert hall was filled last night when 
W. J. Bryan began his speech on 
“Moral Issues.” In the audience there 
were many women and the body of the 
hall was more than half filled with 
clergymen.

Grand Rapids, Mich., Jan. 27.—I’or- 
mer Circuit Court Commissioner AJbers 
was found guilty by a jury of perjury 
committed on a former trial for bribery. 
The court granted a stay of sentence 
until Feb. 21. Albers was released 
on $3000 bail. The penalty for perjury 
is imprisopment in the state prison for 
a term not to exceed 15 years.

It Is Confined to Lyrical Effusions of 
the Utmost Brevity. 

Japanese poetry is absolutely confined 
to lyrical effusions of the utmost brev- 
ity. The Japanese poem is generally 
limited to three, four or five lines and 
seldom exceeds a few dozen. One would 
look in vain for a poem of the length 
of Bryant’s “Thanatopsis.” Japanese 
literature has never invaded the epic 
field and knows no metrical form which 
even remotely resembles an ode, a bal- 
lad or a long poetic narrative like “The 
Ancient Mariner.” Also minor metrical 
arrangements like the rondel, triolet, 
villanelle, ete., are absent. Of what, 
then, does Japanese poetry consist? If 
one discusses its apparent lack of scope 
and resources with a Japanese, he is 
sure to point to the “Manyoshiu Kogi” 
(Collection of Myriad Leaves). ‘True 
enough, its bulkiness is most alarming, 
as it extends to 122 volumes. But it 
proves to be only an anthology of short 
poems, each complete, bearing no rela-

Collections of this 
kind, admirably printed and supplied 
with numerous indexes and elaborate 
commentaries, are published at inter- 
vals under the auspices of the govern- | 
ment.

SLUGGED THE GUARD 


Sensational Midnight Escape of 
Prisoners In a Maine Jail 

Saco, Me., Jan. 28.—Joseph Bradley 
and John Nagle, both of whom were 
yesterday sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisoument for burglary, overpowered 
the guard at the city jail at midnight, 
pounded him into unconsciousness and, 
after locking him ina cell, escaped.

Coroner’s Action In Iroquois 


Inquest Declared Wrongful

NO BLAME ON HARRISON 


vudge Says It Is Unreasonable 
to Hold Him as a Criminal 
Party to Acts of His Appoint- 
ees--Mayor Makes Statement 


Chicago, Jan. 28.—Mayor Harrison 
was late yesterday ordered by Judge 
Tuthill to be immediately discharged 
from custody in connection with any 
responsidility for the wholesale loss of 
li@ in the Iroquois theatre fire. The 
judge declared that the mayor was in 
no way whatever guilty or liable und 
that the corover’s jury in ordering 


| Mayor Harrisen held to the grand jury 


had put an unjust stigma upon the 
mayor, who had failed in no particular 
whatever, either in omission or com- 


| mission. 


In delivering is opinion Judge 
Tuthill said: “I have gone over the 
testimony of Fire Marshal Musham 
and Building Commissioner Williams 
and the mayor particularly, and I can 
say Without qualification or hesitation 
that I find not one word in the evidences 
which tends, even remotely, in my judg- 
, ment, to show that the mayor had any 

knowledge of this matter or that he was 
in any respect negligent of any duty 
imposed upon him by the laws or by the 
rules that commcnly apply to persons 
who are responsible for the safety of 
others. 

“I find that there were gross viola- 
tions not only of the city ordinances, 
but of common rules of safety that 
anybody without expert knowledge 
would have said were absolutely es- 
sential at the Iroquois theatre. But 
how the mayor, who is simply at the 
head of the city government, could be 
held responsible for any misconduct on 
his part, in view of this evidence, I can- 
not conceive. It seems to me it would 
have been just as reasonable to say 
that because an insane asylum was 
burned that the governor could be held 
over by a coroner’s jury for being a 
criminal party to such loss of life, and 
held over criminally to a grand jury 
because forsooth, an insane asylum un- 
der the ckarge of one of his appointees, 

| the warden, had been burned. 

“It seems to me it would be just as 
logical to say that because there should 
be a destructio: of a building at West 
Point or Annapolis #nd lives should be 
lost there, to say that the President 
of the United States should be held over 
by a coroner's jury to answer fov an in- 
| dictment by a grand jury for criminal 


| complicity.” 

Judge Tuthill concluded: “It seems 
to me that it is a very great wrong to 
place upon the mayor of the city this 
undeserved stizma, as I find it to be, 
without any basis in the iaw or in the 
facts as they have been testified to be- 
fore the coronex’s jury.” 

Following his release Mayor Harrison 
made a pubiic statement in which he 
| said: “The only possible feature 
| which the jury were able to find, con- 
| necting me with the Iroquois fire 

disaster was the alleged negligence and 
incompetency of my appointees, Fire 

Chief Musham and Building Inspector 
| Williams. I want to call attention to 
the fact that Chief Musham has been 
connected with the Chicago fire depart- 
ment for 40 years, winning his way to 
the position of assistant chief by the 
gallant and heroie conduct ofa life- 
time. Upon the retirement of Chief 
Swenie I appointed Musham chief. The 
appointment was strictly on merit and 
met with unanimous approval. When 
the position of building commissioner 
| became vacant last summer I invited 
, the Builders’ club, the Associution of 

Architects and other non-partisan pro- 

fessional orgarizstions to nominate the 
| best available man for the vacancy. 

They named Mr. Williams, a Republi- 

can, and gave me the strongest testi- 
| monials to his character and efficiency 
end I appointed him. Both men were 
considered ideal appointments. The 
imputation of guilt upon these two 
men is entirely unjustifiable, but to 
strike at me, over their shoulders, is a 
little short of infamy.”

Chinese board of foreign affairs, fearing 
that in the event of a Russo-Japanese 
war China would become involved 
against her will, asked M. Dubail, the 
French minister at Pekin, whether 
France would mediate between China 
and Russia .conjointly with Great 
Britain aud the United States. He also 
sent high officials on a similar inission 
to Sir Ernest Satow, the British min- 
ister, who, the correspondent, 
doubtless explained the insuperable 
ditliculties of such a course. 

M. Dubail subsequently inforined 
Prince Ching that France was willing 
to use her good oflices in an endeavor 
to obtuin the assistance of Great Lrit- 
ain and the United States ia arranging a 
modus vivendi between Russia and 
Japan, adding that if this mediation 
Were successful the three powers could 
doubtless assist China in an equitable 
arrangement with Russia regarding 
Manchuria.

Ching admits, adds the corre- 
that. the suggestion that he 
invite mediation came from M. Lessar, 
the Russian uiaister at Pekin. Sucha 
course appeals strongly to the Chinese. 
They employ intermediaries in every 
transaction in life and belief in the 
blessing of mediation is inborn in 
every Chinaman. Thus Russia gains 
en advantage with the Chinese by ¢x- 
pressing a desire for mediation which 
Japan cannot accept and whieh she has 
already signified that she cannot accent. 

It is idle to deny that the Chinese are 
impressed by this latest move of Eussia. 
An appreciable change in their attitude 
can be observed since it occurred. 'The 
correspondent, telegraphingglater, says 
that the British and American minis- 
ters are acting in complete agreement.

Bad Weather In Newfoundland 

St. Johns, Jan. 29.—Arctic ice floes 
now blocka-le the northern coast of 
Newfoundland and extend far out 
towards mid-ocean, The Grand 
Banks are covered.

Governor Bates’ letter begau: ‘Dear 
governor: Enclosed please find a | 
check of $50 for my son,” and requested 
that the enclosed check be cashed 

As far back as September last Mannix 
wrote a letter to Governor Bates, dated 
Washington, ox letter paper of a Wasb- | 
ington hotel, but mailed in Boston, 
asking for information as to the title of 
the governor and the proper form to be 
used in addressing him. The letter, 
which was signed W. F. Mannix, re- 
ceived a courteous reply from the gov- 
ernor’s secretary. 

On Sept. 20 a second epistle arrived, 
expressing profound thanks and saying 
that the writer’s son, W. F. Mannix, Jr., 
would call in person and bring a small 
token as a memento—a relic of the re- | 
cent campaign of the American troops 
in China, which he wished the gov- 
ernor to accept as a curio. 

A few days ago Mr. Hurtubis, the gov- 
ernor’s secretary, was called by tele- 
phone from the Vendome and asked if 
he knew any W. F. Mannix, Jr., as 
such a person had been trying to cash 
a ebeck for $50. Hurtubis replied in 
the negative, but subsequently the inci- 
dent of the letters came to his mind, 
the name seeming familiar to him. 
Nothing was seen of Mannix at the 
state Louse, however, until Wednesday 
afternoon, when, after haying passed 
the check at the Hampton houses, he 
again calied upon the governor, and | 
presented him with several apparently 
valuable pieces of bric-a-brac enclosed 
in a Chinese box. Among the articles 
were a piece of “the Great Wall of 
China” and a bit of marble “from a 
Chinese temple within the foibidden | 
city.” 

After an entertaining chat Mannix 
disclosed to the governor his plightasa 
stranger, saying he had a check for 
$50 sent by his father, on a Washington 
bank, but which he found it difficult to 
cash for lack of identification. Gov- 
ernor Fates instructed Secretary 
Hurtubis to assist Mannix either by 
identifying him or by advancing some 
eash. The check was made out by “The 
Hernepin County Herald” of Long 
Lake, Minn., in favor of Mannix. Asit 
was late in the day Hurtubis advanced 
$5 to Mannix ad told him to call on 
Thursday for the balance of his money, 
which the latter promised to do. 

After Mannix’s departure Hurtubis 
escertained by telephoning to Washing- 
ton that the check was worthless and, 
discovering that Mannix had left the 
Vendome without repeating hisattempt 
to cash the check, he notified the police, 
who were already searching for Maunix 
in connection with the Hampton house 
affair. Mennix called again at the 
state house, according to his promise, 
and was at once placed under arrest. 

s The prisoner, it is said, admitted that 

the check passed at the Hampton house 
was worthless, but pleads that he was 
intoxicated at the tlme and not re- 
eponsible for his acts. It is said that 
a similar check purporting to be signed 
by Secretary Cortelyou was passed 
Wednesday night by Mannix upon an- 
other Boston hotel. Several letters en- 
closing checks alleged to have been 
forged were found upon him, when he 
Was arrested, sdcdressed to various 
hotels. 

Mannix, it is said, served in Cuba dur- 
ing the Spanish war, where he also 
Was a newspaper correspondent. Sub- 
sequently he saw service in China, and 
after his return started the Hennepia 
County Herald at Long Lake, Minn. 

Te claims to have a wife who is stop- 
ping at. one of the up-town hotels. 
Mannix is 85 years old, well groomed 
and attired in the height of fashion.

KILLED BY DROWNING 


Uhinaman’s Head Forced Into

Hanover, Mass, Jan. 29.—Quong 
Sing, a laundryman, was murdered in 
his shop here, his head haying been 
forced iuto a tub of water and held 
there by a box of scap. During the 
afternoon Cyrus L. Ryan, who had been 
working for the E. H. Clapp Rubber 
compary here, was arrested by the state 
police as he was leaving a train in the 
South station at Boston on suspicion of 
having killed the Chinaman. Quong 
Sing was about 25 years old. He had 
been in business here for several years. 

The body was found by Mr. Paxton, 
proprietor of a market near the 
laundry, who had entered the China- 
nan’s place and, not finding him, 
looked into a back room. The body was 
bent over the edge of a tub and the 
heavy box of soap held the upper part 
of it, forcing the head into the water. 
All about were signs of a struggle, and 
the Chinaman’s belongings, including 
articles which had been kept in a trunk, 
were scattered about as if a robbery 
had been committed.

Lynn Police Want Special Ses- 
sion of the Grand Jury 


THE IDENTITY OF HAYDEN 


flead of Gang of Robbers Be- 
lieved to Be a Westerner--Un- 
successful Efforts to Locate 
Headquarters of Prisoners 


Lynn, Mass., Jan. 29.—Efforts are 
being made by the Lynn police to Induce 
District Attorney Peters of Essex 
county to convene the grand jury of 
that county in special session at once 
for the purpose of indicting Hayden, 
Dart, McDermott, and, if possible Mich- 
ael Murray, for complicity in the Dan- 
versport assault and robbery aud other 
crimes charged against the prisoners in 
Essex county. The Lynn police ure 
showing marked activity in order to 
prevent the Suffolk county authorities 
from getting possession of Hayden be- 
fore he can be tried and sentenced for 
crimes committed in Essex county. 

The Lynn police claim that they 
should be permitted to exercise juris- 
diction of the prisoners until it has be2n 
shown that they lack the necessary evi- 
dence to convict them of crimes coin- 
mitted in this city. If they cannot 
prove them, they believe that the pris- 
oners should be tried for the Danvers- 
port affair, as Hayden, Dart and Mce- 
Dermott have all been identified by the 
victim, Whitman. If convicted of this 
offence, the prisoners could be given a 
life sentence, which would render un- 
necessary the trial of the men for other 
crimes. 

While the police of several cities in 
Essex county have had an acquaintance 
for a year or tvo with Frank Hayden, 
the ringleader of the gang of burglars 
and safeblowers under arrest, they ure 
desirous of learning more about him. 
He is thought to hail from the west and 
his photographs are to be sent te the 
authorities of that part of the country 
with the hope of securing his identifica- 
tion and additional facts about him. 
George Dart needs no additional iden- 
tification, as he is well known to the po- 
lice of Boston and Lynn. 

At the prosent time the police are try- 
ing to locate the headquarters of the 
prisoners, but thus far have been un- 
successful. Itis believed that they 
did not stay in any one place a long 
time, bnt, instead, lived at the cheap 
Fosta hotels. Jt has been ascertalne 

nat the gang of which ayden an 
Dart are members have been frequent- 
ers of a Howard street liquor saloon in 
Boston and the police say that on the 
night preceding the burglary of the of- 
fice of the Metropolitan coal! office in 
East Boston, Hayden, Dart, the burglar 
who was killed, and eight others were 
in the saloon. The police are especially 
tnxious, now that Hayden and Dartare 
under arrest, to establish the identity 
of the burglar who was killed. He 
also is thought to have hailed from the 
west. 

The Lynn police have found the chisel 
which Dart threw into a snowbank 
while running away from Inspector Col- 
by and Officer Burckes on the morning 
he was captured, and by it the police 
expect to be able to prove at least three 
breaks against the prisoner. A portion 
of the wooden handle had been broken 
off. 

Jan. 3 the office of A. C. Brown on 
Union street, Lyna, was entered anda 
small amount of money and some bank- 
books taken. While making an investi- 
gation the police found a jagged piece 
of wood, which proves to be the missing 
portion of the handle of the chisel which 
Dart was seen to throw away. The 
chisel also fits marks on the windows 
and cesh registers of the National Pop- 
corn Works. On Jan. 7 the Casino 
publishing office, Loring avenue, Lynn, 
was also broken into, and there the 
banukbooks which had been taken from 
Brown's store were found. 


Murder Charge Against Hayden

for the arrest, upon the charge of mur- 
der, of Frank Hayden, leader of the 
gang of alleged burglars now inder 
arrest at Lyun. Hayden, who bas been 
identified as the leader of the men who 
assaulted the watchman and robbed the 
safe of the Metropolitan Coal company 
in East Boston on Dec. 27, is accused of 
the murder of one of his pals during 
the running fight directly after the rob- 
bery.

COINS OF THE PAST. 


Gold Pieces That Were Once Com- 
mon, but Are Now Rarely Seen. 
Recent mention of the disappearance 

of the $2.50 goid piece from circulation 

and the premium this coin commands 
as a curio has set many to rummaging 
in old pocketbooks and bottoms of cash 
boxes and drawers in search of odd or 

out of date coins. Some have found a 

$2.50 piece, but not many. The $3 

piece, once quite common, but always a 

sort of curiosity, is oftener found, and 

many have specimens of the little gold 


coins representing 25 cents and 50 
cents which were not minted by the 


government and probably have not so 
much gold in them as they represent. 
They used to pass as coin, but were 
never in general circulation, being so 
easily lost that they soon became 
scarce. One of the handsomest coin 
relics seen is a $10 gold piece bearing 
the mint stamp of 1799. It is larger 
than the present $10 piece. The owner 
has it hung-in a band and wears it as 
a charm on his watch chain. The own- 
er says he refused an offer of $150 for 
this relic. The old octagonal $50 pieces 
were quite common in California in 
early days, when gold dust was largely. 
used as a circulating medium. They
